NOT HUMAN BONES. 


FRAGMENTS FOUND IN HOLMES’ OF- 
* PIOE ARE PIRE OLAY. 


Drs. Stringfield and Morgan Make a Chem- 
ical Test of the Alleged Remains of the 
Williams Girls and Decide Against the 
Police Theory=The “Bones” When 
Submitted to Acid Action Turn Out to 
Be Portions of a Stove Lining—Failure 
of Another Big and Promising Clew. 

The two Williams girls and the Pitzel boy 

may have been murdered in Holmes’ building 
in Sixty-third street, but none of their bones 
isin the possession of the Chicago police. 
Those rib-like fragments found in the ashes 
under the stove in the room’ formerly occu- 
pied by Holmes are bits of fire-clay. Dr. C. 
P. Stringfield so pronounced them after sub- 
jectjng them to a chemical test last night, and 
gave a certificate to that effect. If the bones 
found by Detective Geyer of Philadelphia 
in the same store some time ago are of the 
same kind as those found yesterday and the 
day before, they will not be of much value as 
evidence against Holmes.

Last night a reporter for Tue Trrpunz and 
Dr. C. P. Stringfield called at the home of 
Inspector Fitzpatrick, No. 5822 Drexel ave- 
nue, and asked to be allowed to examine the 
bones. The fragments, five in number, had 
been brought tu the Inspector’s house by De- 
tectives Fitzpatrick and Norton, who are 
working on the case. Permission to see them 
was readily granted, At the firat glance Dr. 
Stringtield said: 

‘*They don’t look like human bones.”’ 

When he picked them up_he said they 
seemed too heavy for any kind of bone, After 
much patient manipulation Dr. Str.ngfield 
succeeded in matching them together in one 
continuous length, the jagged parts of the 
breaks fitting into each other perfectly. In 
this form the structure hada remarkably 
close resemblance to the ribof a five-pound 
roast of beef. 

“* There is no bone like that in the human 
body,”’ said the doctor, “and if it were not 
for the weight I should be inclined to say that 
it is the charred remains of a beef-rib, How- 
ever, I don’t believe it is bone at ail. A chem- 
ical test would settle that point at once. It 
looks like fire clay.” 

Dr. Stringfieid had no means at hand to 
make a chemical test, so ,he suggested that 
the **bones’”’ be taken to the office of Dr. 
Morgan, Twenty-ninth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, where there were ample faciii- 
ties for making a test. At the same time he 
said Dr. Morgan was the surgeon at the Kan- 
ae Asylum and his opinion would be vaiu- 
able. 

Acting on this suggestion the doctor and 
the reporter,,with Detective Fitzpatrick, the 
latter as custodian of the “‘bones,”’ were 
driven to the home of Dr. Morgan, who was 
in bed, but got upto assist in tne examina- 
tion. The fragments were spread on a table, 
and Dr, Stringfield, without explanation, 
asked Dr. Morgan: 

** What do you make of those?” 

Dr. Morgan slowly. matshed the pieces to- 
gether, * hefting’’ them at the same time, 
and replied: 

is I should say they were chunks of fire 
clay. 

Then Dr. Morgan struck one piece against 
another, making a metallic sound. ‘ Now,” 
said he, “a burnt one would give a perfectly

flatsound. Ishould say these pieces were 
once part of the plaster or cement used to 
fasten in the lining of a circular stove or 
furnace,”’ 

“Well,” said Dr. Striugfield, “that theory 
accounts for the shape—it hadn’t occurred to 
we before though. ell settle the matter 
beyond doubt by submitting a small portion 
to the acid test.”’ 

It was explained to the reporter and de- 
tective that if the fragments were composed 
of burut bone they would dissolve readily in 
a dilute solution of hydrochloric acid, while 
if they were fireclay they would be attacked 
but slightly. Such a solution was made in a 
test tube and a small piece of bon® dropped 
into it. At first there was a slight 
effervescence in the tube, but it soon 
ceased, and the subject of the experiment lay 
— at the bottom. The doctors explained 

at the effervescence was caused by the acid 
attacking the lime tn the fire-clay. To make 
the thing sure the test tube was held over a 

jet until the fluid boiled, but it had no 
urther effect on the substance. 
* That settles it,’ said Dr. Stringfield: 
* it’s not bone, but fire-clay, as we thought.”’ 

When matched together the pieces of fire- 
clay formed a section of a circle which, 
complete, would equal the inside circum fer. 
ence of a large round stove. It was too late 
when the nature of the stuff was determined 
to fit it to the stove in which it was found, but 
sueh an experiment would probably show 
where it came from.

to prevent any furtner possibility of accidents 
by opening the tank, also aiding the police in 
their investigation.

He jumped down into tank himself to 
assist in the removal of the box which was 
overturned and caused the fluid to mix with a 
black liquid deposit on the “floor of tne tank. 
A cloud of bluish vapor immediately arose, 
enveloping the men and stupefying them,

guard of the building to prevent further acci- 
dent or a disturbance of the work which was 
to be investigated.

Druggist Robinson and Jeweler 
Davis talked with her, but her identity es- 
caped the police, After she had gone Robin- 
son sail she had come to Chicago through cu- 
riosity ; that she was living in Wilmette and 
had but little money.

Hoimes a bottle of carbolic acid, with part 
of the contents gone, which théy think might 
have been used by Hoimes in some of his

Sharpe 
made a desperate effort to escape from De- 
tective Van Leer and Gideon S. Thompson, a

Sharpe was found riding a bicycle qn the 
beach yesterday afternoon. At first’ he de- 
nied-his identity, but the denial went for 
nothing. Sharpe’s mother and two sisters 
occupy @ cottage at Belmar. The prisoner 
asked leave to go to his mother’s house. He 
went up-stairs to see his wife, entered his 
bedroom, and locked the door inside. Van 
Leer, who had followed, ran outside, Sharpe 
had jumped from the windew and was out of 
sight. Much chagtined, the men returned to 
Asbury Park, Thompson and Van Leer be- 
lieved Sharpe was somewhere concealed at 
Belmar. At10 p.m. they went back and 
charged Sharpe’s wife with concealing her 
husband, She denied all knowledge of his 
whereabouts, but promised the officers Sharpe 
would be forthcoming in the morning. 

Apparently accepting the situation the offi- 
cers wentaway. They hid in the high grass 
and watched the ,house, They saw Sharpe’s 
brother-in-law leave his house, adjoining that 
occupied by Mrs. Sharpe, and go over to her 
place. The watchers divined Sharpe was con- 
cealed in his brother-ia-law’s place. They 
had it surrounded, and when told his escape 
was impossible Sharpe emerged from his 
hiding place. 

The prisoner was taken before Justice Bor- 
den this morning and agreed to accompany 
the officers to Chicago Monday. The short- 
age in Sharpe’s accounts was discovered June 
2. He had disappeared from Chicago, and 
all efforts to discover his whereabuuts were 
for weeks ineffective. 


TORNADO PAYS GOTHAM A VISIT, 


It Is Lively While It Lasts and Frightens 
m People. 

New York, July 20.—|Special.]—At 7 this 
evening the sky was clear and the wind was 
lazily blowing at ten miles an hour from the 
southwest. There was not a suspicion of 
storm in the sky. Five minutes later the 
wind veered to the west, and rolled black 
clouds over the city. They brought 
a miniature tornado with them that 
lasted a minute. The wind gauge 
on the weather observatory registered 
sixty miles an hour, Then it siowed down 
almost as quickly. After spinning around 
four minutes more at reduced speed it rested 
in almost a dead'caim. The clouds flew off 
to the northward and tne tornado passed. 
The tornado struck a new structure of the 
Fail River line on pier No, 19, North River, 
ana razed the massive iron beams and trusses 
like a row of dominoes. Theskeleton struct- 
ure had just been erected and stood without 
sides or roof. It extended the full iength of 
the pier, 720 feet, and had cost $50,000. 
Lightning struck the flag-poie in Mount Mor- 
ris Park, shattering it into small pieces. Mrs, 
Minicha Murphy, No. 622 Tenth avenue, was 
knocked down by lightnimg while walking on 
Riverside Drive at LEighty-eighth street. 
Leonzo Bros.’ large pavilion tent in the circus 
lot at the corner of Fiatbush avenue and Pa- 
cific street, Brookiyn, was blown down. Con- 
siderable damage was done in Mount Vernon 
to ouildings trees. Electric light 
and telephone wires were blown down and 
tangled up. Hackensack had a great scare 
from the storm, the people fearing a tornado 
like that which wrecked Cherry Hull was com- 
ing. West Point was visited by a deluge that 
washed out roads and culverts. Many tents 
on the plain were blown down, and the cadets 
were ordered out in the rain to prevent the 
entire camp from beimg swept into the river. 
Yonkers felf the storm severely. Many 
buildings were strnck by lightning. 

Middietown, N. Y., July 20.—A terrific cy- 
clone passed over Sullivan County, Ulster 
County, and portions of Orange County this 
afternoon accompanied by a cloud- 
burst. The Ontario and Western rail- 
road tracks are burned near Lib- 
erty. Several houses were completely 
wrecked at Pine Bush and barns at Living- 
ston Manor were struck by lightning and 
burned.

HIS MANIA A HATRED OF TRUSTS. 


Man Who Orders Immense Bills of Goods 
for Corporations, 

New York, July 20.—[Special.}—A man 
named G.. M. Miller, who evidently hates 
monopolies, has been harassing several of 
them here of late in a manner so absurd as 
to prove him either an idiot or an ignoramus. 
In carrying out his plans he victimized sev- 
eral of the big merchants of this city and of 
Jersey City to such an extent they have de- 
tectives looking for him. . The strangest 
things about the doings of this remarkable 
person is that although he played a game 
which is commonly worked by swindlers for 
their own profit and played that game with 
unheard-of succéss, he made not the slight- 
est effort to benefit himself by it. 

His operations covered a period of two 
weeks, commencing a month ago, and of late 
his victims have received letters from him 
in which he says he had no intention of in- 
jurying them, but that he was engaged ina 
warfare against the sugar trust and the beef 
trust, which monopolies he supposed would 
be the losers by his work. The idea Miller 
had was that if he érdered a bill of goods, 
representing himself as an agent of the 
sugar trust, and had the name of the trust 
stamped on the goods the trust would have 
to pay for them when they were delivered. 
Of course the trusts refused to do any such 


eis find themselves left with the goods on 
their hands. 

He visited Washburn & Moen, No. 16 Cliff 
street, for instance, said he was purchasing 
agent of the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany and a relative of Mr. Havemeyer, and 
ordered 1,000 barrels of the best cement; 
also an enormous quantity of wire rope. 
The goods were to be sent to the refinery at 
Yonkers. He apparently thought the re- 
finery belongs to the trust. It does not. 
€ Then he ordered a great number of steam 
gauges and 1,000 railroad lanterns of the 
American Steam Gauge company, No. 20 
Cliff street, and had the name of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company stamped in 
each article. And so it went on. Pretty 
soon the manager of the refinery came to 
New York, and>spent a day going about 
stopping orders. He said there were car- 
loads of goods sidetracked in Yonkers, all 
consigned to the sugar people, and more 
were arriving.. The manufacturers have 
the goods back on their hands, and there is 
much profanity, particularly in the hard- 
ware and machinery section of the trade 
districts of New York. . 

In Jersey City Miller pursued his absurd 
plan to injure the beef trust. He ordered 
all goods there delivered to the abattoir. 
He ordered several thousand feet of stone 

from Caldwell Bros.’ stone yard, 
First and Washington streets, and 100 bar- 
rels of cement from the same firm. He or- 
dered two truckloads of office furniture 
from one establishment, which was deliv- 
ered. There were many other victims, but 
Miller never tried to get a cent from any of 
them.

COURTNEY TALKS Of HENLEY RACES, 


Says Cornell Was Beaten Because of the 
Poor Physical Condition of the Crew. 


New York, July 20.—{Special.]—One of the 
first passengers to leave the steamship New 
York on its arrival at the American Line pier 
today was Charles E. Courtney, the famous 
Cornell coach who trained the Ithaca crew for 
their race in Henley regatta recently. He 
said in discussing the Henley races: 

“T have no excuses to offer for our down- 
fall, as we were squarely beaten. It was 
simply through the poor physical condition 
of several of our men. The men were not 
overtrained. It was the water that played 
havoc with them. The blame, however, 
rests largely on Fennell. The latter had no 
business to go ‘crabbing.’ In fact, I-think 
he became rattled, and when he caught a 
‘crab’ the oar struck him in the stomach, 
Some people on this side will say I had no 
business to allow sick men to row in the 
boat, but I had no alternative. We should 
have taken over sixteen men instead of 
twelve. Cornell was stronger than any crew 
over there, and it is very likely that crews 
going to England from this side to compete 
for honors will never find the Englishmen 
in such poor shape as they were this year. 
Any .American crew who could row overa 
mile and a half course in dead water in 7 
minutes and 40 seconds would have won 
the race over there this year.”’ 

Regarding the criticism that the crew was 
subjected to by winning the first race from Le- 
ander by default Mr. Courtney said: “Had 
our representative been on board the um- 
pire’s boat Cornell would have certainly 
been called back. Personally speaking, 
I wish Leander would have rowed, as I fecl 
certain our boys would have beaten them.”

The friends of M. Stambuloff, their wives, 

members of their households assembied 
at 2o’clock at the murdered man’s house, 
ghere the coffia rested covered by numberless 
lands and wreaths of-flowers, At 3 o’clock 
the cortége started for the cathedral. Repre- 
sentatives of all foreign powers except Bel- 
gium followed the funeral train. The attend- 
ance of mourners and of the general public 
was small owing to the notice placarded last 
- evening detailing accusations leveled against 
the dead man and urging the people not to 
4ake part in the obsequies. 

Three hundred paces from’ the house the 

spot was reached where M. Stambuloff fell 
the daggers of theassassin. The cortége 
was held and M. Petcoff, who was with the 
giateerman when he was attacked and who 
was himself wounded, made a speech to the 
gsemblage. His head and arm were wrapped 
gith bandages where he had bees stabbed 
Monday. In an impassioned harangue he 
_ charged the enemies of Buigaria with the ter- 
‘yible crime of murdering the man to whom 
the country owed its independence and the 
Prince his throne. 

He was still speaking when a loud cry was 
raised: “Run for your lives.” A _ terrible 
penic ensued, and the crowd became frantic 
and made a rush to escape, every one be- 
Jieving that fighting had begun. Men and 
women were trampled upon, and the children 
earrying wreaths in a part of the procession 
threw down the flowers and fled screaming. A 
detachment of gendarmes rode up at a fast 
trot with swords drawn. Their appearance 
increased the panic, but after awhile they suc- 
ceeded in restoring order. 

Nevertheless, wiien the procession was re- 
formed and had resumed its march. it had 
lost many of its adherents, all the foreign 
diplomats having retired except the repre- 
sentatives of Germany, Servia, and Rouma- 
nia. The funeral train had hardly started 
again when a second panic broke out, causing 
-gnother corfusion which decimated the ranks 
of the procession. Wreaths were thrown away 
and trampied under foot, while the bearers 
fied: Some order was again reéstablished, 
the bedraggied garlands were gathered up, 
and the cemetery was finally reached. 

Here there was a shocking scene. The 
enemies of Stammbuloff and the friends of 
Maj. Panitza, who was execufed some years 

‘since for conspiracy at the instanee of M. 
Stambuloff, had organized a hostile demon- 
stration against the dead statesman. The 
grave of Panitza had been bedecked with 
flowers and flags, and a large crowd, who had 
Ube@n attending a requiem to his memory, 
assumed a menacing attitude in the path of 
the hearse. A’ detachment ef cavalry gal- 
loped up just in time to prevent a collision. 

When the grave was reached the coffin was 
lowered in silence.

HEAT AT BALTIMORE KEEPS THE 
BAPTISTS OUT OF DOORS. 


Comparatively Small Attendance at the 
Meetings in ConsequenceIllinois Cele- 
brates Its Sucecesses—Delegates Show 
Too Great Proficiency in Politics and 
Are Rebuked=Bicycle Parade a Feat- 
ure of the Day=—Few of the Women 
Appear in Bloomers. 


Baitimore, Md., July .20.—[Special. |— 
This has been a great day for the Wisconsin 
and Iilinois delegations to the Baptist Young 
People’s Union convention. They have been 
celebrating their victory in securing for Mii- 
waukee the convention of next year. In open 
trolley cars they rode through the city and 
out into the suburbs singing “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers,” ** To Milwaukee in ’96,” 
and old-time revival hymns. The Maryland 
and other Soutnern delegates celebrated with 
them while the Northerners made merry over 
Brooklyn securing the convention for ‘97. 
Although the young peopie have greatly en- 
joyed the campaigning and political booming 
in the contest for the convention cities some of 
the older heads among the managers have 
been displeased at the legends displayed on 
some of the banners and the uproarious con- 
duct of the boomers. 

Soon after the big convention met this 
morning President Chapman announced that 
hereafter all oe for convention must 
be made in writing and presented to the gen- 
eral managers, ‘ All demonstrations will be 
severely discouraged,’’ was the announce- 
ment, and it was received with applause. The 
shouts and yells of the. various dele- 
gations desiring the convention bore a 
close resemblance to the various 
college yells one hears at.a big 
football game. One elderly gentleman was 
heard to remark that the principal thing about 
a B. Y. P. U. convention was to see who would 
get it next. Hereafter, now that the edict has 
gone forth, the logrolling will be done on the 
quiet, 

This was oue of the hottest days this sum- 
mer in Baltimore. Inside the great tent this 
morning the utmosphere was fairly sizzling. 
The electric fans about the speakers’ platform 
whirled the hot air of 5,000 breaths into the 
faces of the ministers and the nearly 400 
sweltering chorus singers on the higher 
platform. The flaps of the tent were roiled 
up and puffs of pure air now and then came 
in from the park lake, but only cooled those 
on the side seats, 

Too Much for a Big Texan. 

A 250-pound perspirmg delegate near the 
center of the tent, from Texas, took a ther- 
mometer out of his coat pocket and held it 
up. The mercury slowly rose till it reached 
100° and then a half a degree higher, and the 
Texan straightway left the tent. As on the 
opening day President Chapman. seemed 
to be the coolest person under the 
canvas. It was fortunate the tent was 
not crowded, as there would have been many 
heat prostrations. As it was many women 
were Jorced to leave before the services were 
concluded. 

After the opening service President Chap- 
man called upon the Rev. Dr. Levant of Iowa 
to take the gavel. He endeavored to infuse a 
devotional spirit into the exercises. The peo- 
ple listened to him when he talked, for he 
kept his eyebrows raised as if he 
were’ just going to tell the audience 
a piece of news that would surprise 
it. He said the business of the convention 
was nearly over and he hoped today and 
tomorrow would be marked especially by 
spiritual uplifting. 

Dr. Levant introduced the speakers in the 
symposium on “The Still Hour and Spiritual 
Growth,” The first was the Rev. W. G. Pat- 
ridge, of Scranton, Pa., who said it was so hot 
he bad caught cold. He enjoined the dele. 
gates to pray in secret. He was followed by 
the Rev. L. A. Clevenger of Oshkosh, Wis., a 
stout, clever man, with a silvery voice. He is 
the man who made the point in yester- 
day’s session about the next con- 
vention going to be held in his State. 
He spoke to the delegates this morning on 
Bible reading and had to be called down three 
times by the President’s bell, 

The Rev. A. J. Dickinson of Selma, Ala., 
spoke on “Missionary Enlightenment and 
Missionary Advance.”’ He caught the audi- 
ence by his first sentence: 

“The only two times when our Lord Jesus 
ever really wept were on acvount of the ig- 
norance of man. He wept over Jerusalem 
because it knew not, and | wonder if the risen 
Lord is weeping over this Baptist Jerusalem 
because it knows not the day of his visita- 
tion.”’ 

The Rev. A. S. Gumbart of Boston spoke on 
* The Power of the Holy Spirit in Christian 
Work.” The announceiments of the conven- 
tion cities for ‘96 and ’97 and the reélection 
of General Secretary Wilkins were acknowl- 
edged bya Chautauquan demonstration of 
handkerchiefs and fans.

There is no chain of events in the history of 
the world that exceeds in interest the circum- 
stances culminating in the adoption of the Con- 
stitation of the United States. The declaration 
that Congress shall not pass any laws establish- 
ing religion or abridging the right of free and 
private worship was the most revolutionary act 
of statecraft ever incorporated into organic law. 
Itis without precedent in history. It bad no 
model, This first amendment of our bill of 
rights, and standing without a model, casts 
shadows. It is the concrete ex- 

ression of that abstract teaching of ofr 

ord and Savior: “My ag gy is not of this 
world. Render into Cesar the things that are 
Cresar’s and to God the things that are God's.”’ 
There were only two themes in the wofld from 
the time ot Adam to the adoption of this amena- 
ment. The first was: “ Whose is the State, his 
is the religion "’ and the second was the reverse 
of the first. ‘‘ Whose is the religion, his is the 
State.” Julius Cesar and Gregory the Groat are 
the two great exemplars of these themes. The 
first amendment gave the new theory, that the 
Church and State should be entirely distinct.

Her Testimony May Result in the Indict- 
ment of Dr. Hearne for Murder—Re- 
vival of Interest in a Tragedy Which 
at One Time Attracted National Atten- 
tion=Mrs. Hayward Keeps a Terrible 
Secret for Years, but at Last Disclosés 
It in a Libel Suit. 

Mrs. Scott Hayward made a deposition be-

which may unravel the mystery which has 
surrounded the murder of Amos J. Stillweil 
in Hannibal, Mo., the night of Des, 28, 1888. 


Mrs. Hayward, who was at thetimeof the | 


Stillwell murder a resident of Hannibal, tes- 
tified in effect yesterday that six months 
before the murder Mrs. Stillwell, who is now 
Mra, Hearne, sent for her and told her she 
wasin love with the doctor, but desired to 
reform, and asked Mrs. Hayward to go to 
Dr. Hearne and ask him to stop paymg at- 
tention to her. Mrs. Hay ward did as requested, 
but Dr. Hearne said he was in love with Mrs. 
Stillwell and no power on earth should come

between them. He said he would kill any 
man who attempted todoso. The deponent 
further said Dr. Hearne then went on to tell 
her he intended to pursue the same course 
towards Mrs. Stillwellin the future that he 
had in the past and he intended to aid her in 
getting a divorce from her husband, pointing 
out how such a divorce could be obtained 
with alimony for the wife. 

Mrs. Hayward also testified that Dr. Hearne 
went farther and told her Mr, Stillwell had 
come suadenly home one night while he was 
visiting Mrs. Stillwell, and had passed him in 
the heli without noticmg his presence. The 
doctor toid her if Stillwell had detected him 
there would have been nothing left for him to 
do but shoot him down, 

Not Afraid of Trial. 

‘* But you would have been hanged if you 
had done it,”’ said Mre. Hayward, The doctor 
said he would have escaped without the 
slightest difficulty, as the murder would have 
been charged to burglars, and the people of 
Hannibal! would never suspect him of the 
crime, She testified further that on this 
same occasion Dr. Hearne told her 
he could easily have Stillwell put out of the 
way by havinga man to slug him, and the 
job could be done for $2.50. 

This, in substance, was the direct testimony 
of Mrs. Hayward and from which she varied 
but little in the cross-examination by Dr. 
Hearne’s attorneys, But when they took her 
up on her reasons for keeping such important 
testimony a secret for so many years Mrs. 
Hayward had considerable difficulty in ex- 
plaining. Shesaid once or twice she was 
afraid to tell after the murder what Dr. 
Hearne had told her for fear she would ‘be 
killed. She had told it toa man by the name 
of McKnight in St. Louis, but at the

She failed under cross-examination t> tell the 


exact date or place where Mrs. Stiliweli first

Nor 
could she locate McKnight, the St. Louis man 
to whom she confided her serret. 

Col. Nat Dryden of St. Louis, who conduct- 
ed the cross-examination, then asked Mrs. 
Hayward how it was that she, knowing all she 
did about the relations between Dr, Hearne 
and Mrs. Stillwell, could have come to Hanni- 
bal six weeks after the murder of Mr. Still- 
well and told his wife how deeply she sympa- 
thized with her in her affliction. To these 
queries Mrs. Hayward could not give alto- 
gether satisfactory answers, but she stuck to 
all the main points in the materia! part of her 
story without flinching. 

Laughs at the Story. 

Col, Dryden said iast night that while he 
had no doubt the testimuny of Mrs. Hayward 
would result in his client, Dr. Hearne, being 
indicted by the next grand jury, which meets

at Hannibal, he felt quite sure her testimony 
would never result in his conviction for the 
murder of Amos Stillwell. 

“If I were under a charge of murder I 
would not want anything better than to have 
a witness come in and tell sucha story as 
that against me,’’ said the Colonel, He ridi- 
culed the idea that a woman could hold such 
a secret as Mrs. Hayward professes to have 
kept for such a long time without letting any 
one else share it. 

Mrs. Hayward is a teacher of sten phy, 
and has au office in the Masonic Temple. 
She was born and raised at Hannibal and was 
tne intimate friend of Mrs, Stillwell, Col. 
Dryden says she has always bore an un- 
blemished reputation among the people of 
Hannibal. Col. Dryden asserts public senti- 
ment at Hannibal has always been so preju- 
diced against Dr. Hearne it would take little to 
secure indictment, but the question of a 
conviction was, he said, an entirely different 


matter. 

“In fact, I should be giad to have this tes- 
timony given against me ‘f I were in Dr.

Both yachts were weil placed and moving 
toward the line with all sail drawing in the 
freshening breeze. The Defender was in ad- 
vance and a little towindward, It crossed at 
11:80:25; the Vigilant followed at 11:30:50. 
Both were on the port tack as they crossed, 
but the Defender almost immediately put 
about on the starboard tack. For five min- 
utes the yachts sailed awgy from each other. 
At 11:35 tne Vigilant weht to the starboard 
tack. Three minutes later they crossed and 
both went about almost simultaneously and 
began to sail away from each other again. A 
moment later the Defender again tacked, and, 
heading up closer to the wind, the two vachts 
started for a long beat on the starboard tack. 

At this pointit was evident the Defender 
had increased the lead it had at the start. The 
breeze was still rather light, but was freshen- 
ing steadily. The. Vigilant appeared to be 
sailing somewhat closer to the wind than the 
Defeader, but theelatter had a much better 
windwa.-d position: On this tack the Defender 
gained alittle. There were tive tacks before 
the stakeboat was rounded. The Defender 
rounded the mark at 1:35 and the Vigilant 
two minutes later. Both boats were some- 
what slow in changing their ecails for the run 
home. Defender was the quicker of the two 
and gained byit. Its balloon topsail was 
broken at 1:30 and four minutes later the 
spinnaker was set. The Vigilart’s spinnaker 
was set at the same moment, and two minutes 
later it broke out its balloon jib topsail. The 
leeward run was a fiying one for both boats. 
They had their booms to starboard and their 
spinnakers to port. The Defender’s immense 
100-foot boom and great mainsail seemed ta 
give it a list to starboard, with its spinnaker 
cocked up ata perceptible angle. The Vig. 
ilant flew along evenly with its sails wing and 
wing. The Vigilant heid its own gallantly, and 
the Defender could not increase its lead per- 
ceptibly, All the way down the fifteen-milehome

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| DECISION AGAINST SUNDAY BALL, 


Two Opinions Relative to Its Effect Upon 
Today’s Game. 

W. W.-Clark of the Sunday , Observance 
League achieved a victory yesterday morn- 
ing. in his crusade. against Sunday basebail 
when Justice David M. Ball of Norwood 
Park fined Capt. Anson and eight of his 
‘Colts”’ $3 and costs each for disturbing the 


peace. of a private family by playing baseball 
Sunday, June 27. They were found guilty 
of “noise, rout, or amusement ” on the Sab- 
bath. An appeal was immediately taken by 
the attorney for the baseball team and at the 
same time notice was given that the decision 
would have no effect on the club’s program, 
The decision was a surprise to the defendants, 
who, through their attorney, had said they 
were not responsible for the acts of the sight- 
seers, who, it was admitted, bad created the 
noise, Capt. Anson and the eight men who 
were found guilty did not appear at the 
Justice’s office, but were represented by At- 
torney Shérman, ‘while W. W. Clark put in 
an appearance early. 

The decision in part is as follows: 

“The evidence shows that an exhibition 
game was in progress and that, quoting the 
words used by witnesses on both sides, * shout- 
ing, clapping, cheering, and yelling’ were liber- 
aily indulgedin. There is nodoubt of this,nor 
is it denied by the defendants. Counse! repre- 
senting both parties submitted abie arguments 
and numerous citations, all of which have 
been duly considered and the court is of the 
opinion that the evidence sustains the com- 

laint. The defendants are guilty as charged 

n said complaints, and are accordingly fined 
each in the sum of $3 and costs.” 

_Im mediately after giving this decision Jus- 
tice Bail svid that had his court been one of 
last resort he never would have decided the 
case as he did, and that he had only done it 
for the purpose of giving the contestants a 
right to fight the matter out in the upper 
courts. 

President James Hart says the decision has 
no more effect than if it had never been given, 
and unless an injunction is served upon them 
the game scheduled for today will be played. 
Mr. Clare contends that the decision in spite 
of the appeal makes it impossible for the 
game to be played today.

the jury and his punishment fixed at death 
by hanging. The jury had the case under 
Consideration less than an hour when an 
a@greement was reached. The trial occupied 
but three days. 

With the intention of finishing the case be- 
fore Monday, the court and jury and attor- 
neys assembied at 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The State had concluded its. case the 
Gay before and as the defense had no wit- 
nesses his cage was left to rest on his own 
testimony, that he had stabbed Klank in 
self-defense when the fisherman had at- 
tacked him with an iron bolt. This was con- 
tradicted by Deputy Coroner Buckley, who 
testified that at the inquest Johnson had 
made a statement in which he gave no hint 
of Kiank having attacked him first or that 
the fisherman: was armed with an iron bolt. 
This ‘ended. the testimony and the closing 
arguments were made, Mr. Bottum speaking 
for the State and Mr, Lytle for the prisoner. 

It was shortly after 1 o’clock when the 
jury retired, and the court took a reccss 
until a quarter past 2, and at that time the 
verdict was ready. When the jury filed into 
the court-room and the verdict was read 
Johnson showed not the slightest sign of 
emotion, and the expression on his coarse

face was as stolid as it had been all through 
' the trial. He picked up his hat, which was 


lying on the table in front of him, and with- 
out looking toward the jury box walked back 
to the jail with a bailiff. 

When Johnson was taken back to his cell 
in murderer’s row he appeared to be uncon- 
cerned. When a few minutes later he was 
told to pack up his things and prepare to 
move to cell No. 11 he showed the first sign 
of weakness. No. 11 is one of the three 
“condemned cells,’’ where prisoners who are 
under sentence of death are placed. 

“Do you think there is any hope for me?” 
he said to the guards. He was told not to 
be discouraged and to work for a new trial. 

“It's hard,”’ said he, “‘but I'll have to make 
the best of it.”’

OOUNTY BUILDING OROWD WILL 


PUSH HAMILTON ORDINANCE. 


Contemplated Action Causes Great Surprise 
in the City Hall, and the Feeling Be- 
tween the Two Republican Factions Is 
Becoming More IntenseReorganiza- 
tion of Health Department Plan Not 
What the Mayor Wants-Election Board 
May Refer Crookedness to Grand Jury. 

It looks as if there will be some “lining 
up” in the Council. The announcement that 
the County Building crowd intended to put the 
Hamilton ordinance for a reorganization of 
the Health Department through the Council 
substantiaily as ithas been drawn by Gen. 
Hamilton created great surprise in the City 
Hall, It is the boldest move yet made on the 
part of the county organization, and each 
day the feeling between the two 
factions becomes more intense. The 
ordinance is now in the Mayor’s desk, and it 
is not probable the document he has will be 
introduced. In fact, Ald. Madden, Commis- 
sioner of Health Kerr, and Dr. Hamilton will 
prepare a new measure, but along just what 
lines it is difficult to determine. The com- 
mittee has not met and the individual mem- 
bersare keeping their ideas to themselves. 
Of course Dr. Hamilton’s ideas are known, as- 
they were amplified in the draft of the ord\ 
nance he prepared and gave to the press and 
then to Mayor Swift. The County Building 
people believe that this ordinance is about as 
far from the Mayor’s ideas as‘it well could 
be, and consequently intend to duplicate it 
and try and get it through the Council. They 
assert they have enough votes to do it, 

Those Aidermen who are in sympathy with 
the city administration hastened to the City 
Hall yesterday and assured Commissioner 
Kerr they were loyal, and that the machine 
could not carry out its purpose. It would 
be a difficult matter to locate all of 
the Aldermen, but most of them are 
indebted to the machine for their existence. 
There is no doubt but the machine people ex- 
pect to secure the support of tne Democrats, 
The latter will be delighted in getting the two 
factions in the Republican party to “mix” 
and will record their votes in a way that will 
add fuel to the flame. 

Commissioner Kerr expressed himself as 
indifferent as to the fight that is being made 
on him. He realizes, however, the move is 
simply to legisiate him out of office. Dr. 
Hamilton would not discuss the matter. 

A new feature of the fight between the two 
factions is the attack made upon Henry L. 
Hertz by ex-Bailiff Michael Matthew Ger- 
hart. The latter asserts that he agreed to pay 
Mr. Hert2 $35 a month on account of his 
having secured him his. reappointment as 
pony Sheriff under Gilbert. In all he al- 
leges he paid Hertz $250. In the County 
Building the story was branded as absurd, 
while practically every one over in the City 
Hall professed to believe it. One faction said 
Gerhart was a “skate,”’ and the other said 
he was as honest a man as ever held an office. 
Mr. Hertz is out at Fox Lake, and his side of 
the story could not be obtained. His past 
reputation does not support the charges. 
This is the first time he has been accu of 
stooping to anything like demanding money 
for securing appointments. Gerhart is now 
on the city pay-roll as a foreman in the Street 
Department. 


MAY PRESENT CASE TO GRAND JURY, 


Election Commissioners Suspicious of Elec- 
tion Officials’ Ignorance. 

Judge Carter and the Election Commis- 
sioners are dissatisfied over the results of 
the investigation as to the fraud commit- 
ted at the November election in the Sixth 
Precinct of the Seventh Ward. The Com- 
missioners have been unable thus far to get 
any information as to the “little joker,” 
or who handled the little instrument. The 
judges and clerks with suspicious persist- 
ence fail to remember the incidents of the 
election. Their conduct has aroused sus- 
picion and it is not improbable the boar) 
will turn the whole matter over to the grand 
jury. 

The two clerks were examined yesterday 
without the Commissioners obtaining the 
least particle of additional light. About all 
the Commissioners have been able to gather 
up to this time is that there was an election 
held at the Sixth Precinct of the Seventh 
Ward. They have wholly failed in elicit- 
ing any information concerning the details 
of the day’s transactions. It became evi- 
dent yesterday morning that the Commis- 
sioners are becoming tired of this sort of 
thing and may resort to stronger measures 
to induce the judges and clerks of election 
to tell what they know. It is belleved some 
one of those who took part in the countMg 
of the ballots—either the judges, clerks, or 
watchers—knows all about the “ little jok- 
er,”’ and how it was used and by whom. 
The investigation will be continued tomor- 
row, when an effort will be made to go to the 
bottom of the whole matter. 

Further evidence was heard yesterday in 
the West Pullman election fraud case, and 
voters who were deprived of their right to 
cast their ballots continued their disclos- 
ures. William A. White testified that he 
was assaulted, and Charles D. Rounds, Will- 
iam Bruescher, and Harry Heymouth. told 
of the operations of the gang who held pos- 
session of the polls. Heymouth was 
knocked down and choked, and when he ap- 
pealed to Officer Storms, one of the defend- 
ants, he was told to keep quiet and get into 
line. Storms made no attempt to suppress 
the gang. 


George E. Coxe, a painter, and a voter in} 


the precinct, was the only one of the wit- 
nesses who was well treated by the gang 
who had taken possession of the polls. He 
was passing the polling-place, he said, with- 


out any intention of voting at, that partic-,

Controversy Has Another Feature, 

Another feature of the controversy has ref. 
erence to separating the school taxes from the 
general taxes. Itseems it was always cus- 
tomary to separate them in making the ex- 
tension until a few years ago. The Con- 
troller, it is asserted, wants the two extended 
together. The point in this controversy is 
simply this: If the two are extended together 
he separates the money when it comes in. 
The money goes into the city treasury 
in the lump and he separates it when 
he gets ready. It enables him to 
use the school money for , other 
funds and he pays it back when the fund that 
has borrowed the money is able to pay it. It 
wives him a larger surplus upon which to do 
the business of the city. On the other hand, 
if the County Controller extends the school 
tax separate from the general tax, the school 
money is paid in to the City Treaserer, and 
the Controller cannot touch it except for 
school purposes. 

It was said yesterday that Controller Weth- 
erell was preparing to borrow $2,000,000 by 
the issumg of warrants under the new law. 
The statement could not be verified as to the 
amount, but it waslearned that the Western 
Bank Note company has engraved the plates 
to be used in printing the warrants. How 
much is to be borrowed or how many war- 
rants have been printed could not be ascer- 
tained. Mayor Swift said just before he left 
for Lox Lake that he knewnothing about the 
matter. The ordinance authorizes the Mayor 
and Controller to issue the warrants. 

“Archie” Cameron, the clerk in whose 
vault the tax levy ordinance now slumbers, 
was seen last night. He was not inclined to 
give any information regarding the contro- 
versy between his superior and Controller 
Wetherell. In fact, he denied knowing that 
the Controller and the County Clerk had any 
differences. He said he had not been at the 
office for three days on account of sickness.

TRACK ELEVATION BLOCKED AGAIN, 


Work Will Have to Drag During the City 
Council Vacation. 

Track elevation has been effectually 
blocked fgr at least the summer months, 
This much is admitted by Mayor Swift, who 
announced yesterday morning that the or- 
dinance for the elevation of the tracks of 
the Union Stock-Yards and Transit com- 
pany on Fortieth street could not under the 
circumstances be submitted to the Council 
for passage before adjournment for the 
summer vacation. This impedes the work 
on the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
and the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railways. Within a month or two the work 
on these two roads will have reached the 
point where their tracks cross those of the 
Transit -company at Fortieth street. They 
will have to stop work at a point far enough 
north of this to allow the proper decline 
for the operation of their tracks pending 
the final settlement of the negotiations be- 
tween the city and the Transit company. 
The delay affects also the agreements made 
with the Pennsylvania and the Western 
Indiana railways to elevate their tracks at 
points west of where the Lake Shore and 
the Rock Island cross. The Fortieth street 
tracks are of vital interest to the genéral 
scheme of track elevation on the South Side 
and of consequent importance to the entire 
city, as they hold the key to the lock which - 
prevents the other companies from contin- 
uing their work south,

Elihu Rosencranz, the notorious Chicago 
safe robber, will give .his patrons a three 
years’ vacation during his residence in Joliet. 
Rosencranz’s career, made successful by the 
infiuence and money of local politicians, was 
brought to a close Friday night wen Sergt. 
Cameron saw him and two other men enter 
Sherman N. Jewett’s store, No. 38 Lake 
street. Cameron knew they were safe-blow- 
ers, having seen them prowling about in

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| QUAY’S HOPE 18 GONE, 


NO OHANGE OF RETAINING CONTROL | 


IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


Making a Desperate but Losing Fight to 
Remain at the Head of the State Com- 
mitteeeCombine Against Him Too 
Strong—Causes of the Opposition to Him 
~-Cameron Also Doomed to Retirement 
Will Havé an Effect on N nal Pol- 
itics, 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 20.—({Special.}]—The 
battle among the Republicans of Pennsyl- 
vania for the control of the machinery of the 
party has naturally attracted the attention 
of the country because one of the principle 
features of the contest will be the power of 
the victors to deliver the national delegates 
in 1896 to the Presidential candidate whom he 
or they desire to see on the ticket. As Penn- 
syivania has sixty-four delegates the State 
can be made a power for good or evil to the 
fortunes of a candidate. 

Aug. 28 next will be held the party State 
convention, and United States Senator M. S. 
Quay has announced he is a candidate for 


Chairman of the State committee to be 


elected by that convention. He will also 
seek to control the convention in all that the 
word “control’’ implies. For years Quay’s 
word has been law, and since the downfall! 
of Senator Cameron as a political leader in 
the Grant third term crash in 1880 Quay has 
held the party machinery in his grasp. 

Now arises a new element to dispute 
Quay’s power. It is a combine, schooled in 
Quay’s methods, and the principals in the 
movement have been Quay’s most attentive 
pupils and apt scholars. Holding Western 
Pennsylvania is Chris Magee of Pittsburg 
with his following. Im the center of the 
State is Gov. Daniel H. Hastings, with the 
patronage of his office, feeling the sting of 
Quay’s interference in the Legislature that 
has just adjourned, and having. many of hiz 
pet schemes brushed aside as if he, thie Gov- 
ernor, Was a mere child. In the east, cover- 
ing Philadelphia especially, is Hamilton 
Disston, the Pennsylvania railroad infiu- 
ences, Mayor Warwick, and David Martin, 
the last named having been Quay’s most 
faithful lieutenant for years. 

he most natural inquiry is, What has 
Quay done to incur the animosity of his old 
time friends?First and foremost he attempt- 
ed to dictate the nomination of State Senator 
Boies Penrose for Mayor of Philadelphia, 
and in doing so gave notice he intended to 
relegate some people to back seats and put 
his men to the front. A revolt occurred, 
and a combine was formed that named 
Charles F. Warwick for Mayor and elected 
him by 80,000 majority. Then Quay at- 
tempted to ride rough shod over everybody 
at the paparare, This brought forth the 
combine. 

Quay rolled up his sleeves and began a 
personal canvass of the State, asking his 
friends to gather and capture the State 
convention. The combination set to work 
and as its first trump card declared Gov. 
Hastings would be a delegate to the conven- 
tion and would be a candidate for Permanent 
Chairman. It also declared B. F. Gilkeson 
was its candidate for Chairman of the State 
committee. Quay immediately announced 
he favored Hastings for convention Chair- 
man, and he would fight for head of the 
State committee. 

As the contest stands today, Quay is dc- 
feated—first for control of the convention, 
secondly he is beaten for Chairman of the 
State committee. Old-time friends have de- 
serted him all over the State. In order to 
strengthen himself he is out tn a card today 
announcing his preference for either Reed 
or McKinley for President, and against free 
silver. He does not throw Cameron over- 
board, but makes a quiet intimation in that 
direction. He has all the big corporations 
in the State against him, because of his ill- 
tempered speech in the United States Sen- 
ate in which he asked their private pay-rolis 
should be examined and their secrets probed 
inte. 

The combine has at least 120 delgates in its 
interest in Eastern Pennsylvania, and Chris 
Magee says it will have seventy in the West. 
As there are 289 delegates in the State con- 
vention, it will readily be seen Quay isin bad 
shape. The fight ts deplored, and Quay has 
many friends who will try to help him, but 
the combine means war to the death, It 
means to control the delegation to the na- 
tional convention and to name the United 
States Senator to succeed Cameron. It can 
be confidently stated plans have been made 
to hold the combine together for at least 
three years. ‘Then, like all political ma- 
chines where more than one man is in con- 
trol, it will naturally go to pieces. 

Cameron is virtually out of the race for 
United States Senator, and Quay is a minor- 
ity of the party. With these facts before 
them the friends of Quay are shouting: 
‘** Compromise; be easy on the old man.” etc. 
The combine replies by pointi&Yg to Quay’s 
arbitrary rule or ruin policy.

The Assassination of Stambuloff. 

The assassination of Stambuloff has in- 
spired vigorous writing in all the diplomatic 
capitals of Europe except St. Petersburg, 
where journalists are probably awaiting their 
cue from the Foreign Office. Prince Ferdi- 
nand and Premier Storivff are warned. that 
they muat discover the assassins, expose the 
plot in detail, and impose upon the partici- 
pants in it the extreme penalty of the law 
or they will be held accountable for 
the murder. Stambuloff’s suspicion that his 
life was in danger because he knew so many 
things which the Bulgarian Government de- 
sired to keep secret is not circumstantial 
proof of the complicity of the Prince and the 
Ministers in his murder, although the fact 
that he was not allowed to leave Sofia when 
he was warning them of his approaching end 
bears heavily against them. 

The Bulgarians once commanded the sym- 
pathies of all Europe, but now they are con- 
demned as an essentially uncivilized nation, 
treacherous in instinct and with a passion for 
intrigue. No continental court would venture 
to receive Prince Ferdinand while he is under 
the present cloud of suspicion. Important 
arrests are reported from Sofia, but so long 
as the Prince remains at Carlsbad no confi- 
dence will be placed in the measures taken 
for bringing the assassins to justice, and 
rumors of his abdication will be started afresh 
every other day. Stambuloff was a man af 
splendid courage and imperious will, who 
loved his country and did more than any one 
else to free it from tne Turk. 

Crisis in the Legion of Honor. 

The crisis in the Legion of Honor is one 
of the sequels of the Panama scandal. The 
council of the order has decided that, while 
M. Eiffei’s*profits from the canal centracts 
were excessive, there was no proof of fraud 
and no ground for action against him. He 
has been censured by the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Council has resigned in a 
body. ‘The Ministers have accepted the resig- 
nations and will reorganize the Council as 
soon as @ new Chancellor can be drafted into 
service. M. Casimir-Perier is mentioned as

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'REVOLT OF SALOONS. 


TURNOVER IN ENGLAND ASORIBED 
TO THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Workingmen Resent the Interference with 
the Sale of Beer at Their Little Clubs 
as Well as at Public Houses, While the 
Rich Men’s Clubs Are Not Molested= 
Question of Future Leadership Being 
Discussed=Significant Utterances as to 
Ireland.

London, July 20.—[Copyright, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. }]—Little need be added to what has 
been already cabled concerning the magnitude 
or the tauses of the overwhelming Liberal 
defeat. As to these last the fact mentioned 
exultingly in the Times this morning is sig- 
nificant. A certain Loudon public house, other- 
wise barroom, had been offered for sale just 
before the electioh at a certain price, but yes- 
terday; in view of the triumph of Lord Salis. 
bury’s party, the owner increased hig price 
by $5,000. 

** We are informéd,” says the Times, “ that 
this is only one of many instances in which 
an enhancement of value in euch property 
has followed the elections.”’ It seems cer- 
tain that it was really the liquor question 
which :nainly brought about the astonishing 
and unexpected resuit. Neither party esti- 
mated its force. On Saturday before the 
election prominent Unionists were most anx- 
ious and Liberal leaders were jubilant at the 
outlook. They have been beaten everywhere 
by workingmen’s voter, and very obviously 
because the latter resented, as in New York, 
interference with the beer sold at their littie 
clubs as well as at public houses, while the 
rich men’s clubs were to be left unrestrained. 

Where Liquor Law Comes In. 

F. W. Anstey, author of “Vice Versa,” 
very cleverly hits this off in Punch this week. 
The wife of a Liberal candidate is canvassing 
for her husband and is discussing the question 
with a poor voter. The lady says in reply to 
his searching questions: 

“*Q, yes, I think I can tell you my husband’s 
views on the liquor traffic; he’s anxious to see 
the course of drinking thoroughly stamped 
out. No, of course, my husband would not 
dream of putting down clubs, He be. 
longs to several himself. O, you meant 
workingmen’s clubs; you belong to one your. 
self. Sosensible of you, and of course there 
can be no possible objection so long as no 
intoxicating liquor is sold. Not conducted 
on teetotal principles? I’m afraid that would 
inake a difference. Why? «Because, don’t 
you see if people can go and join clubs and 
get drink there there would be no use in 
closing public houses, would there? We 
must be logical, No doubt intoxicating 
drinks are supplied in clubs, but I don’t see. 
what that has to do with it. My husband? 
No, he is not a total abstainer; but still, it is 
not a question of- one law for the rich and an- 
other for the poor, at all. You don’t quite 
understand. If you really have heard enough 
I'll go, of course,”’ . 


- ...Jiseussion as to Leadership. 

In their speeches since election the leaders 
of the Liberal party, except Sir William Har- 
court, and ‘almost all the Liberal newspapers 
have practically repudiated his bill, and the 
Daity Chronicle very broadly intimates it 
would be a good thingif he should be finally 
retired to private life. Discussion has al- 
ready arisen as to the party’s leadership now 
and there are ominous declarations that Lord 
Rosebery, as well as Sir William Harcourt, 
should be retired. Herbert Asquith’s in- 
creased majority has forcibly redirected at- 
tention to him as the possibly even probably 
the coming man, 

With their enormous majority there is every 
reason to believe the Conservatives will have 
unrestrained hand for at least five years. I 
have carefully read all their speeches since, 
as before election, and neither Lord Salisbury, 
Mr, Balfour, nor Mr. Chamberlain has given 
a hint of the policy except as to the negation 
of all present Liberal measures. 

Mr. Balfour made yesterday, however, 
rather a remarkable statement as to Ireland. 


Significant Speech as to Ireland. 

“Whilst I was in that country,” he said, “I 
learned a lesson which I shall never forget; 
that after ail, the many ills of Ireland arise 
from the poverty of Ireland, and this poverty 
was, I fear, in generations now Jong gone by, 
in part the work of England and Scotiand; 
but if England and Scotland had it in their 
power to doa great economic injury to Ire. 
land in the past they surely have shown that 
it is now in their power to confer great eco- 
nomic advantages upon Ireland in the future. 
Some efforts of that kind were made by us by 
the government of which I was a member 
between 1886 and 1892. I see no sufficient 
reason why the policy then successfully car- 
ried out to a certain point should not be con- 
tinued,” 

Meanwhile, as cabled you yesterday, Irish 
leaders are newly reticent about the future 
program and their opinion of the outlook for 
home rule. Parnell’s obstructive tactics, 
which achieved so much in the early days of 
the movement, can no longer be made effect- 
ive since the rules of Parliament have been 
altered to cope withsuch action, but a party 
of eighty-five members, by keeping up good 
attendance in the House and pertina- 
ciously criticising the Irish policy of the 
government, will at least bring the Irish 
question Once more into its former promi- 
nence. Toriesdeciare that before the next 
dissolution they will reduce the Irish repre- 
sentation to limits strictly proportionate to 
her population, by which it would be only 
eighty instead of 103 members as now. Such 
proposal would perhaps aid the Nationalists 
in fomenting agitation. As the present rep- 
resentation was guaranteed her in perpetuity 
by the act of union the Irish party say they 
would agree to a reduction to eighty as a con- 
dition of receiving home rule, but on no other 
ground. 

What Unionists Will Offer. 


The Unionists will probably give Ireland an 
extended system of local government similar 
to that given Engiand in’1887. They will 
pass a land bill offering tenants a chance to 
become purchasers of their farms on good 
terms, and will try to detach the electors in 
the poorer parts of the country from home 
rule by large grants of public money and the 
development of local industries. This policy 
of palliatives, however, has been tried repeat- 
ediy by Tory governments with the in- 
variable experience that while Irishmen 
take all they can get they apparently 
stick to the national idea more firmly than 
ever. In this connection it has been noted 
that while the Welshman promptly offered 
Sir William Harcourt his own safe seat no

Had Expected Assassination. 

He had long expected assassination, even in 
the plenitude of his absolute power. Another 
correspondent says that, in calling at his 
house in 1892: “I found the house barri- 
caded against me,. After ringing for a long 
time I heard the nearest shutter pulled aside 
and saw the Premier’s head peer out suspi- 
ciously. ‘What do you want?’ I wasasked in 
gruff Bulgarian. I explainedin French that 
I had come to call, and the head disappeared 
discontentedly. Presently there was the 
sound of many bolts bemg withdrawn and a 
servant opened the door cautiously 
about one-eighth of an inch, At length 
I succeeded in pacifying the man’s 
apprehensions, and was admitted with reluct- 
ance into the hall. There I was subjected to 
further scrutiny, left alone for a few minutes, 
and then, after a muffled conversation within, 
was admitted into the presence of my host. 
My deepest impression of this visit is not so 
much @oncerned with the little, hard, im pas- 
sive man who satin his wooden arm chair 
fixing me with his beady eyes. As for the 
chilly, barrack-like aspect of the room, it was 
absolutely in keeping with the character 
of the man. There was not the faintest 
attempt at decoration of any kind; 
nothing but strictly necessary furniture, and 
that of the roughest and ruggedest kind; no 
pictures, no books, no lounges—not a tribute 
to comfort or imagination, each of which was 
equally foreign to the temperament of this 
man of iron.” 

Always Attended by Guards. 


When he visited the palace his house would 
be surrounded by mounted policemen. He 
would often keep them caracoling there for 
an hour. When he came it was quite unex- 
pectedly ; a door would open silently and he 
would dart into his carriage as if a whole 
pack of hounds were after him. Then horse- 
men would gather round him and the whole 
equipage would start off at a gallop, At 
the door of the palace guards formed a lane, 
as before, and the Premier disappeared like a 
rabbit into his burrow, 

A writer in the Pall Mall Gazette, appar- 
ently its editor, Henry Cust, M. P., tells a 
similar story of his difficulty in getting ac- 
cess to this latter-day Napoleon.

Widow Also Cast in Heroic Mold, 


Mme, Stambuloff seems to have been cast 
in the same heroic mold. She shut the door 
in the face of Prince Ferdinand’s Court Cham- 
berlain who brought her the false sovereign’s 
message of condolence. When the rublic 
procurator called with the police she bundled 
them out of doors, crying passionately, ** Are 
you hereto protect the tyrant against his 
friends, now that you have delivered him up 
to his enemies?”’ 

A special dispatch gives a pathetic account 
of the scene after his death. Her face was 
waxen and despair and grief completely 
changed her features. She is tall and slen- 
der, and was dressed entirely in black. She 
knelt for a long time beside the bed, weeping, 
with her face on her husband’s pillow. Then, 
after she had taken tne farewell look at the 
mutilated form, she gazed long at every ob- 
ject which was connected with the happy past 
and left the room. When the doctors were. 
first examining her husband’s wounds he 
awoke and cried: “God, O my God, I am 
the victim.’”’ Then hismind wandered and he 
cried: ‘“* Drive faster, faster.’’ 

The doctors quickly decided that his arms 
and hands must be amputated and asked 
Mme. Stambuloff’s consent, She was sitting 
on a sofa with her husband’s mother, who is 
75, and referred them to her, but the mother 
would not speak her consent, and answered 
every question by uncontrollable sobs. At 
last when the doctors said not to amputate 
the arms mieant certain death she gasped, 
‘* Do what you must do, O, thatthis should 
be the thanks for the devotion of a life.”

there existed malice aforethought and that 
the act was premeditated and deliberate. 

t the reasonable doubt must not be sought 
for; it should be such as would come natur- 

+ to the mind of any reasonable man who 
had carefully weighed the evidence. 

A man would be justified in taking the life 
of anothér if he was led to believe that his 
jife or the lives of any persons in his charge 
were in jeopardy. No need that he know 
positively such was the case. If he thought 
go, and his suspicions turned out to be false, 
then he should be acquitted. Every man 
was supposed to be innocent before the law 
until proven guilty. It was not necessary 
for the defendant to prove his innocence; the 
purden of proof of guilt rested upon the 

tion. 

The jury retired at 1 o’clock. But one 
ballot was taken, and when court reas- 
gembled at 3 o’clock Foreman Pennell an- 
nounced the verdict and Judge Wallber dis- 
charged the prisoner. When he came from 
the bench the Judge talked to the members 
of thejury. He said its verdict would be ap- 
proved by nine-tenths of the people. 

The case which ended today is one of the 
most remarkable in the annals of this city. 
For-years the Sanger family, one of the most 
prominent in the city, has been divided on 
money matters, which brought a number of 
Jawsuits. A sister of Robert Luscombe 
married Emil Sanger. Mr. Luscombe was 

_ one of the lawyers in the Sanger cases, and 
incurred the enmity of Emil because he de- 
manded $1,500 for his services. The trial 
showed that the Sanger family was greatly 
divided, and a number of the members of the 
family testified to the brutal, treacherous, 
and buying nature of Emil; who went 
around for months threatening the life of 
Luscombe. 

Mrs. Emil Sanger testified also to the 
brutality of her late husband, who beat her 
so that she left his house April 21 and went 
to the house of her father. Her father sent 
for her brother Robert and told him to come 
around to his house that night, as there 
might be trouble. «Robert Luscombe lived 
in mortal fear of Sanger and armed himself 

with a shotgun. .When Sanger demanded 
admittance to the house he shot him 
through a glass door and killed him. Itis 
remarkable that a man who kills another in 
this community should go free, and this is 
the first case in a number of years where a 
verdict’ of justifiable homicide has been 
rendered,

Conservative Estimate Based on the City 
Directory Count. 

Minneapolis, Minn., July 20.—[Special. ]— 
The count of the names in the city directory 
has been compl ted, showing there are 92,- 
552 names in the entire book, not counting 
removals and deaths, On the basis of 244 per 
cent this shows a population of 231,180 per- 
sons within the city limits. The population, 
shown by the same multipie last year, was 
225,615, with 90,246 names as the basis of 
the estimate. In order that the estimate may 
be of the most conservative character possi- 
ble the City Directory company has decided 
to use only the multiple of 24, which would 
place the population at 208,242. This is in 
range with the estimate from the Census Bu- 
reau and is supposed to be correct, although

CONTRACTOR HYDE REPENS OF HIB 
POSTOFFIOE BID. 


Looks Now as if the Treasury Would Let 
Him Drop Out and Award the Plum 
te the Next Lowest Bidder=—Uncle Sam 
Will Try to Head Off That Big Filibus- 
tering Expedition to Cuba—Important 
Report on Grain Smuts—Irrigation 
Problem, 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.|— 
There is much dissatisfaction expressed in 
the Supervising Architect’s office relative to 
the position assumed by Contractor Hyde 
about hie contract for the construction of the 
temporary public building at Chicago, “ It 
looks very much,”’ remarked Mr. Aiken, “ as 
though the contractor had repented the 
award. He is in the position of a man who 
had sold a horse for $500, and kicked him- 
self later for not getting $600 for the ani- 
mal.”” An effort is being made by the of- 
ficials of the Treasury Department to put 
matters ou the same footing, so far as the 
other bidders are concerned, that existed 
prior to the award being made to Mr. Hyde. 
As soon as it became evident that his figures 
were the lowest, after cermin modificatiors 
had been made in the plans and specitications, 
all certified checks of other bidders were re- 
turned to them, and Mr. Hyde was notified 
that his offer had been found satisfactory. 
Then trouble began to breed, and Mr. Hyde 
declared it was all through a misunderstand- 
ing that he had reduced his original figures, 
and, if he was given the work bid for, he 
should receive additional compensation. 

He had predicated his propusition upon the 
assumption that only one of the projections 
might be abandoned, but did not count upon 
these changes becoming necessary. Since the 
receipt of this communicatiun the Super- 
vising Architect has been in correspondence 
with the other bidders to know what sort of 
offer will be made to the government in the 
event of Mr. Hyde persisting in his declina- 
tion to accept the award of the Treasury De- 
partment. Meanwhile, his certified check for 
$3,500 is the only one left out of eight simi- 
lar pieces of paper which accompanied as 
many bids for the proposed structure.

may become necessary to readvertise for pro- 
posals.

Secretary Morton bas made public several 
reports of special investigations conducted 
by the officials of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. The researches of the division of vege- 
table pathology on the relation of water to 
the growth of plants indicate ite great im- 
portance, Every section of the country is 
now tore or less interested in irrigation, and, 
in Florida, where the average yearly rainfall 
is nearly three times as much as in some sec- 
tions of the West, where the consideration of 
the subject was once practically confined, 
thousands of dollars are being used every 
year for irrigation. It is pointed out that a 
soil about half saturated is most favorable 
for the plant growth, and that evaporation 
may be controlled by increasing the amount 
of moisture in the air, by protection from 
hot winds, and by using certain substances in 
the soil or on the leaves. 

From the standpoint of the department the 
general outiook for tbe ramie industry is 
very hopeful, but its cultivation is discour- 
aged except in an experimental way until 
certain unfavorable cunditions are removed. 
It is urged that as a money crop in connec- 
tion with the regular staple it will bea fail- 
ure so long as the problem of decortication 
or stripping off the outer coat remains unset- 

ed,and farmers cannot be assured of a 
ready means of converting the crop into sal- 
able fibre that will compete with the hand 
prepared China grass of commerce. 

From a study of preventive and remedial 
measures for the control of insects in stored 
grain the deduction is made that there is no 
weevil-prouf grain. Unhusked rice, vats, and 
buckwheat are practically exempt, but un- 
hulled barley is atiacked with avidity. Much 
of the damage caused by insects in the field 
can be prevented by taking proper measures,

The ravages of the grain smuts are reviewed 
and the means of prevention out:ined in a re- 
port of the Agricultural Department. The 
oat smut, which is found throughout the 
United States and is known on every conti- 
nent, probably has the widest distribution of 
any of the species. The official estimate of 
the direct loss from itis 8 per cent of the 
crop, or about $18,000,000 annually. Some- 
times 50 or even 75 per cent of the heads are 
smutted, and the sound grain is so contam- 
inated with the fetid spores as to be nearly 
worthless for flour and worse than useless for 
seed. The disease is often spread from farm 
to farm by thrashing machines. When once 
introduced, if left unchecked it increéses 
year by year, until a large per- 
centage. of the crop is destroyed. 
The loose smut usually causes a loss of 10 
per cent or more of ine wheat crop, and has 
even been reported as destroying over 50 
per cent of a crop in Michigan. Wheat 
growers are urged totry to secure seed wheat 
from fields known by careful examination at 
flouring time to be free from loose smut. 
Potassium sulphide and hot water are recom- 
mended, y

THE ENGLISH a ELECTIONS. | 
A political “tidal wave,”’ like the one which 


submerged the Republicans in 1500 and the | 


Democrats in 18, has swept over England 
and buried. the Liberals out of sight, Inthe 
lastNHeuse they had a majority, with the as- 
sistance of the Irish home rule members. 
It looks as if in the hew Parliament the Con- 
sefvatives will have a majority even with- 
out the assistance of their Unionist allies, 
and that it will not be necessary to give 


| them as much recognition as Lord Salisbury 


did in making up his Cabinet. 

The constituencies from which returns 
have been received thus far have elected 
203 Conservatives and 47 Unionists, total 340, 
to 9T Liberals, 46 McCarthyites, 6 Parnell- 
ites, and 2 Labor men, total 151. In the 401 
districts which have voted thus far the Con- 
servatives and Unionists have gained 61 
seats. Some of the ablest among the Liber- 


als, like John Morley and Sir William Har- | 


court, have been defeated in districts which 
the Liberals never dreamed of losing, and 
in almost every case where the latter have 
elected their candidates they have done s0 
by decreased majorities. They have lost 
everywhere—in London, in the manufactur- 
ing towns of the north, and in the agricultur- 
al districts. 

The Republicans were beaten in 1890 be- 
cause of the McKinley bill and the Demo- 
.@crats suffered last year because of the Wil- 
son-Gorman bill. But the main reason for 
the overthrow of the Liberal party is not dis- 
satisfaction with something it has done so 
much as profound dissatisfaction because 
it had done nothing. It had left undone the 
things it ought to have done. It had prom- 
ised the electors a great many reforms—too 
many, probably—and it did not give them 
any. It seemed to suffer from dry rot. 

Doubtless that was due to the loss of Mr. 
Gladstone’s services and the fact that no 
leader replaced him. But the electors were 
not in @ mood to make allowances for an 
effete party which did not seem to be able 
or willing to do anything. The Liberals 
were weakened also by the demoralization 
of their Irish allies, which has been in- 
creasing steadily since their great leader, 
Mr. Parnell, was deposed. It was impossi- 
ble at this election to make home rule an 
issue, when the Home-Rulers were so dis- 

organized that they could not rule them- 
selves. 

Another, though not the chief reason, for 
the defeat of the Liberals may be found in 
the quiet but effective warfare waged by 
the liquor interest. The party had ex- 
pressed itself in favor of local option legis- 
lation, and some of the leaders had declared 
themselves opposed to compensating re- 
tailers who might be thrown out of busi- 
ness by the adoption of prohibition by the 
communities in which they were settled. 
Brewers, distillers, and retailers are about 
as well organized in England as here, and, 
though they do not take as open a part in 
politics, are equally prompt to fight un- 
friendly legislation. In many of the close 
districts—and there are numbers of them— 
their efforts must have tipped the scales in 
favor of Conservative or Unionist candi- 
dates. 

It is probable, also, that hard times, which 
have prevailed in England as well as here, 
acontributed a little to the Conservative vic- 
tory, and that there were electors’ who did 
not think the Liberal administration had 
done what it could have done to relieve in- 
dustrial distress. But the great and suffi- 
cient cause was the fact that the Liberals 
had promised much and performed next to 
nothing. That is a warning to parties that 
it does not pay to break one’s word. 

Lord Salisbury has his victory. He has a 
majority which is strong enough to enable 
him to carry out whatever policy he may 
decide upon. When Parliament meets his 
program will be announced, and then the 
voters will learn what, if anything, they are 

going to gain under the new dispensation. 
He may give them somé of the reforms 
which they want, but at all events he will 
do something, and not let his party become 
» mildewed, like the idberal one. 


A RHETORICIAN TURNS CRITIC. 

The Chicago University has teachers in all 
branches of learning, sacred, profane, and 
athletic. Therefore it has a Professor of 
Rhetoric, Dr. E, H. Lewis. He instrucis 
youth in an art which is a useful one, be- 
cause rhetoric ig defined as ‘‘the art of using 
language so as to influence others.’ It is 
evident, therefore, that Franklin MacVeagh 
and the other Democratic speakers who 
stumped this State last fall never learned 
rhetoric. Dr. Lewis ought to send them his 
card and invite them £0 join his classes, 


Chautauqua Lakc, where many go during 
the summer months for education and boat- 
ing, and is lecturing there, not on his own 
persuasive art, but on American newspapers 
and the quality of their English. But the 
‘papers he has in mind are evidently those of 
Chicago, for those are the only ones he has 
an opportunity to read thoroughly and crit- 
ic@ly. And since his remarks are not of a 
flattering nature it is evident he must be 
hitting at Chicago or he would not have 
gone away from home to deliver them. 
Those who have pleasant things to say of a 
man prefer to say them to his face. When 
they wish to criticise him they get off at a 
distance and would rather that no reporters 
are present. 

Dr. Lewis told the Chautaviquans that he 
wished to lay at the door of the American 
hnewspaper-owner a burden of gullt he could 
not disown successfully. This burden is 
that eight out of ten of him know nothing 
of the English language and care nothing 
for it. The ninth does know sométhing, 
“but willingly. prostitutes the sacred En- 
glish tongue to the desire for sensation.” 
When Dr. Lewis returns he should give the 
name of that villain and also of that tenth 
hewspaper-owner, who is a successor of 
William Cullen Bryant. He laments the 
fact that some editors played truant when 
children and Know nothing of the grammar 
of any tongue. And he concluded his re- 


} marks with the grieved inquiry: ‘How long 


will the American public permit editors to 
let uneducated persons handle their pens as 


wo | they will without guidance or criticism?” 


Evidently the Professor of Rhetoric at the 
Chicago University is not acquainted with 
the inside workings of newspapers nor with

Perhaps it is because of the ab- 
sence of these peculiarities that the learned 

professor objects to newspaper English.

NEW YORK’S POE MEMORIAL. 

Edgar Allan Poe is and was no Homer, but 
he resembles the blind minstrel in the pos- 
thumous particular of praise denied him 
durihg life. If “ seven cities claimed great 
Homer, being dead, through which the living 
Homer begged his bread,”’ the New York 
Shakspeare Society has purchased the cot- 
tage in Fordham where Poe could not pay 
his bills and will maintain it as a memento 
of the man for whom oblivion is the one 
boon to be most eagerly desired. 

Sentiment is a good thing in art as in 


| statecraft and war and morals and religion, 


and as the experience of all time from the 
day of Socrates to Zola’s vain efforts to 
enter the French Academy of immortal 
mortals proves how impossible it is to wrap 
contemporames in sentiment, those who 
would foster the wrapping habit must needs 
fall back upon their predecessors, who have 
the advantage of being dead. Thus Strat- 
ford has helped the fame of Shakspeare and 
has stirred up in the breasts of impression- 
able thousands an ambition which, however 
small its results, has yet resulted in some- 
thing. 

Perhaps, therefore, the Poe memorial will 
be useful, notwithstanding that the man it 
commemorates deserves less to be remem- 
bered than any other literary genius. He 
pessessed none of the virtues that remove 
mankind from the beast, and nearly all of 
the vices that reduce mankind below the 
level of the beast. He betrayed his bene- 
factor, and casting off not only all the re- 
straints imposed by honor and decency, but 
also those imposed by prudence, plunged 
headlong toward the ruin even he knew to 
be near and certain. 

It is true that Poe’s contributions to the 
world’s accumulated treasure of intellectual 
énjoymentareinteresting and, some of them, 
valuable. But he was by no means the pre- 
eminent artist our blundering British cous- 
ins would have us believe. His criticism is 
pretentious, but shallow and vain. His tales 
are consummate, but morbid and unwhole- 
some. His verse is musical, but meaning- 
less. On the whole his position must appear 
tothe unprejudiced to be considerably higher 
than he deserves to occupy in the aristocracy 
of letters. 

Poe’s authority anda iianibetien are largely 
due to the time and place of his appearance. 


He was a pioneer in a new forest, and the ad-. 


miration he has received is due not so much 
to the lumber he produced as to his audacity 
in attacking the timber, his dexterity in 
felling and in fashioning it, and his per- 
sistency in attempting to fetch it to market. 
Much literary work as good and better is un- 
ostentatiously done nowadays, to be forgot- 
ten in a fortnight in the down-rushing mass 
of words. # 

If the Shakspeare Society wants to make 
the best use of the Poe cottage it will estab- 
lish there a Keeley free institute for writers. 
Poe’s greatest service to the world was as 
the most striking example of good brains 
spoiled by bad liquor, and if the house in 
which he once fought delirium should be 
made a place of refuge from the liquor devils 
Poe's life will not have been so nearly ‘in 
vain as now it seems. 

JAPANESE MISSIONARY TANGLE. 


It is the general-hope if not expectation a 


‘mission established by a Christian church 


ultimately shall become self-supporting. At 
first all the expenditures by the missionaries 
are defrayed by the association which sends 
them into the field, but they are expected to 
enlist the sympathies of the people among 
whom they labor and obtain from them sub- 
scriptions in support of the cause. If the 
movement develops into one which not only 
will maintain itself but establish other mis- 
sions, so much the better. The greatest 
measure of success has been considered to 
be achieved when city missions have become 
self-supporting churches and lands pre- 
viously called heathen have formally em- 
braced the faith preached: to them by the 
missionaries. 

It seems, however, that there is room for 
difference of opinion on this point, at least 
in some cases. The American Board of For- 
eign Missions is maintaining missionary 
establishments in Japan at a cost of about 
$100,000 per year. The Japanese Christians 
who have been converted through their ef- 
forts now propoge to be independent, to con- 
duct their churches and schools in their own 
way, and pay the cost themselyes. To this 
the American Board demurs and has ar- 
ranged to send a deputation of four members 
to.Japan with instructions to bring back the 
rebellious ones to missionary control. The 
cost of the embassy will be added to the nor- 
mal annual expense of maintaining the mis- 
ag if the delegation succeeds, and if not 

~ Will be so much money wasted instead of 
sty applied for the conversion of heathens 
in other lands,

be accused of undue interference, and that 
the $100,000 per year which the Japanese 
do not want could be applied to the spread 
of the gospel in other countries. In regard 
to the second question it may be said that if 
the educated Japanese mind is disposed to 
be skeptical on points of theological doc- 


_trine, that of the average American theolog- 


ical student is so, too, though perhaps in 
a less degree. The latter displays a great 
amount of restiveness and distrust of much 
of the old Puritan doctrine. This distrust 
has extended to the professor’s chair, as 
well as to the seats of his students, and 
hints are dropped now and then to the ef- 
fect that this and that application for a 
place in missionary work has been rejected 
because the applicant was “ not sound in 
the faith.” Wot only the seminaries but the 
churches are pervaded by these doubts, the 
results of modern critical study of “ au- 
thorities’’ which up to a few years ago 
were accepted as such without question. 
There is strong reason to expect that the 
theological tenets of the evangelical church, 
es will be greatly modified not many years 
hence as a result of the educational forces 
and processes which are working today. 

it is well known that Western science has 
a great attraction for the Japanese mind, 
and this attraction may be expected to be 
greater than ever now that the little nation 
has conquered a far greater one by availing 
itself of so much of that science as was at 
iis command. It is not so powerfully im- 
pressed by our Western theology, and pos- 
sibly would not be as a consequence of the 
American Board insisting on missionary 
effort among people who do not want it 
but are prepared to undertake church work 
for themselves along what they understand 
to be lines of Christian effort. Under the 
circumstances it would seem wiser to en- 
courage the independent work than to at- 
tempt to restrain or prevent it. 


RELIGIOUS CONGRESSES. 

It is always much easier to understand and 
explain what we call the “spirit of the age’”’ 
when that age is a past one than when it is 
the one present and passing. We have been 
somewhat given to speaking of the nine- 
teenth century as an age of skepticism and 
of decline in the religious sentiment: but 
what shall be said to the fact that the most 
conspicuous features of this summer season 
of 1895 are its congresses for the discussion 
of matters pertaining to the higher life— 
matters religious, intellectual, educational, 
ethical? History fails to report any vaca- 
tion period given over so completely to the 
things that “make for righteousness,” and 
never before has the world seen so many 
thousands of persons eagerly embracing 
their holiday leisure to come together for 
the discussion of high themes. The mam- 
moth religious rally in Boston (the 
largest gathering ever assembled for any 
purpose) has been followed during the week 
just passed by a long list of conventions, the 
attendance in nedrly every case being re- 
ported as “exceeding expectations.’”" The 
Young Baptists at Baltimore, the Salvation 
Army at Galesburg, the Pan-American Con- 
gress of Religion and Education at Toronto. 
the School of Applied Ethics at Plymouth, 
Mass., the Evolution Conference at Greeh; 
acre, Me., the Catholic summer schools at 
Madison, Wis., and Plattsburg, N. Y., prove 
that the interest is not confined to any one 
section of the country or to any one class 


‘popular’ success. 

To any one who reads the signs of the 
times it must be plain that a new interest in 
the things of the spirit is manifesting itself 
in the Hfe of today. Religion is asserting 
her right not only to her own undisputed 
domain—the theological—but also her priv- 
ilege to enter into the domains of society, 
business, and politics, and to declare rulings 
for the organization of labor and charity, 
for the popular control of industry, and for 
the questions of municipal, State, and na- 
tional government. 

Notable among ‘these late utterances is 
that of Mr. Herbert Welsh at the Plymouth 
School of Ethics, in which he protested fear- 
lessly against the connection between mill- 
ionairism and murffeipal corruption. Mr. 
Welsh's allegations were not new, but, com- 
ing from him and stated in his moderate 
terms, were a most impressive arraignment 
of the business community, holding it re- 
sponsible for the debauchment of- city gov- 
ernments. All large cities present the start- 
ling anomaly of large corporations which, 
although including men of the greatest re- 
ligious and financial prominence, yet never- 
theless join themselves in alliance with a 
party machine that is known to control po- 
litical action by corrupt means. Philadel- 
phia’s record was cited as the most conspic- 
uous and most disgraceful—its large corpor- 
ations having maintained for many years a 
working majority in the City Council entire- 
ly subservient.to their wishes—but the prac- 
tice is by no means confined 'to Philadelphia, 
That the purchase of boodlers is a fafniliar 
fact in the life of American cities Chicago- 
ans will be the last to gainsay. In Mr. 
Welsh’s concluding words there was a ring- 
ing call to the heart and conscience of every 
good citizen—a call ‘to attend to this matter 
as a religious duty: 


The greatest of all the results to be achieved 
by entering upon this glorious labor for the 
reformation of our politics and of our cities is its 
inevitable effect in bringing together into the 
bonds of a beneficent and harmonious union good 
men and women of many minds and many talents, 
who are now hopelessly separated by the lings of 
social inequality, or the drift of varied circum- 
stances. Is there not something in the work that 
I have so imperfectly outlined—the work of driv~ 
ing out from this great civic house of ours with 
its many mansions the foul and dangerous occu- 
pants that infect it, and in making these cities of 
ours more like the city of God~—which will make 
both us and our own time great, if with wise 
patience and energy and faith we attempt it; a 
work which will tend to soften if not to obliterate 
the aspect of class distinctions, and make us 
while this worktime and its fleeting daylight 
last, remember that we are indeed brethren— 
children of a common Father? 

A similar tenor has pervaded the thought 
of the numerous congresses, East and West, 
held during the last week. To make life 
better worth living, to bring religion out of 
its seclusion in the study or the ptlpit and 
into the daily conduct of men at large, has 
been their inspiration. It will be recognized 
hereafter as a new departure and one of the 
most significant features of the closing 


years of the nineteenth century. 


THE LOVEJOY MONUMENT. 
The Legislature of Illinois has appropri- 
ated $25,000 for the erection of a monument 


ditioned upon the raising of $12,500 more by 
the Lovejoy Monument Association before 
the Ist of next January. The proposed site 
for the monument is in the Alton City Ceme- 
tery, upon a bluff overlooking the Mississip- 
pi and Missouri Rivers, the altitude of which 
will make it a landmark. 

No appeal ought to be necessary to secure 
this small amount at once. The story of 
Lovejoy, of his fidelity to the cause of free- 
dom, his heroism, lofty moral courage, and 
martyrdom is familiar to every schoolboy. 
With nothing to gain but the approval of his 
own conscience he struggled for liberty of 
thought and speech and laid down his life for 
that great principle, Almost his dying words 
were: “But, gentlemen, as long as I am an 
American citizen, and as long as American — 
blood runs in my veins, I shall hold myself 
at literty to speak, to write, and to publish’

Coming Woman it will be useless to antago- 
nize it, for when ‘‘a woman will she will, 
you may depend on’t.”” The male sex will 
have to accept the situation with such grace 
as it may and be thankful it is no worse. 

At the same time the Going Man must pre- 
pare himself for a struggle for the preser- 
vation of his time-honored and immemorial 
trousers. It is clear that the Coming Woman 
is preparing to ward off assaults upon the 
bloomer by forcing the weaker vessel into 
knickerbockers. They are not all as bold as 
Mrs. Cady Stanton, who came some time 
since, and says: ‘“‘I read that a party of 
wheelmen and women had an impromptu 
dance in Chicago at Jackson Park pavilion 
and that the women danced in bloomers. 
Why shouldn't they? Women’s legs are very 
much more graceful and pleasing to look at 
than men’s; so why should they not expose 
them if they care to do so? The wearing of 
bloomers is an idea of emancipated women 
and one which I heartily approve.’ The 
Coming Woman as a rule is not as hardened 
as Mrs. Cady Stanton, who has arrived at a 
period of life where she may express the 
most radical opinions upon legs without fear 
of being charged with impropriety. The for- 
mer contemplates the change, though fully 
resolved to make it, with some apprehension 
as to what may come of it, and she sees no 
surer means of defense than to make the 
man particeps criminis, Itjis a policy as old 


as time. It is the same game that Eve played\ 


upon Adam, her only consolation being that 
they both went out of the garden in the 
same costume after that miserable apple 
business. If men have any spirit, however, 
they will make a stand against female cajol- 
ery or menace and kindly but firmly refuse 
to go Into knickerbockers to gratify women 
who want to go Into bloomers. Already the 
men of New York City, led by their tailors, 
have made a stand, and as they are the 
weakest spirited brethren in the country it 
argues that the knickerbocker business 
stands little or no show elsewhere. The 
New-Yorkers have declined upon the plea of 
expense. They say that with knickerbock- 
ers fine stockings and costly shoes would 
have to be worn. The ordinary comfortable 
shoe, made so by long use, would have ‘to be 
discarded. That other luxury and money- 
saver, darned hose, would have to be given 
up. Some others have declined because of 
their ridiculous appearance in a Prince 
Albert coat or morning costume with knick- 
erbockers, suggesting that the wearer is all 
stockings pp to his neck. Both these 
grounds are sufficient for protest, but the 
men of the West should take higher grounds 
and sternly and solemnly refuse to surrender 
as a matter of principle. It is the first step 
which counts. If they give up their trousers 
it will be only a question of time how soon 
they will be in petticoats. In these closing 
days of the century or early in the twentieth 
man will undoubtedly lose most of the rights 
he now enjoys. All the more then he should 
draw the line at his trousers, clinging to 
them as at least the sad reminiscence and 
last remaining reminder of the days when he 
was master. 
ELECTRIC TRACTION ON CANALS. 

The plan which it is proposed to put into 
operation for the propulsion of boats on the 
Erie Canal may be described as something 


like a combination of the trolley and the | 


cable. A trolley car is to travel along a 
suspended cable and to this car may be at- 
tached a towline from any boat or raft, so 
that by its means a single vessel or a whole 
fleet may be moved along as rapidly as it is 
practicable to navigate the canal. The car 
will carry the electric motor and a man to 
attend to it. * There are to be two cables, the 
current passing from the upper one into the 
motor and thence into the lower cable, thus 
having a perfectly metallic circuit. 

It is claimed for this plan by those inter- 
ested that its operation will not tend to in- 
jure the banks of the canal. A fact which 
more than this will recommend it to the 
favor of the boat owners is that they will 
not be required to equip their craft spe- 
cially for using the current. The tow line 
attachment to the car will answer all pur- 
poses, so that the introduction of electricity 
as a motive power will not be open to the ob- 
jections the boatmen have urged against 
other plans that have been submitted in for- 
mer years. The question of practicability 
resolves itself into one of comparative cost. 
As it is proposed to use electricity which is 
generated by the fall of water at Niagara 
there is a prospect that the power can be 


*furnished cheaply enough to effect a great 


saving over the cost of horse or mule pro- 
pulsion, always provided there be no im- 


‘portant mistake in regard to the percentage 


of loss in transmission through long dis- 
tances. There would seem to be no room for 
anxiety on this point, asthe matter has becn 
figured out to a nicety on data from the most 
recent improvements in the sending of the 
current from one place to another. The 
exact amount of saving is not stated, but 
it is expected to be very great, enough to 
enable the canal to compete with the rail- 
roads under the most favorable conditions for 
the latter except during the season of cold 
weather. Of course the canal route will be 
available as now onty a portion of the year. 
It-cam hardly be expected that the use of 
electricity will prevent the freezing of the 
water in winter. 

If.this new development on the Erie Canal 
be all that is claimed for it electric traction 
will not necessarily be adopted on all other 
waterways of the United and it may 
not materially stimulate the of new 
canals. An equally cheap power from water 
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tive importance of the Canadian water 
route from the West to the Atlantic sea- 
board may be noticeably diminished. The 
cheaper freight rates thus rendered possible 
will aid in the further development of ths 
West, and perhaps even mark the turning 
point at which wheat producers in the 
United States will ceage to be at a disadvan- 
tage as compared with exporters from Rus- 
sia, India, and Argentina. The promise for 
an increase of the export movement of 
produce from New York City is good unless 
the elevator combination there interferes to 
prevent it by imitating the folly of the sim- 
pleton who killed the goose that laid the 


golden egg.

publication of his contains the following: 
“Coin here explains how an error crept 
into the official report of the Treasurer ”’ 
and that he had since forced the Treasury 
Department to correct that error. In re- 
gard to this Mr. H. L. Bliss, who first called 
attention to the error, says: “‘ Mr. Harvey 
seems to have made the blunder of taking 
the figures of the coinage at the Philadel- 
phia mint as the coinage of all the mints. 
Discovering the error, instead of correcting 
it, he seeks to make it appear that the Treas- 
ury Department has changed its figures. 
Asked the question Wednesday whether he 
had not made the blunder he sought to 
crawl out of it and denied that he claimed to 
have forced the Treasury Department to 
change its figures.’”’ Confronted with the 
statement the next day he meanly ex- 
claimed: ‘‘Coin does not represent me.”’ 
Who, then, does he represent? *“ Coin” is 
nothing more than a figment product of 
Harvey’s brain, and now Harvey repudiates 
him. What is the use of wasting time to 
disprove lies which even the man who ut- 
tered them disclaims?

Opens the Question of Ratio. 

Mr. Horr—There are some things about which 
Mr. Harvey and myself differ and some about 
Which we agree. He thinks that our forefathers 
established a single measure of value and that 
that measure was 871% grains of pure stiver, 
and that geld was made a simple companion metal 
of silver, and that its value wag fo be all the time 
measured by a silver dollar. I believe that thoge 
early patriots attempted to establish a measure of 
Value out of two metals, gold and silver, and that 
they supposed they had hit upon a ratio which 
would secure the use of both gold dollars and sil- 
ver dollars, side by side. 

We agree that up to 1884 the measure of value in 
actual use in this country was the silver dollar. 
I assert that in 1834 the ratio was changed, that 
the gold dolar was made smaller. He admits that. 

I insist that when the gold dollar Was cheapened 
it became the actual measure of value in this 
country and remained so up to the suspension of 
Specie payments; that the silver dollar, though 
still a legal measure of value, was not used in 
this country as the actual measure after 1834. 
He denies that. 

We both agree that from 1862 to 1879 the do- 
mestic business of this country was done by using 
the greenback dollar as the measure of values, 
which was during none of those years equal in 
Value to either the gold dollar or the silver dollar. 
He states that in his book—we both agree. Now 
mark. We both agree that in 1878 the coinage of 
silver dollars was stopped by law and that since 
1879, since the resumption of specie payments, the 
domestic and international business of this country 
had been done on a gold basis. We agree that 
Great Britain has been on a gold basis since 1816, 
no dispute about it. 

I claim that Germany ceased the coinage of sil- 
ver in 1871 and he claims that it was not done 
until later, in 1873: but we both agree that since 
Jan. 1, 1874, Germany has been entirely upon a 
gold basis. We agre@ that the nations which 
compose the Latin Union—to-wit: France, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, Italy .and Greece—are all of 
them today gold standard countries. There is 
no dispute between us that British America and 
Australia are also gold standard countries. We 
agree that Mexico, Japan, China, and several of 
the republics of South America are silver standard 
nations, 

There is today no nation on the face of the earth 
that is actually using a double standard. The 
actual measure of value in each of the countries 
of the world is either gold alone or silver alone, 
except in some countries where depreciated paper 
money is the only circulating medium and metal 
money is bought and sold as a commodity, just 
a8 was the case in this country during the sus- 
pension of specie payments. 

Mr. Harvey claims that the law of 1878 twas 
secretly and fraudulently passed. He won’: deny 
that he claims that. That I have denied and still 
deny. I say there is not a grain of truth in such a 
Statement. But we both agree that the law was 
passed and is in force today. 

Now the important question before the Amer- 
ican people at this moment, and the one we are 
here to discuss, is this: Ought the law to be re- 
pealed?

Insists on Discussing Act of 1873. 


Mr. Harvey—When I have read the printed rec- 
ord of what Mr. Horr has just now said it will be 
time enough for me to take up a new subject. I 
am not done with the present subject yet. 

The act of 1833 served the purpose of the men 
who were seeking to overthrow our constitutional 
standards of money in this way. In 1853, on ac- 
count of the exportation of our silver coins by rea- 
son of the French ratio of 15% to 1 being less than 
ours, 16 to 1, Congress, preserving the silver unit, 
ordered by act, that the fractional silver 50 cents 
and less should be cut down in size to the French 
ratio to stop its exportation. The silver unit was 
preserved and could be preserved without even 
coining a single one of them. It would regulate 
the other coins all the same. 

I want all the men and women of America to 
read the words uttered in the two Houses of Con- 
gress ‘on the day the bill passed, May 27, 1$72. 
and Jan. 17, 1873. It is the best school on this 
question that they can attend; the reading of it 
will cause them to agree with me. It can be 
found in the Congressional Record. One of the 
money metals of the United States, as is now con- 
ceded, was struck down by that bill: one of the 
moneys of the Constitution. had been overthrown: 
the dollar that had regulated all other coins had 
been abolished. A great war debt to be paid off 
and one of our money resources for paying it had 
been destroyed. 

Mr. Horr—I desire to say that Mr. Harvey is 
mistaken when he says that the money of the 
people had been stricken down. I desire to say 
that he or anybody else who states that the 
passage of the law of 1873 ever resulted in cur- 
tailing the silver money in circulation in the 
United States states something that is not true. 
I desire to state that according to what ‘‘Little 
Coin’’ said there had not been very much silver 
coin: in this country up to that date. Listen. 4& 
read from page 152 of ‘‘Coin’s School Up to Date’’: 

“Coin here explains how an error had crept 
into the official report of the Treasury of the 
United States for 1898 that had caused him to 
heretofore set his figure at $105,000,000."’ The 
boy in the other school had stated that the coinage 
was only $105,000,000. He proceeds: ‘“‘Coin said 
that he had since forced the Treasury Department 
to correct that error, and it now stood correctly 
stated in the report and footed up $148,465, 150.70, 
which with the foreign silver coin in circulation 
during that period in this country, estimated at 
about $243,000,000, was used in this country prior 
to 1873."’ 


“Ought the Law to Be Repealed ?” 


The important question before the American 
people at this moment, and the one we are here 
to discuss, is this: Ought the law to be repealed? 
Ought we to again throw open the mints of the 
United States to the free coinage of silver upon, 
the off ratio of 16 to 1 when the actual ratio of 
value in the markets of the world ts fully 30to1? 

If Mr. Harvey—now listen—shall succeed in 
proving that the people of the United States in 
1878 were mostly a-set of corrupt scoundrels, and 
that he is really the only pure and upright man 
left In the entire City of Chicago, it won't avail 
him anything in this debate. These questions are 
not pertinent to the questions in dispute. The law 
of 1872 did pass, it is today the law of the land. 
Several attempts have been made to repeal it in 
Congress, and they have thus far all failed. Mr. 
Harvey claims that the law should be repealed at 
once and that this Nation should instantly be 
placed upon a silver basis; that is, that 371% 
grains of pure silver should be made the only unit 
of value in the United States. Now mark, and if 
the gold dollar shall prove to be more valuable 
t such a silver dolar then the gold dollar should 
be Jeduced in size until the gold contained in it 
is/worth no more than 371% grains of pure silver. 

ou claim that in this book—that is, *““Coin’’ does, 
and I suppose he won't deny that. 

Mr. Harvey—You state me wrongly. 

Mr. Horr—Here the issue between us is clear-cut 
and I oppose such legislation with all my soul and 
with all my strength. That is really the only ques- 
tion in dispute between us. 

I pass to the discussion of the question of ratio 
as leading up to the correct solution of the dispute 
between us. 

Mr. Harvey—We were discussing the question 
of whether the act of 1873 was secretly and sur- 
reptitiously passed, and I supposed that Mr. Horr 
would address himself to the fact that I called his 
attention to, that none of the people in the United 
States, including the newspaper reporters at Wash- 
ington, knew that the bill had passed. His failure 
to reply to that is an admission that it was passed

Harvey then quoted f speeches of Con- 
gressmen Thurman, Conkling, Allison, and Hol- 
man delivered in 1878.] 

Mr. Horr—I desire to say to the gentleman that 
just what one Co man or another may have 
said about this bill I neither know norcare. I 
know this, that the men composing the Congress 
of 1873 personally and individually have every 
one of them denied the statement of corruption 
that you charge in the passage of this bill. I 
know that they have nothing but innuendoes to 
base the charge upon. I know that they cannot 
make a case unless they first prove that no decency 
was left in the American Congress in 1873. O, I 
know what I am talking about. In order to make 
out their case they must make out that the best 
men of this Nation were 4 set of villains and have 
been for the last twenty-five years. Harvey pro-

I say that every 
charge that he has made against the members of 
the American Congress is false. I propose to take 

tion of ratio. 
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Senator Allison and others said as to the manner 
of the passage of the act of 1873. Mr. Horr said 
that your enthusiastic expression or manner was 
derogatory, or implied that it was, to your char- 
acter or intelligence, and that it was a failing of 
men who had the silver craze. Mr. Horr, I want 
to answer that right now. 

There have been periods in the history of the 
United States when we have had crazes; one of 
those first instances when you might have used 
that language was just preceding the battles of 
Lexington and Bunker Hill. There have been two 
or three instances since and there is another com- 
ing when the integrity of the American people 
intends to restore the integrity of this Nation and 
take it away from the men who are now driving 
us upon the reefs of disaster and hurling ridicule 
at us because we exercise the rights of American 
citizens to investigate. We will arraign you and 
those men you defend for their acts, and when 
they come back at us with ridicule we will answer 
them with arguments. When we have presented 
an argument to you so strong as that of Senators 
Allison and Holman, Grant, Blaine, and others, 
that that act was a fraud and you fail to answer it 
intelligently you cannot answer it with ridicule. 
I had intended to quote from Mr. Blaine, Garfield, 
and many others on Pais subject, all in harmony 
with what I had read, but Mr. Horr’s utter retreat 
in answering what I have read makes it unneces- 
sary. ee 

The first question that strikes the innocent mind 

of today is, Why has not this wrong been sooner 
righted? It is because, sirs, men stand bare- 
headed beneath a sun whose enervating rays 
blind the eyes and destroy human character. The 
same deception which originated and completed 
this crime is still practiced upon the people, and 
the same power that directed it then is directing it 
now. The child of nature, standing in the lab- 
oratory of the alchemist, can see the most deadly 
poison made, but its appearance furnishes no 
evidence of its deadly power. So it is with the 
man who reads the act of 1878. He does not un- 
derstand the science of finance: he beholds a 
poison more deadly than any drug that destroys 
human life—a poison that eats into the arteries 
and veins of the nation and destroys the lives and 
happiness of millions of people. Such has been 
the effect of the act of 1873 that debased one-half 
the money of the government: Its debasement 
consisted in destroying the attributes that gave 
to silver its value and power as a money metal. 
Its use since in debased token money has served 
to deceive the people by making them believe 
that it is primary money, while not treating it 
@s such. :

He is a fairly weil dressed, typical 
looking Englishman, and no doubt is ever 
entertained of his genuineness as a buyer un- 
til the promised check fn payment is con- 
siderably overdue, A few cans of vegetables 
and an odd c gar or two are all he realizes by 
the transactions, but the loss of time and 
energy on the part of the grocers, if con- 
tinued, is sure to create trouble for him in a 


day or two. 


The man in question is about six feet tall, 
with sandy hair and a ecraggly sandy mus- 
tache. The top of his head is bald, but he 
brushes his hair carefully over the spot. He 
Wears a double-breasted biue serge suit. a 
dirty white shirt, blue polka dot necktie, and 
a black Fedora Hat. He gives his pame as J. 
T. Scott and represents himself as working 
for the Diamond Steel company, No. 313

- He referred without hesitation 
to Alexis Godillot Jr. of Bérdeaux, France, 
and Bennett, Sloan & Co. of New York, and 
made a favorable impression. He took 
several cans of various goods toshow to Mr. 
Stanley at the Auditorium and finally placed 
an order for $1,800 werth of goods to be 
loaded into u Union Pacific car and sent to 
Idaho. Next day, he said, his people would 
send a certified check in payment. He final- 
ly ieft, taking a can of asparagus, another of 
lobster, another of mustrooms. and a coupie 
of the firm’s cigars. But the check has never 


ap . 

. M.. Hoyt was next visited, and Graeme 
Stewart of that company did the honors. The 
same story was told of the $1,800 order, but 
the firm’s goods were not entirely satisfactory

The Check That Never Came. 


Seott was first suspected when the prom- 
feed check for $1,800 did not reach C. H. 
Smith & Sen. An investigation was started 
by the tirm which resuited in completely dis- 
crediting Scott’s story. There was found to 
be no Diamond Steel company at No. 313 
Canal «treet, but instead the premises were 
upied by the Standard Electric company. 
iru Auditorium it was found that no rich 
mine-owner bamed Staniey was staying there 
and that no such person had ever been at the 
hotel. Further inquiry among tiie wholesale 
rocery concerns e.icited the statement that 
it had gone -through the same perform- 
ance with all of them.

and the letters were addressed to members of 
his family. Gibbon wrote seven autobiog- 
faphies and, curiously enough, they are on 
different lines, and unlike sevéral other iim- 
portant books which are on the point of pub- 
lication have been held back until the turmoil 
and excitement of the elections are over. The 
library of Mr. George Augustus Sala will be 
sold at auction next week. The collection is 
large and miscellaneous, with a few, books of 
exceptional value. 

Good Word for Cornell. 

The best word yet spoken for Cornell ap- 
pears in Mr. Labouchere’s Truth, in which 
English oarsmen are accused of making hyp- 
ocrites of themselves in giging the American 
crewan object lesson in sportsmanship by 
starting afresh when an Eton boy catches a 
crab, St. Johns’ concession to Eton is prop- 
erly ridiculed as sentimental and puerile, the 
writer reasoning that if catchmg a crab in- 
volves a newstart then a revoke in whist 
must not be scored because it is a’ pure muis- 
take. Truth, while warmly defending the 
Cornell crew, attacks their partisans for 
swaggering before the second race and then 
neglecting to cheer their men when they 
rowed themselves to a dead standstill. 
Tie same journal indignantly repels the ac- 
cusation of the American press that Mr. 
Dwyer’s horse, Banquet II., has been un- 
justly treated in England, and sneers at the 
idea that the prestige of British turfmen is in 
peril, when in three months Americans have 
won only one trumpery handicap and two 
selling races, while their supposed crack, 
Montauk, has failed twice when heavily 
backed. 

The present representatives of the Amer- 
ican turf in England are not popular. They 
oughtto have brought over a better lot of 
horses and have left some of their pro- 
fessional habits and devices behind. 

No Bicycles in Hyde Park. 

Bicycle riders will not be admitted to Hyde 
Park this season, owing to the dissolution of 
Parliament. It has been found impossible to 
comply with the formalities for altering the 
regulations. It will not be many months be- 
fore they ‘will be entitled to the privilege 
for which they have been clamoring and agi- 
tating for a long period. 

Outlook for Crops. 

There have been welcome showers this week 
throughout England, and today there are 
heavy rains. While too late to save the prin- 
cipal iarming crops these rains will restore 
the beauty and freshness of the English turf, 
which hag been badly burned by the trought.

TO REINFORCE TROOPS AT PANAMA, 


Gunboat Brings 120 Veterans to Aid the 
Garrison. 

New York, July 20.—A special from Pana- 
ma says the gunboat Boyaca brought120 vet- 
eran -Cauca troops last night. ‘The balance 
of about 200 is expected to arrive at Chala 
Monday. The troops are to reinforce the 
garrison here, which under the canal con- 
tracts is to be maintained at 700. The canal 
company is to pay one-half the expense of 
the garrison. Advices from Cartagena 
state that Gen. Gaudolphia, who was lately 
appointed by Venezuela as envoy to Colom- 
bia, passed through there the 14th on his 
way to Bogota with full powers to discuss 
the project of a commercial treaty. Refer- 
ring to the expulsion of Diaz Guerra, he 
said that the act was justified as reparation 
due Colombia on account of Guerra’s un- 
loyal article in the newspapers reflecting on 
Venezuela’s friendship.

ANXIOUS TO FIND OUT SUMMERS’ SECRET 


The latest and most interesting phase of 
the omnipresent “bloomer problem” hails 
from Toronto. A male member of the Pub- 
lic School Board of that city made a motion 
asking inspectors to secure names of all 
women teachers who have been riding bi- 
cycles in “male atire,” commonly called 
bloomers,” with the evident intention of 
taking further action in the matter. As it 
happens there is an up-to-date woman by 
the name of Dr. Gullen on the School Board 
who made such @ noble defense of fair bi- 
cyclers in the course of a lively discusion 
the motion was lost 13 to 6. 

The incident suggests two queries: ‘““Are 
bloomers immoral?” and “Has a School 
Board the right to dietate to teachers what 
they shall wear outside the school room?’ 
Furthermore, as OCricago is distinctively a 
bloomer city and many women teachers are 
devotees of the wheel, it is interesting to 
know what a feminine member of the Chica- 
go Board of Education might have to say on 
the momentous subject. 

Mrs. Perry A. Hull, recently appointed a 
member of the Board of Education, was 
asked: “Do you think the board has the 
right to dictate in questions of dress?” 

“Yes, if the dress is immoral or has a 
tendency to immorality,”’ was the quick re- 
joinder. 

“ Do you think bloomers are immoral?’ 

“No,” Mrs. Hull answered, “ but I seri- 
ously question the good judgment of a 
woman who wears bloomers. Personally 
I have no right to extend my personal pref- 
erence in bicycle attire to other women, 
As a member of the Board of Education, 
while I do not think it my province to tell 
women teachers what they shall wear, it 
might possibly be my province to say what 
they shall not wear.”’ ° 

“Then you think the jurisdiction of a 
member of the Board of Education over a 
teacher might extend outside the school- 
room?’ was asked. 

“ Yes,’’ was the rejoinder.

from the subcommittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Elections, the bill having been 
unanimously recommended to the House by 
the committee, including twelve Repub- 
licans and seven Democrats. 

The President of the club was empowered 
to indorse Mrs. Jane Ester to reappointment 
either as police matron or on the committee 
of the Board of Education which looks 
after truants, Mrs. Ester having formerly 
filled both positions.

ARE TRYING TO KEEP RATES EVEN, 


Excursion Business Is Bothering the Rail- 
way Managers These Days. 

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passen- 
ger Association has called a meeting of the 
Eastern committee for July 23 to take ac-’ 
tion on the G. A. R. Louisville excursion 
E:very effort is to be made to throw such 
restrictions around the Louisville tickets 
as will result in the least possible abuse of 
the reduced rates. 

“Owing to the fact that the rates from 
the most of our territory are abnormally 
low,’ Chairman Caldwell says, ‘‘ there is 
considerable apprehension as to the resul 
of applying the rates agreed upon even un- 
der the restrictions enjoined between the 
Eastern and Western gateways of the East- 
ern committee territory. Restrictive meas- 
ures should be adopted in order to avoia 
a repetition of the situation that is now 
prevailing on Christian Endeavor tickets.” 

The meeting will also be called upon to 
consider questions relating to the Knights 
Templar excursion rates to Boston. The 
Eastern lines have been’ adopting additional 
restrictive measures and it remains for the 
Western lines to provide similar arrange- 
ments covering tickets sold from ‘their ter- 
ritory. Up to the present time the railroads 
find the difficulties arising out of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor excursion have been surpris- 
ingly small. At one time it looked as if the 
whole rate situation would be upset by 
complications arising out of irregularities 
in their issuing Christian Endeavor tickets, 
but the roads have shown an unusual 
amount of forbearance, and it now looks 
as if any serious trouble might be avoided.

RAIDS A GAME HOUSE. | 


‘WARDEN BLOW BREAKS UP AN ILLE- 


GAL KEWANEE BUSINESS. 


He Makes a Good Case Against H. Clay 
Merritt of That Place for Violating the 
Law and Places Him Under Arrest<—A 
Wagon-Load of Quail, Prairie Chicken, 
and Wild Ducks Secured, and Half the 
Storage-House Is Not Explored=Decoy 
Letter Is Used. 


Game Warden Charles H. Blow has suc- 
ceeded in breaking up, so far as one use goes, 
a great stare-house in Kewanee, Ill., belong- 
ing to H. Clay Merritt, where game was kept 
out of season for the purpose of sale to peo- 
ple who were willing to pay a fancy price for 
illegally sold birds, The Warden had a hard 
time getting into the etore-house and was 
forced to stop before the place was more than 
half explored, but he succeeded in seizing a 
wagon load of quail, prairie chicfens, and 
wild ducks. Sportemen have been suspicious 
of this store-house for some time and the 
Warden consulted with some of those most 
active in the work of game protection and a 
plan of operation was agreed on. Merritt's 
game supply was supposed to come from 
farmers who have first-class opportunities to 
shoot when no one is looking. 

A decoy order was sent to Merritt and he 
fell into the trap readily. The followmg gs 
ter was sent to him: 

Hinsdale, LiL, July 12, 1895.—H. Clay Merritt, 
Kewaneo, Lil.—Sir: Having a banquet at my 
hotet July 20, I require for the occasion six 
dozen quails, two dozen prairie chickens, and 
two degen mallards. Kindly furnish me with 
prices on the above amount, more or less. 
early reply will greatly oblige. 

The name signed was that of a well-known 
sportsman. 

Mr. Merritt sent back this price-list the 
next day: Quails, $3 a dozen; _ prairie 
chickens, $5; and mallards, $4.50 a dozen. 
He said he would want the order at least one 
day in advance of shipment, so that the game 
could be prepared. 

An order was sent him for eight dozen 
quail, three and one-half dozen prairie chick- 
ens, and one dozen mallards. He was re- 
quested to send them C, QO. D. by the Adams 
Express company. 

In response to the order came this letter, 
which will give the sportsmen of the State an 
idea of the good that has been done by the 
breaking up of this particular headquarters 
for traffic in game: 

Kewaneo, July 17, 1895.—Mr. ——: We received 
your order and will send the goods on tomorrow 
morning's train as advised. We shall have to 
send you seventeen mallards instead of twelve, 
as we have that number in one package and can't 
work it without. Weshalil also ha to send 
you Kansas prairie chickens, aa all our dark 
native birds are out, and for that reason we quote 
you $5 a dozen. Home birds are worth $7.50 to 
$8.50. These are just as good, only smalier, and 
we goneraliy sell at same price or very onane 
We have plenty of quails of the finest kin 
Yours truly, H. CLAY MERRITT. 

The birds came, were seized in the. express 
office, condemned, and eold in accordanee 
with law. Then Warden Blow started with a 
deputy tor Gaiva, lil. He went there because 
& past experience had shown him that he 
could get no warrants at Kewanee, From 
the third Justice called on at Gaiva, Justice 
Norton, warrants were secured, and the 
Warden and his deputy, having been joined 
by Constable Roberts of Galva, started 
for Kewanee. I}bey arrived there early in 
the morning, and the Warden says that Mer- 
ritt, hearing of their arrival, attemptei to 
leave town. He was arrested by Constab.e 
Roberts just as he was attempting to board a 
train. The entrance to the cold-storage ware- 
house was resisted, but one-half of it was ex- 
plored and 300 birds secured, If the limit of 
fine be imposed on Merritt when the case 
comes finaily to trial he may be obliged to 
pay $7,500. The birds were disposed of ac- 
cording to law by a judgment sale se- 
cured at Galva. While the Warden was at 
Kewanee a bux of game arrived from New 
Albany, Ia. 


INSURANCE’ AFFAIRS. 
Pee Tense 


The latest reports from San Francisco are that 
the underwriters are beginning to weary at the 
reckless war rates that have prevatied there dur- 
ing the year. The business has become so demor- 
alized that it is considered doubtful if a single 
one of the companies will make money during the 
twelve months. All the established precedents 
of fire insurance have been violated, and business 
has been taken at rates which experience has 
taught will not pay the losses incident to carrying 
the rest and paying the expense of conducting the 
business. Some of the company managers still 
talk as strongly as ever about maintaining the 
fight. but there is a disposition on the part of the 
majority to go back to the old rates that were 
charged before the war began. The trouble will be 
that nearly all the business on the coast has been 


' written for a long time, ranging from three to 


five years, at the reduced rates, and there will be 
nothing left for the companies except the small 
business which comes in the way of insuring new 
risks. A great many of the companies have with- 
drawn fram the Pacific coast, no less than 
eighteen being included in this list during the firat 
six months of 1895. These include the Newark, 
the American of Boston, the American of New 
York, the Boylston of Boston, the Citizens’ of 
New York, the Delaware of Philadelphia, the Far- 
ragut of New York, the Firemen’s of Newark, 
the Girard of Philadelphia, the Glenn’s Falls, 
the Greenwich of New York, the Merchants’ of 
Providence, the Niagara, the Teutonic of New Or- 
leans, the Merchants’ of Newark, the Traders’ of 
Chicago, and the United States of New York. 
Other companies have ceased to write at cut 
rates, and others are contemplating like action. 
Rrown, Crate & Co., agents for the Phenix, the 
American, and the Svea, have recently issued a 
circular announcing that their companies will 
do no more business in the way of taking up pol- 
icies in other companies and rewriting at cut 
rates. In the letter which they send out they 
have the following to say about the condition of 
the insurance business in San Francisco: 

‘‘The history of insurance affords, we believe, 
no parallel to the reckless, ruinous, senseless, and 
wicked fight which has been waged in this State 
and elsewhere, apparently by the very men hired 
and paid by the companies to foster and protect 
their interests. Our companies desire to mark 
their condemnation of such proceedings, and at 
the same time to protect themselves and their 
agents by positively refusing to permit the idea 
that they consent in any way to their business be- 
ing raided. If the bushwhacking fight is to be 
continued they will ask the courts.to protect their 
and their agents’ interests and rights against 
such unworthy, and, as we believe, illegal at- 
tacks."’ 


** 
A new element of danger has been discovered 
in distillery risks by a special agent who had been 
sent to examine certain distilleries in the South. 
The result of his researchés has just been com- 
municated to the manager of the company and it 
makes an interesting addition to the known 
causes of fires in such plants. It is an invention 
for drying the slops which are left after the 
process of distillation, and it promises to be 
adopted in all the distilleries of the country. 
Heretofore it has been the practice of distiller- 
jes to feed the slop to cattle and the cattle busi- 
ness of the large distilleries has been quite an 
item, but within the last few years this portion of 
the business has been unprofitable from the fact 
that the distiliery-fed cattle do not demand first- 
class prices. The new invention which has been 
introduced will revolutionize to a large‘ extent’ 
this part of the distillery business, It is an ap- 
paratus for separating the moisture from the 
slop and mingling it into a dry future 
which is shipped to various parts &s ‘‘cattle food.’ 
The process is said by the special agerit to be 
hazardous. As proof of this an instance is cited 
where fire resulted within six months after it had 
been put into operation. The slop is run from the 
distillery to an hydraulic press, where 60 per cent 
of the moisture is pressed The pumice fTe- 
maining is then carried to 4 cylinder made of 
cast iron eight feet in diameter and thirty feet 
jong. It is arranged to revolve slowly under an 
intense heat, with grooved panels inside which 
push the pumice from one side to the other and it 
requires about twenty minutes for it to pass 
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in Illinois. It makes rates for points outside Chi- 
cago and a few of the lars er cities.

Local Marine Notes. 


The steamer Manitou of the Lake Superior line 
came out yesterday with a new Sheriff's wheel, 
which it is expected will increase her speed great- 
ly. it is a peculiar thing with propellors that one 
kind of wheel will develop high speed on one 
steamer and be tried with indifferent results on 
another.

READY IN AUGUST. 


The Maine and Texas Now Receiv- 
ing Their Finishing Touches—For Six 
Months After Date of Commission They 
Will Practice iu the Atlantic Station— 
The Capacity of Kach Fully Up to the 
Requirements. of First-Class Men-of- 
WareWill Do All. That Is Expected. 

Washington, D. C., July 13.—([Special.}]— 


Uncle Sam's navy will be augmented about 


Aug. 1 of this year with two new battleships, 
designated Maine and Texas ‘respectively. 


-Practically they are already completed so far 


as hull and machinery are concerned, but it 
is the intention of the Navy Department to 
put in a little time with the finishing touches, 
such as painting, fitting up, and furnishing. 
For at leastsix months after going into com- 
mission the new men-of-war will be attached 
to the Atlantic Station, where they will 
both be put through: their practieing 
paces to fit them for active sea service. 
Armored cruiser is the technical name given 
the Maine, which will have the distinction of 
being the first battleship commissioned in the 
United States navy. It is a twin-screw ar- 
mored turret vessel of the belted cruiser type, 
the vital parts peing protected by a belt of 
armor éufficient in length to insure stability. 
This vessel will have great coal endurance, 


good steaming and maneuvering qualities, ,

AID DEVELOPMENT OF CENTRAL AFRICA 


A Raltllroad Being Built Around the Cata~- 
ract of the Congo. 


Evening Wisconsin: A railroad is in proc- 
ess of construction around the cataract of 
the Congo. It is expected that the road will 
cost $5,000,000, including rolling stock and 
the interest on the capital during the seven 
years which the building of the road willkre- 
quire. The line is to be 268 miles, and it is 
said that only twenty-five or thirty miles 
present any great engineering difficulties, 
It starts at Matadi, the present base of rail- 
road and steamboat operations, and termi- 
nates near the station at Kinchassa, on 
Stanley Pool, where, the steamers for the 
upper river have their landing. 

This raliroad will contribute largely to the 
development of Central. Africa by cheapen- 
ing.the cost of transportation of goods 
bound to and from the Upper Congo. The ex- 
teas of this gery may be estimated 
, omparison of the cost of carryin 
pias from England to the Congo with that 
‘of ‘tHe portage around the cataract. The 
fréfght from England to the Congo is $10 a 
ton, while the cost of carrying a ton of 
freight around the cataract from Matadi to 
Stagley Pool is $250 a ton, 

The completion of the Congo railroad will 
mark the opening of a new field of travel for 
the ‘tourist. The center of the African con- 
tinent will then be only a few weeks distant 
from the.capitals of Europe, and winter 
trips to the heart of Ethiopia will become 
fashionable. The influx of tourists will 
help business; along the Congo. It will also 
increase the danger of the extermina- 
tion of the large wild animals of Africa, and 
if the elephant is not rigidly’ protected he 
will soon be only a memory. The tourists 
might. with profit” be. limited in their shoot- 
ing to the tiger, which sometimes varies the 
sport by hunting the tourist. .

LUMBER MILLS AS THEY ARE TODAY. 


Methods Have Changed Since the Days of 


the Old-Time Sawmill 

Minneapolis Press: I wanted te see a fin 
de siécle lumber mill. When I was a boy in 
the pine woods on the Allegheny hills they 
had sawmills on the creeks and rivers that 
used to do business with the logs ina way 
that seemed to be amazing. They used to 
have buzz saws in those days about as big 
around as the full moon, and the way that a 
little Gypsy engine of three or four horse- 
power could make them revolve was a won- 
der. But they told me here that I was out of 
date, and that the Allegheny pine woods 
were not in it. 

So I went down to a real lumber mill—a 
Minneapolis lumber mill—yesterday. The 
show is worth the price of admission. A 
Minneapolis lumber mill is a place where 
they feed a forest into one end and draw a 
frame house out of the other. A Minne- 
apolis lumber mill is the Kellar of the me- 
chanic art. It swallows a log and vomitsa 
wagonioad of toothpicks. There is prestidi- 
gitation for you. The modern lumber mill is 
a place where the men are machinery and 
the machinery seems to do the thinking. 
Seems isn’t really the word. It does think. 
Or, if you can prove that it doesn’t, you 
can’t make me believe it. I saw it think. I 
Saw a great big leviathan of a thing, a 
jagged, hooked, long-toothed monster, 
reach over and pick up a log, a log that was 
half as big as the steel arch bridge, and pat 
it, and caress it, and turn it over as a woman 
would a baby, tuck it in, and then—rip! It 
was all over with Mr. Log. It made me 
think of when the wolf unmasked himself to 
Little Red Riding Hood. He had been good, 
and kind, and loving, and all that, you know, 
but finally he showed his cruel teeth. That’s 
the way this human monster, this machine 
that thought, did with the log; the poor log 


that it had pretended to be so fond of, any 


had coddied and made love to. 

Down in this mill where I was there were 
three saws running. This isn’t technical, 
and I don’t know for sure what they call 
them, but one was a buzz saw—I know a buzz 
Saw when I see it—and another was a saw 
like a leather belt, a piece of leather belting, 
I mean. It must have been twenty-five or 
thirty feet long, and it ran over a big wheel 
that went around a million times a second. 
Four or five feet of the saw came down 
vertically, just at the edge of a little railroad 
about fifty or sixty feet long inside the mill. 
There was a flat car on the railroad and a 
big piston rod was its motive power. The car 
was fastened to the rod. Ruth was half as 
surely tangled up. “Whither thou goest?’ 
Well, when the rod went you may be sure 
the car, went, right away. A man pulled a 
string and the rod did the rest. 

It waB on this car that the thing with the 
wolf’s teeth dumped thé logs, one by one. 
When they were in position, all tucked in 
and feeling pretty eomfortable, I thank you, 
all at once that string was pulled, and in 
about a second the poor, unsuspecting log 
had its nose up against that leather belt 
Saw and was being sliced and trimmed into 
a stick of square timber. In about two min- 
utes it had lost all its self-respect. It was 
nude, shamefaced, pitiable. 

Then some one pulled another string or 
touched a button, I don’t know which, and 
what was left of the log was ignominiously 
thrown overboard. It fell upon a moving 
sidewalk, something like that thing they had 
down by the steamer pier at the World’s 
Fair, and the sidewalk carried it off, first 
south, then east. I think this sidewalk 
thought, too. It seemed to. It did just the 
right thing at theright time. It never made 
anything that looked to me like a mistake. 
It took this big timber and ran it over to the 
middle of the mill and laid it on another 
sidewalk that was at rest. The brother of 
the moving sidewalk was very busy on the 
other side of the mill taking care of the tim- 
bers the buzz saw was turning out, turning 
them into the same center. Every few min- 
utes six or eight squared timbers would be 
piled up on the sideWalk that was at rest. 
Then some one pulled another string. The 
sidewalk that was at rest got a move on it- 
self; not very fast, but about as fast asa fat 
man with $160 in his pocket would walk after 
taking dinner at the West. 

Down the pike a little way was a cider 
press, or something. Maybe it wasn’t a 
cider press, for I am not a mechanical ex- 
pert, but it looked like it. It was about as 
big as a ton of hay, and inside of it twenty- 
four saws were going up and down, not 
around, but straight up and down, like a 
typewriter girl’s jaws when she chews gum 
and thinks she is thinking. The sidewalk 
tn the middle of the mill walked right into 
the; mouths of these twenty-four devils that 
were doing this vertical dance. 

And it was all off. You have seen possibly 
a colored gentieman, an attaché of your fa- 
vorite free lunch counter, cut up a cheese, 
haven't you? Well, his work was hard com- 
pared to that of the cider mill. It seemed to 
have a positive relish for timber. It went 
through that stack of lumber—about half 
u carload—like a tramp through a hand-out; 
and when, in about seven seconds, the side- 
walk had pushed them entirely through the 
mill, there was a pile of inch planks ready 
for market. 

This sidewalk business seems to be a sort 
of main push, a sort of floorwalker—that’s 
not half bad—around a lumber mill. When 
the cider mill gets through with the inch 
planks they travel right along on to an- 
other moving sidewalk. It receives them 
courteously to its bed and bears them away 
as a bridegroom. Most any old place around 
the mill yard is good enough for the moving 
sidewalk to go to. The new-made lumber is 
carried along east, west or south until a 
gool, easy place to dump it shows up, and 
then the sidewalk lets go of its load, stops, 
piles it up, and goes back after more. That's 
the honest truth.

the feet in cold weather. Ice men 
and trained nurses have long since 
learned that paper wrapped around the out- 
side of the rubber sheet which contains a lump 
of ice will exclude the air better than a 
blanket, and the worth of paper as a bed cov- 
ering has been demonstrated in almost every 
hospital in the country. Several charitable 
womenin Chicago regularly make paper- 
lined quilts in the summer to be given to 
poor families at the approach of winter, and 
in many private families paper is quilted be- 
tween the linings of ‘‘comforts”’ and counter- 
panes. ° 

Everybody remembers how during the hard 
times of the winter of 1893 the waifs who 
were sheltered in the City Hall were wont to 
beg old papers with which to keep out the 
cold wind, and any old soldier could tell of 
similar experiences. 

Turning from the useful, ordinary, every- 
day kind of paper, contemptible from its 
cheapness and genefality. to the ornamental 
varieties which furnish plenty of new women 
and nota few new men with a good liveli- 
hood, three kinds are found—the piain tissue 
or *“*kite”’ paper, as it was called a few years 
ago, the crinkled or crépe variety, and the 
French tissue or ‘“‘flower’’ paper. The first 
and last mentioned kinds canbe had in all 
possible and probable shades, to say nothing 
of plaids, checks, etc., but the crinkled is 
limited to black, white, and the more artistic 
shades and tintings. 

C: épe paper can only be bought by the roll, 
and the sale of it varies from one roll, when 
atiny lamp shade isto be made, tou dozea 
fora flower dress, and a hundred or more 
when a room is to be papered. 

To have a bedroom or parlor papered with 
tinted crépe paper is the latest fad in 
the furnishing of country houses and surnmer 
cottages. They have paper bedciothing, pa- 
per cuShions on the rattan chairs, paper 
draperies and window curtains, table of papier 
maché covered with a crinkled paper scarf, 
paper shades on the paper-decorated lamps, 
chandeliers, or candelabra, paper panels upon 
the paper doors, paper frames to the paper 
pictures, paper-covered vases holding paper 
flowers, and, if the owner of all thie beauty is 
a faddist, a paper gown to loungein. A Chi- 
cago firm has just finished a cottage at 
Newport in this style, and the boudoir 
of .the house mistress is done in 
rose-pink paper, each panel of wail, ceiling, 
or door being gathered in the center under an 
American Beauty'rose which mighi be alive, 
so perfect are all the details, even to the per- 
fume in its folded heart. The carpet is of 
paper in a corresponding shade, the Turkish 
lounge is upholstered in the same fashion, 
and the lady herself looks, when in the room, 
like a gigantic rose. The skirt of her gown is 
composed of flounces of the shaded, ruffled 
paper, topped off with a calyx of green paper. 
The full bodice is drawn into a bertha of the 
green, and the sleeves are made of a succes- 
sion of immense rose petals. Porches, wide 
sunny halis, and dark, solemn libraries are 
all finished with paper, and pretty and artistic 
lounging coats and smoking jackets are fusb- 
ioned from the same material. 

Garden hate, sunbonnets, and little shoul- 
der capes, both for children and their elders, 
are bemg shipped to the country in large 
quantities, and they are as pretty as heart 
could desire. Paper “ curtains’’ are gathered 
to paper crowns, paper tiestrings are added, 
ang the trimming consists of paper bows and 
flowers. The hats are all of the wide-brimmed, 
shady variety and. are attractive-looking 
hanging in the haliof a summer cottage, to 
say nothing of when donned by a pretty girl. 
This tad grew out of the hat worn by a society 
leader ata fancy bail last winter, and bids 
fair to spread far and wide. They are easily 
made, requiring merely a milliner’s frame, a 
roll of paper, and a little ingenuity, and they 
are not costly to buy ready made. 

The making of paper articles gives employ- 
ment to quite a large number of people in 
Chicago. In one of the city firms one woman 
is kept busy designing, while another is em- 
ployed as dresser for the store windows and 
to attend to the decoration of houses for 
festivities, which is one of the most lucrative 
branches of the business, and a third - sees 
that the ideas of the first are carried out, 

**What can we make of paper?’ said the 
foreman in response to a question; * what 
cannot we make rather? No matter what 
you would bring me I would duplicate it, if it 
were not made of cast-iron or steel, and per- 
haps even then in some cases. We have 
everything in stock, from aprons, 
neckties, and shirtfronts for Ger. 
man favors to flowers and _ birds, 
here,”’. showing a cross of white paper deco. 
rated with lilies of the valley, which opened 
to disclose a receptacle for jewels, *‘ is one of 
our Easter novelties, and here,’”’ drawing a 
wicked-looking Brownie from its case, “isa 
trifle which was popular at Christmas. This 
little red devil with a case for matches on his 
back is popular with college boys, and this 
dainty white angel holdinga passion flower 
we sell by the dozen for gifts to pastors and 
to hold open the pages of religious books.” 

Another Easter article was a chickén per- 
fectly made ayd finished, eggs of paper were 
plentiful, and egg-shaped boxes opening to 
show jewel cases or thimbles were wonder- 
fully pretty. Flowers of all kinds can be 
copied in paper, from er lilies to 
dainty violets and flaring hollyhocks, Easter 
or Bermuda lilies are no easier to} fashion 
than roses, lovely purple iris or fluer de lis 
may be seen on one hand, ivy on the other. 
All these flowers, together with countless 
others, dre as natural as life, and plenty of 
the orange blossoms seen at cheap weddings 
are made of paper. 

“QO, we often furnish flowers for weddings,” 
said the woman referred to above, *‘ both as 
the entire decoration in pour families and to 
help out the cut flowers with rich people. I 
expect to hear a protest from some of the 
florists every day, unless they learn the trick 
themselves. In some cases we have made the 
flowers for funerals, but rarely, as flowers

work upon the construction of its down-town 
trolley line. The ordinance which it secured 
from the City Council two weeks ago was 
vetoed by Mayor Swift, but an amended ordi- 
nance was passed giving the .company the 
right to put in a trolley line on Clark street 
runtiing as far north as Adams. The original 
ordinance provided for a trolley line to Wash- 
ington street, and the amended ordinance is 
thought to be nearly as satisfactory to the 
coinpany as the original. The Chicago City 
railway has promised property-owners on 
Clark street to make the trolley line as unob- 
jectionable as sucha road can well be. It 
proposes to put the poles in the center of the 
street and the various feed wires in under- 
ground conduits, 


Mayor May Sign It. 


While the amended ordinance has not been 
signed by the Mayor it is understvod he will 
make the best of a bad bargain and give it 
the signature of approval. The vote by which 
the amended ordinance was passed shows that 
the road has enough friends in the Council to 
secure the passage of an ordinance over the 
veto of the Mayor, anditissaid the Mayor 
believes the best thimg he can do under the 
circumstatices is to sign the ordinance as it 
now stagds rather than leave the way open for 
future tmkering on the part of the Council. 
The whole matter will undoubtedly be settied 
at the meeting of the Council tomorrow aight, 
leaving the City railway free to begin at once 
the nevessary changes to make an electric 
road of the Ciark street horse car line. The 
company has m the meantime not been idle, 
It has allits plans ready for an immediate 
compliance-with the terms of the ordinance, 
in accordance with its promises to property- 
owners who signed the petition to the City 
Council asking for the right to be given the 
road to make these changes. The property-own- 
ers are looking for considerable benefits in the 
way of increased travel over the line, and with 
it an increase in trade which will bring the 
renting value of the buildings up to a higher 
standard than the present one. Clark street, 
south of Jackson, except for certain portions, 
is one of the least desirable streets in the 
down-town districts. Itis lined on either 
side with the cheapest sort of shops, locging- 
houses, and various riff-raff. Property- 
owners are of the opinion that the change in 
the motive power on this line and the bring- 
ing of all passengers from the southwestern 
portions of the city over it, cannot 
but havea good effect. Some of them even 
go so far as to say it will be the principal re- 
tail street of Chicago within ten years. They 
are probably reckoning without their host in 
this, though the road is certain to exercise a 
considerable influence upon ground rental 
values, It is estimated one-third of the traffic 
which now comes over the State street cabie 
will be diverted to the new line, and this traf- 
fic is of the character which has made State 
street popular for department stores. As soon 
as the ordinance is finally settled the Chicago 
City railway proposes begianing the work of 
changing the line, ana it is asserted by officers 
ot that company that four or five weeks will 
be all the time required to get the new line in 
operation.

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PROFITS IN SIGHT. 


OUMPLETION OF AGREEMENT BE- 
TWEEN STRAWBOARD MAKERS, 


Standard Strawboard Company Is Organ- 
ized at Pittsburg — Product of All the 
Mills Will Be Handled by the New Com- 
pany—American Strawboard Stock Ad- 
vances. Sharply — Outlook for Calumet 
Dock Dividends—Book Value of National 
Bank Stocks—Clearings Increase. 


Official announcement was made yester- 
day by Vice-President J. H. Swinarton of 
the American Strawboard company that all 
the arrangements for the organization of 
the Standard Strawboard company had been 
completed; that the company is now fully 
organized and equipped for business. This 
means the end of the strawboard wars and 
the beginning of profit in the strawboard 
business. The Standard Strawboard com- 
pany is the company which has been organ- 
ized to act as the sales agent for all the 
strawboard manufacturfig concerns in the 
country. The agreement which the straw- 
board mills have entered into provides that 
they sell their entire product to the Standard 
Strawboard company and that the compaty 
will in turn sed] it to dealers and consumers. 
The output of the various mills will be regu- 
lated on the basis corresponding to the pro- 
portionate output of each mill during a con- 
siderable period heretofore. In that division 
of output the American Strawboard com- 
pany has fared well, for it has been steadily 
increasing its proportion of the entire prod- 
uct all through the period of cut prices. The 
new scale of prices for the product will now 
go into effect immediately and there will be 
profit in the business from the first. Some 
of the most sanguine friends of American 
Strawboard stock believe the company will 
begin paying dividends within six months, 

The effect of this settlement made Straw- 
board stock the feature of yesterday’s mar- 
ket. Brewster, Lobdell, and Slaughter were 
active buyers, and under their bidding the 
price went up rapidly. The stock opened at 
48%, regular, but moved up quickly and the 
first sale for the account was at 50%, From 
that it got up to 51%, but reacted a little be- 
fore the close. 

Diamond Match stock was decidedly 
heavy. It went off to 127, and there was 
comparatively Mberal selling. Some of the 
bears appear to be organizing a campaign 
on Diamond Match. They recognize the 
market is in a condition where it can be easi- 
ly moved, and it will not be su¢prising to see 
some vigorous tactics. 

North Chicago continued to advance and 
on moderate trading sold up to 90l4. West 
Side was dull and featureless. Some semi- 
official information is to the effect that the 
North Side company shows earnings so far 
this year at the rate of 17 per cent and that 
the outlook for the second six months prom- 
ises a much better average than for the first 
half of the year. 

There is a little trading every day in Cal- 
umet Dock and the*stock is being steadily 
absorbed by strong buyers. A considerable 
payment of cash will.be made to the com- 
pany Aug. 1, It is not quite large enough 
to warrant the payment of the long-ex- 
pected 5 per cent dividend, but it will place 
the company in a position where a single 
good sale will mean an immediate dividend, 
provided, of course, that the management 
decides to use a surplus in that way. The 
management, however, has some plans for 
the improvement and development of the 
property which will require a considerable 
cash expenditure, No definite décision has 
been reached as to whether or not these 
plans will be carried out, but it is possible 
any cash surplus will for some time be de- 
voted to the development of the property 
rather than to the payment of dividends.

Bath-rooms 
lead off from both these chambers with tile 
floors and porcelain tubs, Back of these two is 
a smalier room finished entirely in bird’s-eye 
maple and back of that the guest chamber, 
which is in mahogany.

There is u 
tapestry which corresponds with the general 
scheme at the head of the first landing and 
adjoining the oriel window. Mr. Best has se- 
cured for his home, in addition to the tine 
wood and the pleasing style of the architect- 
ure, some handsome rugs and furniture which 
he has picked up from time to time on trips 
abroud, Ail the gas fixtures in the house are 
from special designe, and in every way he has 
sought to secure originality along with beauty 
in his home,

DROP A PENNY AND GET A DRINK, 


Cherry Phosphate Fountains a Great Tem- 
perance Success, 

During the heated term the streét fountains 
vf wild cherry phosphate owned by the Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance Union are being 
well patronized by thirsty wayfarers. These 
cent-in-the-slot drink reservoirs are a Chicago 
institution, the idea having been first put in 
practice here during the World’s Fair. Only 
adozen fountains were then in operation; 
this summer about thirty are distributed in 
the business district of Chicago. and the plan 
has recently been adopted by the W. C, 
T 1. at Washingion, Baitimore, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, 
and other large cities. Although the project 
is not entirely a profitiess one to the temper- 
ance peopie the main purpose is to place 
within easy access of everybody a cheap and 
agreeable beverage and to reduce the number 
of saloon frequenters. 

Each fountain when filled contains 300 ice 
cold drinks, and is attended by a boy, who 
makes change for the patrons when neces- 
sary ani keeps the glasses clean. In and 
around the City Hall and County Building 
there are eleven fountains stationed which 
are all attended to by one man anda boy. 
The fountain on Monroe stfeet at the Wom- 
an’s Temple is the best patronized one in the 
city. In one day this week over $16 in pen- 
nies were dropped into the slot at that corner 
for wild cherry phosphate at a cent a giass, 
Those located around the Postoffice come 
next in money earned. For some time the 
fountains were permitted in the Postoffice 
corridor, but a United States law was discov- 
ered lately which prohibited the granting of 
such privileges and the slot machines had to 
be removed, 

The W. C..T. U. at Kansas City had twenty- 
five of these fountains in operation last year 
from which the gross receipts in four months 
were $4,000. So sutisfactory has the experi- 
ment been that the temperance women all 
over the country contemplate placing the au- 
tomatiz fountain in all busy, populated cen- 
ters, and at fall fairs and other places,of pub- 
lic gathering. Many of them already are con- 
vinced that sellmg an ice-cold drink for a 
cent is one of the most effective methods of 
warding off an abnormal appetite for intoxi- 
cants. 


CONVERTED WHILE UP A TREE. 


The Rev. Dr. Eddy’s Story of Saving a Soul 
at the Desplaines Camp Ground,

The Rev. Dr. Eddy was at that'time a theo- 
logical student at the Northwestern Univer- 
sity. Accompanied by some of his class- 
mates, among them being the Rev. Dr. A. T. 
Hewingway, now of Oak Park, and for ten 

ears Secretary of the Y. M. C., A. of this city. 

e went to the camp-meeting where he was 
down on the program to preach hia first ser- 
mon. Here they found a young man named 
Fred Houghton, who was much under con- 
viction because of his sins. Soon all the theo- 
logical students had surrounded the penitent 
and were exhorting him to accept Christ as 
his Savior. Every influence known_ to 
future divines was brought to bear on Hough- 
ton until it became evident that it was becom- 
ing somewhat wearisome to him and he went 
to the woods by himself. Along towards 
evening, like Zaccheus of old, who climbed up 
into a sycamore tree, he ascended into @ base- 
wood tree, whose limbs nearly touch the 
ground, and there persued his ineditations.

A NEW BOOK BY THE AUTHOR OF 
“THE GREEN CARNATION.” 


It Would Require a Fancy with Wings to 
Call It‘a Novel, but It Is a Volume of 
More Interest Than Is Found in Many 
Works of Fiction=—Life in Egypt, with 
Arabian Glimpses, Picturesquely De- 
picted=A Visit to and a Description of 
the Sheol of Cairo. 

New York, July 18.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Mr. Robert S. Hichens would 
bave been more than human if he had not 
followed up the success of ‘*‘The Green 
Carnation” with another book. He has, 
however, shown his cleverness by not writing 
a book in the same vain ,as his first. “An 
Imaginative Man,” the advance sheets of 


* whicn I am furnished by the courtesy of the 


American publishers, Messrs Appleton & Co., 
is not-a.skit at certain phases of London 
social life, but is a study of character. It 
would take as lively an imagination as Henry 
Denison’s to call it a novel, but it is just as 
interesting, just as entertaining, as though 
it was the conventional story of love and 
marriage; The clever hand of the author of 
“ The Green Carnation ”’ is easily detected in 
the caustic wit and pointed epigram. People 
dod not talk in real life as Mrs. Aintree and 
Mr. Denison did, but what they said is none 
the less brilliant for that reason. Henry 
Denison is unquestionably a maniac. The 
author of the book proves this without say- 
ingso. He would hardly insult our intelli- 
gence by stating so self-evident a fact. 

When the story opens Henry Denison, the 
bero of it, is standing ina “ prettily-furnished 
bedroom” in London watching his wife say 
her prayers. He is ‘‘a tall, thin man of about 
38,” with dark brown, restless eyes, *'a mus- 
tache, anda short, pointed beard,” which 
* scarcely hid the lines of his mobile mouth.” 
He had been married just three months and 
he was still studying his wife. He had mar- 
ried ber, not because be loved her, but be- 
cause he wanted to study her. She had puz- 
gied him longer than most women whom he 
knew and he was in hopes that she would con- 
tinue to be a mystery to him, for he knew 
that when she ceased to be he would cease to 
One is not surprised to learn 
. that in his Eton days Henry Denison had al- 


” ways been dubbed an odd fellow and he 


thanked his stars for the dubbing. To be 
- thought “odd by the ordinary seemed to him 
a tribute offered involuntarily by the less to 
the greater.”’ 

At the time the story opens the Denisons 
are on tne eve of departure for Egypt, and in 
that lotus land, at the foot of the pyramids, 
the scene of the story is laid. 

Denison, as we have seen, is an “ odd” 
man. His wife is an ordinary little woman, 
who worships him, and, as in most cases of 
husband woiship, marvels at his ** wonder- 
fui” qualities. Her attitude toward him is 
best described in Mr. Hichen’s-own words: 

* Mrs. Denison became softly reflective. In 
all their Italian wanderings she had never 
succeeded in losing the feur of her husband’s 
smilimg cynicism, which she at the same time 
considered godiike and most alarming. 
But then she was one of those women who 
must have a good deal of 
the bogey about him, and who vaguely confuse 
Providence with the personality of the scare- 
crow, frightening human sparrows away from 
sin by dint of au immovabie ugliness that im- 
ag iliimitable power. Her secret fear of 

husband had spurred within her the ac- 
tress instinct that lives, although perhaps 
dormant, in every female bosom, and she had, 
almost anconsciously, kept his curiosity about 
her at bay by the use of little subtieties of in- 
sincerity, defending herself against the scru- 
tiny of his incessant cross-examination with 
an ability which hag fanned the flame of his 
curious affection for her. She was very love- 
ly. and he had not yet succeeded in fully un- 
ber,” 
I don’t know when I have got a more vivid 
cture of Cairo or of the desert than from 
r. Hichens' story. It ia filled with life and 


_ They would drive into Cairo through the 
crowd of screaming Egyptians hustling among 
the laden camels, the marching Engiish sol- 
diers, the gay riders bound for the race 
course. The wealthy Turks, perched in Vic- 
toriae behind their magnificent Russian 
horses, would dash by them. The beggars 
would dart importunately at their side ciam- 
oring for money. At the corner, by the café, 
as you turn over the bridge, the groups of 
brightly clad Sais would be standing discus- 
sing the demerits of their masters.

mind can think of. It isan inferno of tortu- 
ous tiny’streets, almost too smail to contain 
a carriage, of small woowven houses that look 
as insecure as card casties, of strange inte- 
riors, of dim, flickering lights, and everiast- 
ing hubbub. Movement shifts through it as 
through ananthill. Vice permeates it as 
dust permeates a house jong deserted. Chil- 
dren sprout in its gutters as the green grass 
in the silent highways of an abandonod city, 
where Time aione keeps watch, and the giiu- 
ing houts shiver with the winds through skele- 
ton buildings and weary, crumbling Churches, 
But here are no churches and no priests. 
Here the deadly sins—one or two of them, at 
least—stand unabashed upon the housetops, 
or move merrily through the streets, claiming 
attention and regard. In the fish market of 
Cairo the fish are many and queer inaeed, 
Had the disciples cast their net into this sea 
they would not have toiled all night and taken 
nothing. . 

* Through such streets as these surely Mor- 
giana walked. In such streets were sudden 
murders done—murcers that none heeded 
ner condemned. These brown, lithe peopie, 
whispering, tempting, imploring, persuasive 
in gesture, soft in voice, dirty but dignified, 
lost to morals, to respectability, yet charm- 
ing and even childlike—were they not people 
ot another era long previous to lawgiving 
and lawkeeping? As Denison Grove he saw

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THE FATALITY OF “MELCHIOR.” 


RITERS of fiction have no mo- 

nopoly of the strange or su- 

pernatural. There are things 

taking place every day in Chi- 

cago which are as devoid of ra- 

tional explanation as the mys- 
terious coinings of the novelist’s brain. 
Newspaper men hear of them, but in the 
rush for cold, hard facts demanded both by 
city editors and newspaper readers the 
“pipe stories,” as queer and unexplainable 
happenings are called in journalistic cir- 
cles, are at a discount. Were it not for this 
the following incident, which can be veri- 
fied by the word of several reputable men, 
would long ago have received the space and 
attention it merits instead of being con- 
signed to the waste basket as the “pipe 
dream” of an opium devotee. 

One cold, wintry night not so long ago Dr. 
L. T. Potter, now connected with the Chica- 
go Health Department, and a number of his 
companions were sitting in the office of the 
Oakland Hotel, at Drexel and Oakwood bou- 
levards, when a stranger of diffident man-

ner entered. His clothes and jewelry 


marked him as a person of means, but he 
seemed down-hearted and worried, and when 
he asked permission of the clerk to sit in the 
office awhile Dr. Potter and his companions 
at once sized him up as a man who had been 
out on a spree, was without ready cash to 
pay for a bed, and took this means of get- 
ting refuge from the winter’s blasts. The 
Stranger, who was young and intelligent, 
grew uncomfortable under the ill-disguised 
scrutiny of the crowd and finally said: 

“ Gentlemen, I would like to explain my 
presence here, and why I sit up in the of- 
fice in preference to taking a bed. In the 
first place, let me assure you it is not a 
matter of money,” drawing out a goodly 
sized roll of bills. “For sgme years my 
father, who is a resident of New York, has 
had trouble with his family and has been 
a wanderer. He was at one time worth con- 
siderable money, but this has been lost, and 
a number of letters which I have of late re- 
ceived from him show me he is despondent.

He 
added that in the event of the gas failing he 
has a pistol with him with which he would 
send a bullet through his brain. Father 
had no idea I would get this letter today, 
as I have been out of town, ard it was only 
an unexpected case of sickness in my fam- 
ily which brought me back. I am sitting 
up here to intercept him when he comes in 
and prevent the suicide which he contem- 
plates. Fortunately I have means enough 
for both, and can relieve his anxiety in this 
respect.”’ 

Dr. Potter and his friends were at once in- 
terested. They congratulated the stranger 
on his good luck in having received his 
father’s letter in time and tendered their 
services in any way'in which they might be 
desired. Two or three times an effort was 
made to find out the man’s name, but he 
parried the questions on the ground that, as 
his father’s plans would be frustrated, he 
did not care to have his identity disclosed. 
“You may, however, call me Melchior, as it 
is awkward to address a man without a 
name, and Melchior is as good as anything 
barring the right one.” The evening sped 
along, and about midnight the stranger, 
being assured no more trains would arrive 
before morning, took his departure, saying 
he thought his father must have been de- 
tained or perhaps have happily changed his 
mind. The occurrence was so much out of 
the ordinary that Dr. Potter and his friends 
sat up for an hour or more talking it over. 
At 1 o’clock they went to bed and a few min- 
utes later the night clerk retired, leaving an 
assistant who had not heard the story in 
charge of the office.

Inthe morning the 
chambermaid reported a strong smell of gas 
on that floor. The door of the newcomer’s 
room was broken in and he was found dead 
with a pistol in his right hand and a bullet 
wound in his head. He had turned on the 
gas and then shot himself. By this time 
éverybody in the house had heard the story 
of the young man’s visit the night before 
and all were positive that the old gentleman 
who had killed himself was his father. The 
afternoon papers had a report of the suicide 
and before night the young man was back 
at the house asking to see the body. Dr. 
Potter consoled with him and went to the 
desk while he asked some questions before 
going up to see the body. 

“I don’t understand how father could have 
registered as ‘Melchior,’ for it is not his 
name, and I only used it last night to conceal 
our own,” the stranger said. “It must have 
been a case of mental telepathy.”’ 

On reaching the room where the body lay 
a much more peculiar episode occurred.

Ryan stopped, turned pale, and 
started to return to the house, but finally 
turned and went toward the railroad yards, 
swearing he would “‘lay off’ if it were possi- 
ble; that the cat crossing his path was a sure 
sign, an infallible token, that something 
would happen to him on his trip. 

When we reached the office the train- 
master had gone home, and as no one else 
had any authority in the matter Bob had to 
‘ey out,” but he only did so after a vigorous 
en night was pleasant, and for many 
miles I rode with my friend in the cupola of 
the caboose and talked over old times; but 
the episode of the black kitten had spoiled 
Ryan as a companion for that night, and 
finally I went below and arranged a place to 
lie down. 

I had been asleep some time when I was 
awakened by the howling of the wind and the 
dashing of a heavy rain on the metal roof- 
ing of the caboose.

Hie leaned back against the window and 
was soon snoring again, 

I went to the door of the caboose and 
looked out. The rain was coming down in 
torrents and it was the darkest night I ever 
saw. The only visible object was the win- 
dow of the depot, through which the light 
on the night operator’s table showed dimly. 

I started back from the door of the caboose 
for my seat, when Ryan jumped down from 
the cupola, almost jumping on me in his 
haste, and, picking up his lantern, started for 
the door, saying: 

“God! That’s twice I’ve seen that man, 
and he has told me both times to go and pick 
up the body on the end of the platform.” 

Bob’s face was white and drawn and his 
eyes showed fright.

Despite the pouring rain the engineer and 
myself went up the track to where Ryan was 
standing. By the dim light of the lantern 
we saw, lying in the middle of the main 
track, the almost naked and horribly man- 
glied corpse of a white man. We rolled the 
poor mutilated body in a blanket and carried 
it down to the station, where the passenger 
train was now standing, and placed it inthe 
rear room of the depot, while Ryan and the 
now thoroughly terrified negro looked up 
and down the track for anything that 
might serve to identify the remains. Plenty 
of this evidence was found in the torn cloth- 
ing of the man which was strewn along the 
track near where the body lay. A traveling 
card of the O. R. C. (Order of Railway Con- 
ductors), an insurance policy in one of the 
accident insurance companies, and a small 
sum of money were found in the vest pock- 
ets, and this was all. Whether he had been 
on one of the passenger trains and had been 
robbed and thrown off,or had been riding on 
a freight and had fallen between the cars, 
never was known. The body was taken in 
charge by the organization of which he was 
a member and was taken to his old home in 
Ohio for interment.

The 
policy was in the Fidelity and Casualty Ac- 
cident Insurance company of New York for 
$3,000, and that amount was paid to his aged 
mother at Denison upon the filing of Ryan’s 
evidence of the death. 

R. L. Ryan, No. 357 Salem avenue, Roan- 
oke, Va., is the name and address of the 
conductor who found the body, and I was an 
actual witness to the events related.

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NLY within a comparatively recent 
period have any but the most meager 
records of lightning effects been prop- 
erly kept by any government.

The whole theory of lightning discharges 
and of lightning protection has been com- 
pletely overturned by the Tesla, Elihu Thom- 
son, and Oliver Lodge experimenis, and it is 
now a recognized fact that of all the lightning 


‘rods in the world the percentage of protection 


but the erratic performances of lightning 
have set all such caiculations and guesses at 
naught. Other elements, such as locality, 
Water Courses or springs, character of the 
soil, etc., enter into the problem, so that no 
rule has so far been formulated which has 
withstood the test of time and of thunder- 
storms, . 

McAdie, quoting from the Quarterly Jour- 
nal of the Meteorological Society, 1890, says 
Capt. Maclear found that in a thuaderstorm 
June 6 and 7, 1889, many trees were struck 
Within a radius of four miles. These trees 
were not, as might be supposed, the highest 
nor mo-t prominent in that vicinity. A cot- 
tage, a haystack, two poplars. a spruce, a fir, 
and five oaks were all struck within that area. 
“It is noi easy,” says Maclear, ** to see the 
cause of selecuon, for these trees were not 
on the highest ground in the vicinity, the 
only feature the groups possessed in common 
being that they were ail either near ditches 
full of running water or else near temporary 
courses taken by the deluge of water from 
the higher to the lower ground. The most 
puzzling case is that of the young fir tree and 
three young oaks in the middle of the copse 
near the pond. .They were not higher than 
the other trees, of the copse, but there cer- 
tainly was a temporary water course close to 
them; other trees, however, stood equally 
close to the water. . . . Another curious 
case is that of the stable struck, which was 
overshadowed by tall elms, where it might 
have been supposed these would have taken 
the stroke,”’

| personal knowledge of the facts in one in- 


stance. wili illustrate this. During the early 
days of telegraphy the writer was in charge 
of an office in Michigan in a town of perhaps 
4,000 inhabitants—a county seat. The court- 
house, a somewhat pretentious stone affair of 
two stories, was surmuunted bya belfry and 
topped out with a wooden ball, up through 
the center of which ran a bar one and one- 
half inches square, the top of this last being 
pointed. This rod only penetrated far enough 
downward to give it a secure position, and 
stopped in a timber in the belfry.

During a severe thun- 
det-storm—I think in June—tightning struck 
this pointed rod, shivered the ball, and went 
its way downward. Some portion of the cur- 
rent descended to thedry rafters under the roof, 
splitting some of these, as well as the timber 
on the wall under the eaves, and then jumped 
through the wall to the conductor-pipe, down 
which it ran to the wooden trough placed to 
carry the water away from the foundation, 
made a hole in the trough large enough fora 
rat to go through, and went thence into the 
ground. Directly opposite the building. was 
asmalil elm tree up which a stroke went 
tearing the bark loose from the bottom, and 
stripping it up the trunk, while many of 
the smaller twigs on the tree were 
burst at their extremities. Whether this 
wasthe “return stroke,’’ or an induction 
charge is left to the reader to settie. Perhaps 
this may be mure readily decided after care- 
fully examining the illustration (Fig. 1). In 
the original photograph. of which this is a 
copy, the mnain stroke hagthe appearance of 
being as perfectly cylindrica! as a wire. Of 
course it is known that a ** streak ’’ of light- 
ning isaspark or ball, moving with such ra- 
pidity as to leave on the retina the im- 
pression of a line of light. Now, 
a person seeing this approaching or receding 
in a direct line with the eye would see it as a 
bali of fire, 

[Planté, who in a quiet way dida large 
amount of experimenting, produced balls of 
giobular lightning (electricity) between glass 
plates, and these arranged themselves like 
strings of beads. He published an illustrated 
article showing these in La Lumiére Elec. 
trique. } 

The erratic movement of the flash, devoid 
of zigzag angles, is another of its peculiari- 
ties. Its track is more nearly one of curves 
than of angles. It evidently crossed its own 
path and did a large amount of wandering be- 
fore deciding where to go to earth, until final- 
ly it landed on the line of wires shown. The 
difference in the diameter of the flash at 
different points in its crazy progress is 
probably accounted for by the varying dis- 
tances at which itis viewed. A very marked 
exhibit is seen in the faint flash which is 
shown to the left and below the main dis- 
charge. This has been variously explained. 
It has been called the return flash, a residual

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Rods should not be insulated from the build- 


ww. The immunity from danger enjoyed 
in the larger cities is mostly attributable 
to the prevalence of metal roofs, conductor 
pipes, waterways, and other metallic 'con- 
ductors leadmg to ground, Preferably the 
rod of iron or copper should be in the form 
of a ribbon—that—is, the same amount of 
metal will better protect from a disruptive 
discharge while having the same carrying 
capacity for a silent dissipation of a charge. 
The top of the rod should be pointed and 
tipped with some rust-proof metal such as 
aluminum. Stick up miniature rods until 
your premises bristles with them. When you 
think you have enough hunta place and put 
up one more. Make perfect, solid metallic 
contacts every where. 

Finally, if.a professional lightning-rod man 
threatens to putin an appearance and rod 
your premises take the great labor leader’s 
advice: * Save your money and-buy a gun.”

The Ro- 
mans, the Huns, the 
Tartars, and the 
Turks alternately 
have held sway in the Marianic States by the 
beautiful blue Danube. Then came the 
proud Hapsburgs with their hosts, and but 
for the treachery of Russia the Austrian 
troops would have had to beat a hasty retreat 
betore the impetuous Magyar. The peace 
between Austria ands Hungary finally eatab- 
lished a powerful dual empire in the heart of 
Europe. Franz Josef, with keen discern- 
ment, understood his neighbors and discreet- 
ly abstuined from wounding their feelings. 
With generous chivalry Austria has allowed 
Hungary the privilege of managing her own 
affairs with the happy result of the latter’s 
unusual progress. 

Like Minerva springing from the head of 
Zeus has Hungary appeared in the councils 
of Europe. The country, with a virgin and 
strongly recuperative soil, has sprouted 
abundant harvests. Her people are indus- 
trious, as well as ingenious, and always light- 
hearted, although as proud as the Spaniards. 
The climate is conducive to these happy re- 
suits, and her neighbors readily purchase her 
products and wares,

ress or liberal thought. whereas today mod- 
ern improvements, Western ideas, and all 
manner of innovations’ are to be seen on every 
hand. Indeed, Buda-Pesth possesses a sys- 
tem of electric street railways which is now

Both Houses have a dou- 
ble tier of galleries, one above the other, ‘The 
first is divided into loges, or boxes, and is re- 
served for the dignitaries of Church and 
State, and the upper galleries for spectators 
generally. Both Houses are beimg furnisnéd 
richly, but not parenene: 

For the two houses proper, the polygonal 
form of building has been ‘wisely adopted, 
and it is claimed by leading architects of 
Europe that this form produces the best 
acoustics. There will be in all 2,000 win- 
dows, some of which are 7 yards high by 2 
yards wide; 700 doors, and 21 large portals. 
Electricity and gas will light the building, as 
well as the several courts. The buildimg ie 
surmounted by lofty towers and spires. Above 
the cupola ball, which is 30 meters high, rises 
the central tower, surmounted bya cupola and 
spire nearly 90 meters high. There are towers 
at each corner, with the St. Stephan’s Tower in 
front, almost 75 meters high.

To ascertain its exact 
nature many borings had to be made, and the

QUICE HUMOR A SEQUISITE OF 
GOOD LIGHT OPERA, 


When to This Is Added Tuneful Music and 
‘Bright Stage Effects with a Little Love 
Episode Success Is Almost Certaine 
some of the Mistakes Made by Com- 
posers and Adapters — Immorality Is 
>the One Thing Americans Draw the 
Line At. 


In light opera the components that make 
success are possibly more difficult of analyza- 
tion than in any other order of entertainment. 
Edgar Smith, who has made some twenty 
adaptations trom the French and German 
light opera librettos, attributes it toa happy 
combination of tuneful music, humor, and 
bright stage pictures, tosay nothing of the 
jove interest which is always present. *“ The 
difficulty in writing comic opera is,”’ he says, 
“to obtain the combination and to obtain it 
in the right degree. The Américan public, 
any public, indeed, for the matter of that, re- 


* quires humor that is on the surface; that can 


be absorbed and appreciated on the instant. 
The humor which requires to be studied 
bas email use for theatrical pur. 

, and must be -read for _—_— full 
appreciation of its subtleties. That is one 
reason why I think Gilbert's librettes are 
better read than on the stage. The sort of 
humor that makes an immediate impression 
is that which lies on the surface. There is 
too much in the work as an entirety to dis- 
tract attention should it be otherwise. Adap- 
tations from the French and German seem to 
please the public equally weil, but the Ger. 
man numbers the more successes. This is 
owing to the music and the’cleanliness of the 
plot. And the latter is assuredly a credit to

Of Dr. David D, Wood, the blind organist of 
St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, the Record of 
that city says: *‘When hedesires tolearn a piece of 
music he seats himself at the piano or organ and 
Miss Burdette, his private secretary. stands near 
him with the musicin her Wand. She deseribes 
to him the music by telling him the key and giv- 
ing him the time and movement. Then she reads 
the notes for several bars, which are intended for 
the right hand movement. The reading is dono 
as fastas the lips can move. Then as she starts 
to read that part of the music -intended for the 
left hand r. Wood plays what she has 
already read for the right hand and follows 
her words with the left hard, thus 
making the exercise complete. When the entire 
piece is gone over in this manner but once, so 
wonderfulig the memory of Dr. Wood that he 
can play the piece through without assistance, 
and wiil always retain it in his memory. 5So per- 
fectiy is Dr. Wood schooled in musical form. 
which is a higher branch of music only acquired 
after years of study, that he can often anticipate 
Miss Burdette in the reading of a piece of music 
that he never heard before.” 


London will likely bave a new opera-house, 
It isexpected that the site of Her Majesty's The- 
ater will be devoted to the purpose. A syndicate 
is being formed for erecting a new opera-house 
on a grand scale, with a magnificent ball-room 
and a large concert-room. It will be recalled 
that the projected opera-house on the Thames 
embankment, the first prick of which was iaid by 
Mile. Titiens and the first stone by the. Duke of 
Coburg in 1875, was transformed into* the new 
Scotiand Yard. The mere shell of the building 
cost $500,000. Her Majesty's Theater was 
known as an opera-hvuvse as far back as 1711, 
when it was the Queen’s Theater. Afterwards 
it was called foratime the Royal Academy of 
Music. Onthe accession of George it was 
known asthe King’s Theater, and in honor of 
Queen Victoria became Her Majesty’s. Handel 
had the direction of the Queen's Theater for 
some years, and brought out thirty-five of his 
own operas there. Of these works an occasional 
air at a concert is all we now hear. A great many 
famous foreign operas were produced at Her 
Majesty's, and several by English composers-- 
for example, Balfe’s “ Faistaff,’’ acfarren’s 
‘*Robin Hood,” with Mr. Reeves as the hero, 
Wallace's *‘Amberwitch,”’ and other works.

HE “coon is somehow inevitably associ- 
ated in the public mind with what is 
funny or incongruous. When the Whig

neath a standard on which was perched a 
rooster. This misconception of the. ‘coon is

serious, earnest, and persevering animals of 
all the big American wood. Southerners have 
no difficulty in placing a proper estimate 
’ They admire pluck and 
they know that the ’coon has been a fighter 
from remote antiquity. It is one of the kind 
that does not go around witha chip upon its 
shoulder, but if some one else puts the bit of 
wood on and then knocks it offa hot ecrim- 
mage is inevitabie. Recalling a long and 
varied experience with the raccoon I do not 
instance a case in which it showed the white 


- feather. 


A Chicago museum once had an ill-natured 
monkey of large size whose chief amusement 
consisted in slaughtering the smalier animals 
of its family. Always in an ugly mood, it as- 
sailed the keeper who fed it, and kept the 
Visitors in a constant state of perturbation 
Jest it might break the iron bars against 
which it dashed iteelf with intermittent fre- 
quency and come out into their midst with 
threatenings and slaughter. Wearying of its 
surliness and diabolism, the keeper placed 
three or four ’coohs inside the cage to do po- 
lice duty. The monkey, an ill-shapen mac- 
aque, resented their presence with force ana 
violénce. Springing upon the back of the 
smaliest of the party, he endeavored to fasten 
his long canines into its flesh. His acquaint. 
ance with ‘coon fur was limited or he would 
have known the futility of such a proceeding, 


. its coat being almost long enough and thick 


evough to turn a rifle ball. 

The ‘coon expressed mild surprise at the 
attack because it was so sudden, yet it flopped 
over on its back—’coons always fight in this 
Way—and in atrice there was another very 
much surprised creature.in that cage. The 
claws of Procyon are alwaysliong as weil 
as very sharp; the muscles controlling them 
are powerful and strong. While the teeth 
of the animal ure not as _ formida- 
ble as those of the true carni- 
vors (the raccoon’s dental arrangement 

ves it to be omnivorous), yet it knows 
wto use them in an emergency, as the 
macaque found. Claws and teeth as well 
were applied with vigor and energy, ro that 
‘within a few seconds the macaque was cower- 


_ gina remote corner, chattering with pro- 


found fear and bieeding from a score of 
wounds. The remaining ’coons had taken no 
‘part in the fray other than as somewhat in- 
terested onlookers. Nor did any of them 
afterward find it necessary to discipline the 
monkey. It was-so completely su jugated 
and depressed that a tiny squirrel monkey 
that was added to the collection after a few 


days tyrannized over him with ¢mpunity, box- 


ing his ears, poking his ribs, and pulling his 
tail defently. 

Because the ’coon can fight, because it will 
fight desperately and to the death when cor- 


nered, wx Southern negro finds greatest de- 
light in hunting it. For this purpose he keeps 
and trains dogs to follow on its trail and en- 
gage with it in a gladiatorial disputation that 
always must end in the death of Procyon. 


Fair play has no part in such rencontres. 


The 


creature being nocturnal in its habits, the 
-hunt must be made by night. and usually 
from three to six dogs torm the pack of the 


searching party.

Finally it takes to the ground and hies 


bringing it to goal for a mile or more. 
The glories of a’coon hunt have been de- 
cted so often that nothing that is new about 
is left to be told. The crisp, frosty night- 


gir, the big stars in the firmament, the great 
smoking and flaring pine knots (* light’ood,” 
the negroes cal! them), the sharp yelping of 
the knowing curs, the swish of the bushes 


at the same time reciting the supposititious 
felonies of the despetate coon. They teil of 
the chickens it has stolen, the birds’ nests it 
has robbed, etc., as opportunity is 
offered, seek to disconcert the object of their 
wrath by poking the flaming brands in its 
face. 

The wretch, assailed on every hand, makes 
no outcry; it does not wasteany of its energy. 
Every claw is used to best advantage and 
each snap of its long jaws covers a portion of 
the flesh of one of its assailants, Never as 
now did it realize the protection afforded by 
the long {ur so generously given it by nature. 
The dogs set their formidable teeth in it only 
to withdraw them with di-gusted sneezing. 
Quicker and more viciously snap the raccoon’s 
teeth. T:wo of the youngsters retreat with 
tails hidden beneath their legs, yelping 
as though they had received their 
death wounds; tne oldest and best dog retires 
a moment to examine an ugly wound in the 
flank and the remaining one is knocked a 
dozen feet away by a well-directed blow from 
the right forepaw of the ’coon, which, seeing 
an opportunity for escape, skurries forward a 
few steps, when a throw of a lightwood-knot 
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knocks it over, and the old wounded dog kiils 
it beiore it has time to recover. 

These encounters are always brutal and are 
often protracted for a half hour or nore—the 
longer the better in the eyes of the negroes. 
A hundred Henry Berghs could not per- 
suade them of the cruelty of it. Do away 
with the dog-contest at the close, .and 'coon 
hunting would lose its zest altogether. I 
advert with some ‘particularity of detail to 
this feature because I have observed that 
hunters rarely mention the fact and when 
they du they gloss it over with the varnish of 
merciful fiction. 


HE ’coon is distinctively an American 
product, and its merit entitles it toa 
place upon the American coat of arms 
rather than the cowardiy, screeching, 

predaceous, carrion-eating eagle, which is 
confined to no country and does honor to 
none, The ’coon was born here and has al- 
ways lived in the New World from the be- 
ginning of ’coon life. It was not brought 
over in the Mayflower, nor does it take any 
interest in the crests of European or Asiatic 
creatures, It may not have any especial rea- 
son to be proud of a country that furnishes 
men and dogs to be constantly annoying it, 
but it has no acquaintance with any other 
land and has a right to the distinction of be- 
ing first on the spot. It may be found in all 
the wooded parts of the United States, in 
Mexico, Central and South America. In other 
words, its habitat is from British Columbia 
to Paraguay. The Mexican variety (procyon 
hernandezii), which is also found in Cali- 
fornia and Texas, is biack-footed and 
somewhat larger and lighter colored than 
our common blackish gray animal, the lotor. 
The South American species (procyon can- 
crivorous), or crab eater, is. larger than the 
lotor, but is slimmer in appearance, owing to 
its shorter fur. There are a great many land 
crabs of iarge size in that country, and the 
*coon, always having an appetite that adjusts 
itself to what it can easiest procure, makes 
an almost exclusive diet of these cyawling 
things in that continent. 

When I wasalad of 10 the negro coach- 


young ’coon he had taken a week or two be- 
fore trom its mother imthe big wood. Tom, 
for so I named him, proved an active, 
spirited, and inost amusing creature, showing 
a littie outbreak of temper nowand then, but 
probably only when he was unduly teased by 
me or soine of my companions. He becaine 
very tame and was suffered to roam at pleas- 
ure about. the large grounds of my father’s 
home. Inquisitive to a fauit, he poked his 
nose into everything that could not possibly 
concern him, and was soon at direst enmity 
with thecook beeause of his interference with 
her well-ordered kitchen. What he saw he 
took if he liked it, and I never saw a creature 
that had so accommodating a taste. As he 
grew older he accompanied me wherever I 
went, and thus became known far and wide, 
especially to the dogs of the little town, ev- 
ery one of which he thrashed at one time or 
another. They finally grew so much in fear 
of him that they fled with many a yelp and 
whine at his first approach. Tom’s appetite 
was appalling. He would enter my chamber 
before I was out of bed and with character- 
istic impudence go through my pockets seek- 
ing what he might devour. These pockets 
containedwell, I wasa boy, and they had 
all the incongruous aggregation of things 
that youth can possibly fancy. Tom’s un- 
fastidious taste took in whatever his 
nose or eyes ferreted out. He would 
crunch a slate or lead pencil with the relish 


man of my uncle brought me in a handsome’ 


would get blind drunk with his owner and 
stegger about like a Chloe. A sober 
‘coon is cotmical-looking at its best, wth 
its huge covering of hair, its great 
ringed taij, and the dark circles about its eyes 
that give them the appearance of shaded 
giasses. The naturalist places the ‘coon di. 
rectly after the bear, its resemblance to oe 
latter having been often marked, while in 
colder jatitudes it also hibernates like the 
ursids. The ’coon is plantigrade and digiti- 
grade, too; thatistosay, when standing it as 
the entire foot upon the ground, and w par 
walking or running it brings down the tips o 
the toes only. When “* Gen. Jackson ” was 
drunk, and this was almost of daily occur- 
renee, he seemed to forget this dual arrange- 
ment. and in swaggering and staggering 
about would come down with his entire sole 
very awkwardly, failing against objects in his 
way, and sometimes stretching bis full Pe 
upon the ground. Anotber peculiarity of all 
’ooons is that they invariably plunge their 
food in water, if the latter be 
within convenient distance, before eat- 
ing it. The name lotor # given h 
by naturalists means a ‘* washer. This th 
‘General’ would invariably do with his 
meat when he was sober, but tne **Genera! 
drunk forgot his early training and bore his 
food direct from the hands of the donor to his 
jaws. Insuchstate he was careless, filthy, 
absurd, and worthless, precisely as was his 
master, “Gen, Jackson” and his master 
disappeared together one day ; the story went 
that the neighbors hung the latter for cow- 
stealing and shot the former for being in bad 
company, but as the authorities did not think 
either of them worthan investigation I will 
not attest under oath the truth of the report. 
In captivity the ’coon’s appetite for food is 
always apparent, as any one may observe 
who will hangaboutits cage ina museum. 
The monkey does not sooner learn to beg 
from visitors, and, like the human caricature, 
it stretches forth a hand to receive. I mis- 
take, it is not one hand buttwo it offers, and 
sometimes it is amusing to observe what dif- 
ficuity the little fellow has in holding fast to 
the fruits of its beggary, because of a too 
common practice of extending the paws on 
either side of one of the bars. The food 
proves a barrier to withdrawing the arms and 
it will impatiently jerk and pull until the 
morsel gives way. Then it not infrequently 
happens that one portion falls only to be 
seized by a monkey companion, which is less 
awkward, but not more voracious than its 
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slower companion. If Procyon is very, very 
hungry at such times, or thinks it is, the 
monkey may get a vigorous slap for its bad 
manners, 

After all, though, the ’coon is at its best in 
the big wood. There it makes its home and 
makes it secure not only from the sturmy 
wind and tempest but also from the prying 
eyes of man. It would elude the dog as well 
but for the necessity of nutrition, which 
drives it out nightly for provender, when its 
aroma betrays it. A ‘coon almost invariably 
makes its dwelling place in the hollows of 
trees. I recall but a single instance in which 
I came up with one in a nest, and am not cer. 
tain whether it was a permanent lodger or 
merely upon a brief visit. Many times 1 have 
seen them by day and shot them, but never 
except in the deepest recesses of the forest, 
where the midday sua rarely reached the 
earth and the gloom was as great nearly as 
that of twilight in the open. They have ex- 
cellent hearing and fairly good vision, but do 
not always calculate well as to the safety of 
their hiding places upon the branches, The 
chief difficulty in shooting them under such 
condition was that having seen me they would 
draw in their heads and toreshoulders, their 
vital parts, leaving exposed their haunches 
only. 

Shot when in a tree the creature usually 
hangs on with tee and claw until life is .ex- 
tinct, so that when its body reaches the 
ground it is an inert mass. It is not very 
creditable to one that he has shot the ’coon, 
but my sin was one of youth. Nothing could 
now persuade metc compass its destruction 
save only in the good old-fashioned nocturnal 
bunt with dogs. 

While the ’coon is at its best in its native 
element, it is none the less true that it is one 
of the most interesting, comical, quaint, ana 
curious of pets, easily and quickly forming 
a strong attachment for its owner, and ready 
atail times to afford him entertainment 
That there are not more of the creature in 
captivity is because of man’s ignorance, 
This, after all, is so much better for the ’coon, 
for the reason that, like all wild animals kept 
in slavery, consumption usually claims it for 
an early victim.

In These Lie the Cause of the Disappear- 
ance of American Sailors. 

New York Times: For years the gradual 
disappearance of the American sailor and the 
substitution for him on American vessels, 
both naval and mercantile, and in both cabin 
and forecastle, 
cerned, of foreigners inferior to him in every 
way have been sorrowfully noted by every 
writer who has had any knowledge of the sub- 
ject. In days not very jong ago, to “follow 
the sea’’ was a profession that promised and 
gave profit as well as honor, and young men 
of good family and fair education entered it 
in large numbers, On many a ship eight out 
of ten of the crew could take an observa. 
tion in case of need, and every “one 
of them hoped some day to command a ves. 
sel of hisown. It is the survivors of that 
period who are now in charge of the com- 
paratively insignificant squadron that is left 
to representa numberiess fleet. When these 
are dead, there will be none to take their 
places, and American ship-owners are already 
wondering where their new mates and cap- 
tains are tocomefrom., The same problem 
is beginning to confront the English owners, 
so manifestiy it must be something else than 
their competition with us—the explanation 
usually given—that has driven men of in. 
telligence and ambition out of the American 
merchant marive. Bad food and cruel treat. 
ment have had ngt a little todo with the

Certainly the pleasure is pre- 

pared, and if we do not receive the benefit 

we have ourselves to blame. 

Though the tree be not just for the bird to nest in, 
She sets the twigs, and the nest is there; 

Though the earth be not just for man to be blest in, 
He walks her green ways and breathes her sweet 


air. 

A world of quiet enjoyment may be found 
in Chicago by the nature lover, and the 
doings of a single family of birds will afford 
entertainment for half a season. 

Years ago, before it became so much the 
fashion to translate bird songs into English, 
and when Bryant's “ Robert of Lincoln ”’ 
was the only well-known attempt in that 
line, -a dear old lady told the writer that she 
liked to hear the robin because she could 
understand what he was singing about. It 
was ‘‘ Scour the skillet, scour the skillet, 
scour it bright,scour it bright, scour it clean, 
clean, clean.” This does not suggest the 
charm of blossoming hepatica and blood- 
root, the fragrance of trailing arbutus, the 
dainty grace of claytonia and violet, or the 
splendor of the trillium, which we are apt 
to associate with the vernal equinox and the 
return of the birds, but careful observation 
goes far to convince one that robin’s 
thoughts are turned very much toward the 
kitchen and the larder, and the above trans- 
lation seems quite as faithful as some of the 
more poetical renderings. 

It is frequently said of a person with a deli- 
cate appetite, “She eats like a bird.” If 
she really does she would thank you not to 
mention it. A bird-lover once attempted to 
bring up a brood of robins whose parents 
had been killed. A supposed ample supply 
of food was given them, but they did not 
thrive, and in a few days all but one were 
dead. They had each been regeiving about 
ten large angleworms a day—and died of 
starvation. The rations of the survivor 
were increased until, at the age of three 
weeks, he was eating seventy worms daily, 
of an aggregate length of about fourteen 
feet, and thriving accordingly. ‘ Eats like 
a bird,” indeed! Probably it was knowl- 
edge of the robin’s gastronomical feats that 
led some one to imagine he heard in his 
song the words: ‘* Kill him, cure him, give 
him physic.” 

Every one who has watched the birds for 
a single summer can tell interesting stories

all other necessities for scaling the dizzy heights. After a long and heated debate the Swiss Government has given a syndicate permission to 
construct a railway over the Wengeralps. The object of the railroad company is to make the highest point, the Jungfrau, its terminal sta-

DISTINCT chronology of more 
more than 2,000 years is claimed 
by history for the newspaper. 
Leaving out of count such airy an- 
tiques as the Daily *dvertisers of 
China, and such oe me 
rs as the Chaldeans, the Egyptians, the 
Dehcows. and the Hellenes published *in 
stone and on parchment, the record begins 
with the Acta Diurna of the Romans. In 
these written sheets—prepared for the 
special information of Generals serving in 
the provinces—we may find chronicled in 
classic Latin the main facts about the ar- 
rests and trials, cyclones and social func- 
tions, ranging over the seven wills. Here 
we may read that on the 4th of the Kalinds 
of April an.oak on Mount Palestine was 
struck by lightning; that there had been a 
fatal fray at a’tavern on Banker’s street; 
that Terrentius, the Edile, had fined the 
butchers for selling uninspected meat, and 
that the fine was to go toward building a 
temple of Tellus. Another issue tells of a 
Cicero’s. oration that day in the defense of 
Cornelius Sylla; refers incidentally to a 
marriage in the lawyer’s family, and, wax- 
ing still more personal, says frankly: 
“Caius Cesar has at last set out for the 
government of farther Spain, having been 

long detained by his creditors.” 

It will be seen that the Acta Diurna had a 
gpirit almost modern in range and expres- 


sion. 

‘The pen-reporters of those days—men 
known as actuarii—must have been skilled 
in some system of stenography, as we are 
told that Cato’s speech during the trial of 
the Catiline conspirators wag taken down 
as he delivered it, and to the very letter. 

During the administration of Julius 
Cesar copies of the Acta Diurna were 
posted up in the public galleries, and thus 
the haughty Senator and the _ leather- 
aproned workingman might stand side by 
side and drink in:equal information. Under 
the rule of Augustus and his successors no 
such plebian consideration was shown; and, 
during the mental torpor of the Dark Ages, 
the newspaper idea slept as if dead for time 
and eternity. 


After the Awakening. 

Whether Gérmany or Italy should have 
the honor of the first post-renaissance news- 
paper is a question about which debate has 
gathered. Records thus far produced seem 
to decide for Germany. The Nuremberg 
Gazette of 1457 and the Cologne Chronicle 
of 1499 are ranked as the pioneers of mod- 
ern journalism. In a copy of the first-men- 
tioned publication the discovery of Peru is 
anhounced, which as a piece of current news 
certainly has about it the breath of the long 


ago. 

The Notizie Scritte, a MS. monthly issued 
in Venice in 1566, was probably the earliest 
Italian newspaper. It could be read by any 
one who would pay for the privilege a small 
coin called a “‘gazetta.”’ To this primitive 
arrangement between publisher and readers 
is generally traced the popular newspaper 
title ‘‘Gazette,”” though some griters have 
been ifll-natured enough to assert that the 
word comes from “‘gazza,"’ which signifies a 
magpie. 

Less clear is the origin of the word news— 
an alphabetical combination singularly sug- 
gestive of immortal youth. Some one has 
derived it from the all-embracing initials of 
the four points of the compass; but, as for 
many years after its introduction into the 
English language it was spelled “newes,” 
this theory must be abandoned. It is said to 
have been first used by the Cardinal of York 
in writing from Rome to Henry VIII. in re- 
lation to ‘“‘the Battle of the Spurs.”’ 

The written journals were long styled 
‘news-letters.”” A collection of thirty vol- 
umes of such MS. is now stored away in 
the Magliabecchi Library at Florence. There 
is also a file in Vienna extending from 1568 
to 1604. 

The first printed sheets of English news 
were special issues known to history as the 
English Mercurie. These were sent—or so 
runs the story—by order of Lord Burleigh 
to Queen Elizabeth, detailing the approach 


“*and the maneuvers of the Spanish Armada. 


If such papers were published as affirmed 
they must have gone to pieces simultaneous- 
ly with the Armada itself. The copies of 
the “ English Mercurie” of 1558, long pre- 
served by the British Museum as genuine, 
have been proved to Be forgeries. 

The Weekly News, begun in 1622, takes 
rank as the first regular English newspaper. 
Its publisher, Nathaniel Butter, was deemed 
an aggressive man by his contemporaries. 
Ben Johnson ridiculed him in his “ Staple of 
News,” while Sir Roger l’Estrange.opposed, 
as subversive of law and order, the custom 
Mr. Butter introduced of having newspapers 
hawked about the streets. 

_ Fletcher and Shirley, as members of “ The 
Tribe of Ben,” did’ not love newspapers. 
Burton, in his “Anatomy of Melancholy,” 
quaintly laments that the men of his day 
were drifting into newspaper reading. A 
play of this period makes Florio say: “* Prog- 
nostications, new devices, and letters from 
foreign countries, good master Cesar, are 
but used as confections to feed the common 
people withal,”’ to. which _ good master. 
Cesar replies: ‘“‘ I am almost of your mind, 
for I seldom see that these written reports 
prove true.”’ 

But all poets were not hostile to the prose 
of ‘“‘the fourth estate.”’ Milton, in his 
Areopagitica, contended nobly for freedom 
‘in printing—though his solicitude was main- 
ly for the permanent forms of literature. 
Burns, accepting the situation humorously, 
sings above the head of the modern report- 
er a blithe warning to his “‘ brither Scots ”’: 

Frae Maidenkirk to Johnny Groat’s, 
If there's a hole in a’ your coats, 
I rede ye tent it; 
A chiel’s amang ye takin’ notes, 
An’ faith he'll prent it.’’ 
Names and Men. 

The god of messengers and thieves was 
much honored in the beginnings of journal- 
ism. We read of the Mercurie Pragmatical] 
and its opponent, the Anti-Mercurius Prag- 
maticus, df the Mercurius Bellicosus, and the 
Mercurius Melancholius—the list spreads out 
to weariness. It is to be feared these mes- 
sengers often imposed upon public credulity. 
The Marine Mercury gravely attested the 
appearance of a mermaid off the coast of 
England. The visitor carried a comb ih 
one hand, a mirror in the other, and wept 
galt tears. This display of sorrow was prob- 
ably the mermaid’s way of protesting 
against the civil strife then raging a little 
inland between Cavaliers and Roundheads. 

The Scots’ Dove, the Parliamentary Kite, 
and the Secret Owl pictorially suggest 
methods of work. The Flying Post had for 
its editor a man of expedients. We find him 
announcing that he will “ leave. one-half of 
his paper blank so that any gentleman, in 

ng his copy to family or friends, may 

dispatch with it his private business.’’ An- 

other admirable device resorted to by the 

publishers of all early newspapers was to 

8 pl columns with selections from the 
e. 

Among the names of pioneer journalists 
are three of prominence—Marchmont Need- 
ham, Sir John Birkenhead, and Sir Roger 
l’'Estrange. The last-mentioned man had 
great ability and no conscience. He wasa 
Royalist or a Republican, an Episcopalian 
or a Presbyterian, at an hour’s notice. After 
contending fiercely for newspaper freedom 
lre became, as Licenser of the Press under 
Charies II., its persecutor, advocating con- 
fiscation, mutilation, and even death as the

Financial Safeguard. 


The first appearance of advertisements 
as a distinct newspaper feature was in the 
Commonwealth Mercury of Nov. 25, 1658. 
This issue devoted its eight columns, save 
for the space occupied by fifteen advertise- 
ments, to direetions for the funeral of Oliver 
Cromwell. The edition was probably one 
of unusual size, the demands of the day be- 
ing large. , 

We must believe that newspapers were 
sometimes very small if we accept the state- 
ment of history that Cavaliers when cap- 
tured with a copy of a royal journal in their 
keeping had the loyal habit of eating the 
packet, lest it should give information to 
the Roundheads. A miniature journal ap- 
peared as late as 1705—the Edinburg Cour- 
ant, published on a half sheet of letter 
paper. - 

The first advertisements told of patent 
medicines. ‘The charge for space was at the 
rate of three half pence per lime. From this 
regulation—made by the Observator Re- 
formed—the Gentleman’s County Courant 
broke away, stating its reasons for de- 
parture in the following singular language: 
“Seeing promotion of trade is a matter that 
ought to be encouraged, the price of adver- 
tising is advanced to two pence per line.” 

Marriage notices were long printed free 
of charge, and with them it was common for 
many years to announce the wealth brought 
into the union. In a Birmingham Gazette 
of 1800 occurs the following: “Yesterday 
the Right Honorable George Canning, Sec- 
retary of State, was married to Miss Scott, 
with £100,000 fortune.’”’ Report avers that 
Mr. Walter of the London Times, after read- 
ing one day a marriage notice of this sort, 
remarked to his wife that a man who ob- 
tained so much money by marriage could 
afford to pay something for having his good 
fortune put on record, and that Mrs. Walter 
at once agreed that a moderate charge for 
publishing immoderate happiness was but 
fair, and jestingly asked that she might 
have the proceeds of the column as pin 
money. Her request was granted; and 
when, some years ago, the privilege was 
transferred by legacy to her daughter, the 
column was found to yield a yearly income 
of $25,000. It must now make a vastly more 
handsome return. 


Contributors of Note. 


The:Grub Street Journal was supported 
from 17:50 to 1737 by writers of great re- 
nown. The name seems to have been chosen 
in defiance of local prejudice. How Grub 
street—now Milton street in Barbican—came 
to suggest the destitution of literary men 
is not well understood. 

The Gentleman's Magazine, started in 
1731, was really a newspaper. It was for 
this publication that Dr. Samuel Johnson 
furnished parliametary reports purporting 
to represent proceedings in the Empire of 
Lilliput. This was a device to evade a law 
which forbade the publishing of the course 
of legislation, and for a time it succeeded; 
but Mr. Case, the editor, did not escape 
scathless from his venture. Dr: Johnson 
never attended the debates he reported. 
He learned from hired attendants the names 
of the speakers, and on which side of a 
question they arrayed themselves, and, 
with this furnishing, he wrote in senorous 
rhetoric the various speeches delivered, not 
halting even at those of Mr. Pitt. As they 
read their published orations the speakers 
were bewildered over their own eloquence, 
while the public believed itself to be reading 
an exact reproduction of parliamentary de- 
bate. It is said that in after days the honest 
doctor had some twinges of conscience over 
his service as a reporter. 

Smollett started, in 1762, The Briton. This 
was followed in a few months by the North 
Briton, a paper in which the notorious John 
Wilkes figured. A picturesque journalist of 
this time was Horne Tooke. The signature 
he adopted was, ‘‘ Strike, but Hear!” This 
gentleman petitioned in 1777 for the privi- 
lege of standing in the pillory, and, consid- 
ering the audacity of his services in journal- 
ism, this request should have been granted. 

In the Public Ledger Goldsmith published 
his “Letters of a Citizen of the World’: in 
the Public Advertiser appeared the trenchant 
opinions of ‘Junius.’’ Coleridge and Lamb 
furnished the Morning Post with English 
which—unlike their lives—was above blame. 
Charles Dickens served the Morning Chron- 
icle at the rate of five guineas a week until 
the fame of his “Pickwick Papers” put him 
into a position to demand many times that 
amount. It is a matter of record that the 
“Pickwick Papers.’’ published in serial form, 
awakened no general interest until the nar- 
rative was enlivened by the introduction of 
Mr. Samuel Weller. 

Among the newspaper survivals of time 
special mention is due the St. James’ Ga- 
zette, established in 1724. The Morning 
Chronicle probably ranks next as to age, 
having 1769 for-its birth year. The Daily 
News has long been a London power. The 
Times, founded in 1785 as the Universal 
Register, took its less assuming title in 
T788. Its literary sobriquet, ‘“‘The Thun- 
derer,”’ bespeaks the vigor of its utterances. 

The dignity of conservatism ‘marks as a 
rule English newspapers whether published 

in London, Edinburg, Dublin, Calcutta, or 
Sydney, and they look askance at the irreg- 
ularities of American journalism, but “the 
rowdyism of revolutionary work” has some- 
times invaded their own ranks, as may be 
seen in the words and deeds of William 
Cobbett. As to the proper method of disiri- 
bution, there prevails today—if we may trust 
a late annalist—the same general feeling 
which Nathaniel Butler contended against 
in 1622. The Times, the Advertiser, and the 
Post never sell a copy on the streets, and it 
is difficult to get these and other leading pa- 
pers at railway stations or on boats. Paris 
sells three-fourths of her newspaper im- 
pressions onthe streets and New York five- 
sixths of hers, but London looks on and 
goes on in quiet scorn of upstart custom. 


American Journalism. 


Under the date of Sept. 25, 1690, appeared 
in Boston a little sheet entitled “Publick 
Occurrences Both Foreign and Domestick. 
Published by Benjamin Harris at the Lon- 
don Ceffee House. Printed by Richard 
Price." The editorial announcement was as 
follows: “It is designed that the country 
be furnished once a month (or, if any Glut 
of Occurrences hapen, oftener) with an ac- 
count of such considerable things as have 
arrived unto our notice.” 

As this paper made some reference to the 

litics of the time it was promptly strangled 

y a cautious, motherly government. 

The second American venture was the 
Boston News-Letter, begun in 1704 by John 
Campbell, Postmaster of Boston—then a 
city of 8,000 people. It was judged in those 
days a wise thing to combine a Postmaster’s 
opportunities for acquiring news with an 
editor’s needs in that direction. The plan 
worked well in Mr. Campbell’s case for fif- 
teen years, when he was removed from pos- 
tal duty. This slight to long service roused 
the “Father of American Journalism” to an 
absurd threat of retaliation—suicidal if car- 
ried out—to-wit: That his paper should not 
go through the United States mail. A rival 
paper, the Boston Gazette, started on a half- 
sheet of “foolscap’’ by James »Franklin, 
further embittered Mr. Campbell’s life. The 
News-Letter lived beyond the three-score 
and ten limit, dying a valiant Tory in 1776, as 
the British evacuated Boston. This paper 
never failed in all its years to tréat its read- 
ers to a Latin motto; and it apologized for 
net giving refreshment in Greek, alleging in 
excuse a lack of proper type. 

The Weekly Mercury of Philadelphia is ac- 
counted our third journal.

The Salem Gazette warred against its Tory 
contemporaries during the Revolutionary 
war and fought as a federalist through the 
making of the Constitution, From this pa- 
per originated the word ‘verrymander. 
Gilbert Stuart, the painter, noting the 
strange outline the districts around Salem 
made, as cut up by the Democratic Legisla- 
ture of 1811-'12, traced it on paper as the 
figure of a natural monster, and placing 
claws at Salem and Marblehead, wings at 
Andover, and beak at Salisbury said it 
might ‘‘do for a salamander.” 

‘It would be better to call it a gerry- 
mander,” said Maj. Russell, punning upon 
the name of the Democratic Governor. The 
suggestion was accepted, probably with ap- 
plause, and when a few months later the 


Salem Gazette was privileged to rejoice over 


a Federal victory it appeared with a picture 
of the monster duly named, and bearing as a 
historic label the words: “Hatched 1812. 
Killed 1813.”’ 

A succeeding issue printed the gerryman- 
der in its coffin and added a fac-simile of the 
gravestone. 

The Rehearsal, or the Boston Evening 
Post, was edited by Thomas Fleet, known to 
fame as the publisher of the nursery ditties 
with which his mother-in-law, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Goose, regaled the household. He 
probably knew what Boston was pained to 
learn recently—namely: that these songs 
were not of home manufacture. rs 

Mr. Fleet’s official announcement in 1733 
ran thus: “The publisher of this paper de- 
clares himself of no Party and invites all 
Gentlemen of Leisure and Capacity, in- 
clined on either side, to write anything ofa 
political nature that tends to enlighten and 
serve the Publick.”’ 

Under his sons the paper took a neutral 
stand during the pre-Revolutionary excite- 
ment, and its issue of April 24, 1775, made no 
mention of the fighting a few miles away on 
the Concerd road. 

This laxity in patriotism was handsomely 
cffset by the Massachusetts Spy, whose em- 
blem was a snake in sections with the ob- 
vious motto underneath, ‘Join or Die.”’ As 
the editor of this paper, Isaiah Thomas, was 
one of the twelve patriots named by British 
decree for immediate execution when capt- 
ured he crossed the river without waiting 
for Paul Revere’s warning, set up his paper 
at Worcester, and there continued his fight 
for liberty. 

In the Good Old Times, 


Rattles and conventions show that people 
felt intensely, but the chariot wheels of 
progress tarried. In 179% the Salem Ga- 
gzette appeared as a biweckly. This called 
forth from a prominent citizen the follow- 
ing protest: “It is nonsense to disturb the 
people’s minds by sending newspapers 
among them twice a week to take their at- 
tention from duties they have to perform.”’ 

The tirst daily paper appeared in Philadel- 
phia in 1784. This paper, known as Clay- 
poole’s American Daily Advertiser, had be- 
gun life in 1771 as the Pennsylvania Packet, 
and had lived an exile in Lancaster during 
the occupation of Philadelphia by the Brit- 
ish. 

The term “ newspaper "’ seems a misnomer 
for the journals of those days when we read 
the Boston News-Letter’s regret over bBe- 
ing thirteen months behind time in supply- 
ing European intelligence, and note that 
Washineton’s death was not known in Bos- 
ton until eight days after its occurrence. 

Sometimes in those “ good old days,” a 
paper famine threaterfed the press and then 
would be published in conspicuous capitals 
appeals to the “ fair ones” for rags, and 
notices of when the bell cart would call to 
make collections. 

It was only by degrees that editors became 
audacious enough to express in print an 
official opinion. In lieu of editorial instruc- 
tion the Massachusetts Spy published Rob- 
ertson’s History of America as a Serial, 
and thus gave its readers solid food for an 
entire year. The art supplements of the 
present time were shadowed forth in those 
‘“‘dim days’’ by such allegorical devices as 
a postman on horseback, or a postman and 
@ ship, hastening from opposite corners of 
the page with news terrestrial and marine. 
Then, too, some journals artfully. selected a 
series of cuts illustrating Acsop’s fables, 
thus hoping to teach political morality. 

Almanacs were an important adjunct to 
early journalism. Who dares to despise 
Poor Richard’s Almanac, a breviary of life 
not only for the years between 1733 and 1786, 
but for all time. Stitched together as the 
years went by, and enlarged by records 
private and public, chronologically inserted 
between the pages, these family almanacs 
sometimes approached the dignity of actual 
history. 


A Century of Development, 


The. Federalist did its pclitical work and 
rests among our Nation’s archives. The 
Columbian Sentinel and the New England 
Palladium did, with humian weakness, the 
patriotic services claimed by their names. 

The National Intelligencerof Washington, 
a continuation of a Philadelphia paper, 
extended from 1800 through an unbroken 
file of seventy years. The first editor, Mr. 
Smith, was much hampered in his work by 
bodily infirmity, and, as a consequence, 
the actual management of the paper de- 
volved upon his wife, a woman of cultivated 
mind and unusual firmness of purpose. This 
woman found time, with editorial labors, 
for home supervision, for the social pleas- 
ures of the capital, and for the writing of 
books. A work entitled “‘ What Is Gentili- 
ty?" a satire upon the snobbery she ob- 
served around her, naturally attracted the 
attention of her fellow-citizens. Now, while 
Mrs. Smith had a finely-furnished home— 
to correspond with her mind—she was ac- 
customed to wend her way to business and 
pleasure in an old green carriage from which 
grandeur had long departed. One evening 
she received anjunexpected answer to her 
published questién. Coming out from a 
White-House reception she found chalked 
in large letters upon her dilapidated coach 
the waggish words, “ This is gentility.’’ It 
may be added that no one enjoyed the re- 
wre courteous more than did the lady her- 
self. 

The Richmond Inquirer started into life 
in 1804, the St. Louis Republican four years 
later. St. Louis was long treated to an an- 
omaly in journalism—two papers waging 
fierce war with the political faith implied in 
their own names. The Globe-Democrat 
still goes on, a determined Republican, but 
its opponent has, of late years, contracted 
its old-time name into one more spreading, 
the St. Louis Republic. 

Sunday papers began to appear as the 
century reached its first quarter. The New 
York dailies—the World, the Sun, the Trib- 
une, and the Times—were growths of the 
next twenty-five years. The New York 
Ledger, lively with.gtories, dates from 1851. 
This; paper long monopolized Fanny Fern’s 
sketches at the rate of $100 per column. 

The distinguished traveler De Tocqueville 
was, in 1835, amazed at the number of Amer- 
ican neWspapers. He was also amazed at 
their lack of dignity. 

The religious papers of New York have a 
noble history. The Observer has been at 
work since 1820, the Evangelist since 1833, 
and the Independent since 1852. 

The Louisville Journal,. founaga in 1831, 
enjoyed’ general favor under George D. 
Prentice. In 1868 it became the Courier- 
Journal. + 

The Public Ledger of Philadelphia is 
nearing its sixtieth year, and the New Or- 
leans Picayune is but twelve months its 
junior. 

The Springfield Republican comes down 
from 1847. The National Era, established 
also in i847, “* lived its life and worked its 
work ” in the agitated times usually termed 
“abolition days.’ It will be remembered 
to have published a world-startling serial, 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 

The noon of the century, or, to be exact, 
the years 1848-’49, saw the formation of the 
organization known as the Associated Press. 

During the war Southern journalism led 
oftentimes a precarious existence, and in 
some instances it was obliged to “* move 
on ’’ in a way that must have been very un- 
settling to both type and thought. The 
Memphis Appeal may be cited as perhaps 
an extreme case of the vicissitudes of fort- 
une. As it went on its nomadic way this 
journal added to its original title the name 
of every town itn which it made a business 
sojourn. In the course of a few months the 
hyphenated title had grown to the following 
proportions: Memphis-Hernando-Grenada- 
Vicksburg-Jackson-Atlanta-Griffin Appeal. 
This affecting title was hindered as to fur- 
ther growth by the close of the war. 
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for presenting heroes and heroines to the 


public gaze; the ‘first drawbridge and the 
first piano were a year in the distance; so- 
ciety went to its functions and religious 
duties in ox-carts; and bulletin boards 
stood here and there along the forks of 
Wild Onion Creek bearing the appalling 
word “ Bottomless!’’ 

It was a custom of those early days for 
Chicagoans, as soon as the weekly postman 
had galloped in from Detroit, to assemble 
at the Postoffice, there to hear some prom- 
inent citizen read at the top of his voice and 
from the top of a barrel the teachings of 
the New York papers. This provincial in- 
struction would go on until the hour of 9 
Pp. m. arrived, when Acting Postmaster 
Bates would go to the north door of the 
Postoffice and fire “a curfew gun, which 
weuld send every man home as straight 
and as: promptly as if it were pointed at 
his individual person. In establishing a 
newspaper at this time it is not improbable 
that the founder of the Chicago Democrat 
had a Carthage-must-be-destroyed feeling 
over this growing and dangerous ascenden- 
cy of the New York press. Certain it is 
John Calhoun labored as valiantly for Illi- 
nois and its coming metropolis as his con- 
temporary, John C. Calhoun, did for South 
Carolina and the coming war. 

But that year furnished a supply of home 
news that must have kept glowing a jour- 
nal of any political complexion. Chippe- 
was, Ottawas, Pottawatomies, to the num- 
ber of 5,000, with paint and feathers, war- 
whoop, and frenzied dances, were then 
treating Chicago to a genuine excitement. 
These guests had come to make a final trans- 
fer to the United States Government of 
Eschikagou and Wisconsin lands, and, once 
encamped about the mouth of the harbor, 
they were slow to sign away their claims, 
and slower still to depart. Of the first 
business conclave Chicagoans must have 
read some such report as this: 

Commissioner George B. Porter—The 
great father has heard that you wish to 
sell your lands. 

Chippewa Chief—The great father has 
seen a bad bird which has told himalie. We 
do not wish to sell our lands; we wish to 
keep them. 

Here the braves observed a cloud floating 
over State street, and this portent led to 
an immediate adjournment sine die. 

After all, with savages at home and An- 
drew Jackson savage at Washington (over 
nulliication schemes and things in general), 
the Chicago Democrat had a fair field for 
editorial and reportorial activity. A copy 
of this pioneer journal is said to be among 
the archives of the Historical Society, now 
dwelling behind closed doors at the corner 
of Dearborn avenue and Ontario street. 

The year 1839 gave Chicago its first daily 
paper—the American, an expansion of a 
Whig weekly then four years old. The 
Daily Journal dates from 154. 

THF CHICAGO TRIBUNE began publication 
in 1847 from a third-story room at the corner 
of Lake and La Salle streets. As time ran on 
and the subscription list swelled to 400—a 
Four Hundred not necessarily fashionable— 
THE TRIBUNE felt profoundly encouraged, 
and drawing to itself whatever of strength 
several other journals had to sell it pushed 
onward in a course too vigorous and deter- 
mined to be seriously interrupted by even 
such a calamity as the great fire. The IIlli- 
nois Staats-Zeitung was the next perma- 
nent addition to Chicago journalism. 

The Times breathed Democratic princi- 
ples from 1854 to its recent union with the 
Herald. 

The Republican, established in 1865 upon 
a promising basis as to money and editorial 
conduct, did not rise from the ashes of 1871. 
The Inter-Ocean appeared in 1872. The 
Daily News, whose morning edition is the 
Chicago Revord, began life in 1875. 

The Herald, founded in 1881, was first Re- 
publican in faith, then independently Dem- 
ocratic, and now, as the Times-Herald, it is 
independent or neutral. The Evening Post 
has long given Chicagoans agreeable read- 
ing for after business hours. The Chicago 
Chronicle, established to console . and 
strengthen a suddenly bereaved Democ- 
racy, is the city’s latest journalistic vent- 
ure. 

Among Chicago's religious papers the best 
known are the Advance, the Gchedaar. the 
Standard, and the Northwestern Christian 
Advocate, the exponents respectively of 
Congregational, Presbyterian, Baptist, and 
Methodist churches. 

The Chicago press is famed for its typo- 
graphical excellence and for scattering with 
“a generous profusion’’ both news and lit- 
erature. is energy appears in the fearless 
way in which it goes forth to meet finance 
and the future. To maintain a Chicago 
daily is said to require an annua! outlay of 
at least $1,000,000, 


On the Pacific Coast. 

Pacific coast journalism has flourished 
since the middle of the century. Among San 
F'rancisco’s dailies are the Chronicle, the Ex- 
aminer, and the Evening Bulletin; among 
the weeklies is the able, but not always ami- 
able, Argonaut. 

Portland boasts of the Oregonian, and 
Puget Sound has various newspapers to 
voice its politics and paint its scenery. 

As every city in theUnited States has its 
pride in journalistic athievement, it is ob- 
viously impossible in a short survey of the 
subject to even mention many names de- 
serving of special notice. 

Undoubtedly journals, like men and wom- 
en, could be better than they are; but, in 
common with the human race, they improve. 
A comparison of the approved newspapers 
of today with those sanctioned at the begin- 
ning of the century shows a striking ad- 
vance, not only in general appearance and 
general intelligence, but in two graces not so 
generally conceded—dignity and charity.

N some of the few unknown lands that 

still exist in byways of travel and ad. 

yancement it was my pleasure to 

meet and to know asa friend, Rob- 

ert Louis Stevetzon, the dreamy’ ro- 
mancer. And it was my good fortune, too, to 
nea ‘patticipant in one of the most pictar- 
esque incidents of his career. 

Takea chart of the Pacific Ocean and on 
the equator you will find a group of islands in 
longitude 170° to 175° east. Mr. Steven. 
son himself said that you might look in vain 
for one of them, Apemama, the largest of 
the group, ruled over by King Tem Binoka. 
Mere coral atolls, protruding from the vast 
expense of ocean, with a luxuriant vegetation 
6f cocoa and other tropical palms, they still 
have an extremely doubtful location. At 
their highest elevation they are but fifteen 
feet above the sea level. The drinking water, 
except during the rainy senson, is salt water 
filtered ~through the sand, and the only 
vegetable products are tha cocoanut, screw 
palm (pandanus), and a coarse kind of es- 
eulent root called yobyoi. There are pigs ahd 
fowiin pienty, and if the soil is barren the 
fruits of the ocean fully compensate for any 
sparsity io the products of the sand-covered 
reefs. A note onthe Admiralty chart con- 
veys the information that surveys are incom- 
plete and gives warning to masters of vesse!s 
that navigation in and around the group is 
extremely perilous. 

These islands were my destination when in 
jase I left Sydney, N.S. W.,; as supercargo 
gf the barkentine George Noble, owned by a 
Chinese firm in Canton and Sydney. We 
made the Island of Apemama in June, and 
were boarded outside the reef by an old gen- 
jeman with one eye and a girdle of pandanus 
aves. He informed.as the pilotage would cost 
$10, and the privilege of entering the )agoon 
without his services (ne was the pilot) would 
cost us $5, only good South American silver, 
fo be paid into the coffers of Tem Binoka. 
laa few moments conclusions were reached, 
and the old fellow on our topsail yards bel- 
lowed instructions to the helmsman.. Once 
we grazed the coral, but finally brought up in 
the lagoon off the King’s house and close to a 
small fore-and-aft schooner flymg the Ameri- 
can flag. 

Qur neighbor in port was. the Equator, and 
hailed from San Francisco. Before we an- 
chored a boat left her quarter, and as soon as 
possibie her occupants boarded us, One was 
rather tall and siightly bvilt, with thin black 
hair, worn rather long, and a drooping black 
mustache.” He was dressed in the usual 
style of an island trader, with just a 
soupcon of swagger in the finely braided 
native hat and briiliant crimson 
silk cummerbund worn with the 
thin linen suit of dazzling white affected .by 
foreigners who live in the “ Jine islands.’’ Ac- 
companying him were two white women and 
the only white man whom Tem Binoka al- 
lowed to permanently reside on the isiand. I 
knew this man as Johnny and never heard 
that he possessed any other name. The party 
came direct to the tradehouse built on deck, 
and I had the honor of being introduced to 
Robert Louis Stevenson, his wife, and step- 
daughter, Mrs. Strong. 

Joseph Strong, tlie artist of the party, was 
then engaged on shore with the forty-nine 
ladies who graced tne ménage of Apemama’s 
He was €éxerting his persuasive 
wers and jimited knowledge of the Kanaka 
pguage to induce them to face the camera 


—the first camera which had ever been seen 


Within the charmed circle of the Gilberts, 

; Weull shook hands, exchanged cards, and 
greetings, and inquired, as usual in the isl- 
ands, about the wind and weather.

Stevenson seated himself on a case of tobac- 
@. while the only deck chairs on board were 
ofered the two lailies. Mr. Stevenson 
dropped into an easy conversation, in which 
he displayed a remarkable technical knowl- 
edge of nautical affairs, Nothing seemed to 
escape his notice.

We repaired for tiffin. The Equator’s tanks 
Were small. and Stevenson’s party had been 
latterly using the wretched brackish water of 
islands. Our Sydney water was-delicious. 
by comparison, and both the women were de- 
bted with our -eteward’s professional ef- 
forts, We staid on deck, glad to have the 
ure of talking to each other, for a dema- 
ton (white man) is indeed a rare bird in the 
Gilberts. 

Stevenson finally passed me his tobacco 
pouch, filled, I perceived, with Turkish tobac- 
coofasuperior quality. I rolled a cigaret, 
and somewhat to my astonishment the jadies

Negotiations with the King for the purchase 
of his copra had been suspended, For some 
reason he jJeclined to sell the 150 tons ot 
dried cocoanut in the royal storehouses. All 
hands on board became despondent and the 
gencral gloom even overshadowed me. One 
day about a week after our arrival Stevenson 
came aboard and inquired the reason for our 
painfuily apparent depression. 

He promised to exert his influence with the 
King and suddenly inquired if we had any 
bunting on board. I replied in the affirma- 
tive and we both went into the trade-house to 
imspect the stock: The great writer seated 
himself and expiained the reason of his wants. 
He told me that the K:ng’s ancestral history 
was interwoven with the legends and mythol- 
ogy of the island. His pedigree was the 
theme of a long uative song, which had been 
sung and transiated for his amusement 
and edification that day. After recounting 
the battles and victories which seated his dy- 
nasty, it referred wo the origin of: his noble 
house, A high Princess of Apemama had 
fallen in love with the Shark King of the 
ocean, and from their union sprang the royal 
line of Tem Binoka. 

This romantic legend was the theme ofa 
poem subsequently published by Mr. Steven- 
son, which he explained in a brief preface as 
follows: 

““ At my departure from the island of Ape- 
mama, for which you will lookin vain in 
most atlases, the King and I agreed, since we 
both set up to be in the poetic way, that we 
shouid celebrate our separation in verse. 
Whether or not his Majesty has been trie to 
his bargain the laggard posts of the Pacific 
may perhaps; inform me in six months, per- 
haps not before a year.’ . 

And here is how he told the story in the 
opening stanza: 

Bride of the shark, her valor first I sing 

‘ho on the lone seas quickened of a King. 

She, from the shores and puny homes of men, 
Beyond the climber s sea-discerning ken, 

Swam led by omens; and devoid of fear, 

Beheld her monstrous paramour draw near, 

She gazed: ali around her to the heavenly pale, 
The simple sea was void of isle on sail— 

Sole overhead the unsparing sun was reared— 
When the deep bubbled and the brute appeared. 
But she, secure in the decrees of fate, 

Made strong her bosom and received the mate; 
And men deciare, from that mar.ne embrace, 
Conceived the virtues of a stronger-race. 

The simple beauty of the tradition, the 
poetry and romance of the legend, had deep- 
ly impressed the great writer, and to com- 
memorate it he resuived to design a flag for 
Tem Binoka’s island kingdom. The design 
was the work of Mr. Strong, the flag bein 
similar to the French tricolor, surcharg 
lengthwise with & black shark. Besides~be- 
ing striking and original it would become 
anemblem of kingly authority and a souv- 
venir of the simple story of his ancestry. I 
measured off the bunting necessary and 
asked Stevenson to accept it as a present, 
He did so, and that night ion the second dog- 
watch his step-daughter’s deft fingers put the 
finishing touch to the. insignia of Apemama’s 
autonomy and Tem Binoka’s sovereignty. 

The climate of tne line islands is such that 
the early part of the morning becomes the 
only time when exertion .or energy of any 
kind is possible, so that at 6o’clock next 
morning, when the Equator party, headed by 
Stevenson and his wite, and accompanied by 


| our Captain and myself, arrived at the King’s 
| bungalow, we found the royal household alive 


and astir. —Tem Binoka was eating a peculiar 
kind of shelifish, called edourig. The fish is 
drawn from the shell through the persuasive 
influence of. boiling water, and then a thin 
spit of polished cocoanut wood is thrust 
through groups of twenty, ready to satisfy the 
royal ‘palate. The autocrat also had fresh 
bread—a rare delicacy in the’ Gilberts—and 
was washing down this repast with a peculiar, 
rose-tinted fluid, which on subsequent inves- 
tigation proved to be raspberry sirupand gin. 

Stevenson explained through Jolinny the 
nature of his visit, and asked the honor of 
raising the standard, Tem Binoka was fiat- 
tered. Smiles fairly rippled over his broad 
facey and his good humor found vent by forc- 
ing his raspberry cocktail down our unwilling 
throats. All his retainers were massed around 
the flagstaff, which until then had merely been 
used to signal the various vesyels that might 
bring up by ¢hance in his lagoon, 

A cano® was dispatched to the Equator with 
Mr. Strong’ to -bring the camera, so that 
through itsmeflium the event might be handed 
down to posterity. The flag was~rolled ina 


; tight ball amd run to the masthead, where a 


the lower halliard would 
‘‘break out’ the flag and unfold it to 
the morning breeze. The King’s riflemen 
were turned out, the camera was adjusted and 
focused. Tem Binoka put on his smoke. 
tinted goggles and lifted his sun helmet slight- 
ly in saiute. Robert Louis Stevenson un- 
furled the royal standard, and an impromptu 
feu de joie burst from the guos of Tem Bino- 
ka’s guard. 

The autocrat of Apemama was a different 
being at that moment; his reserve disappeared, 
he shook hands with all the dematon present, 
and in the height of the hilarity broached the 
delicate subject of trade. A bargain was 
struck immediately, and orders. were issued 
to his storekeeper. Capt. Gadegad hurried 
aboard to prepare for the cargo, whiie I staid 
to enjoy the general jubilee that was progress- 
ing. Tem Binoka insisted on the Equator 
party staying ashore, and issued orders 
to builda village for their reception close to 
the palace. Inside of eight hours fifteen 
houses were erec:ed, the bedding and furni- 
ture of the schooner were brought ashore, and 
a special levy of retainers made for Steven- 
son and his people. There were boatmen and 
fishermen, wood-gatherers and water-baulers, 
shy, graceful girs, with dainty hands and feet, 
to perform all housework, to wait on the 
ladies, and roll cvigarets for all hands, I 
really believe that fully fifty people were 
placed at the disposal of the author and his 

arty. Mr. Stevenson called his village 

quatorville, and delighted tne natives by as- 
suming their dress, and sittmg on his mat 
with his legs crossed under him. 

He drafted a scheme for the confederation 
of the group under the sovereignty of Tem 
Binoka, who subsequentiy negotiated in 
Sydney for the purchase of thesteamer Helen 
Nicoll, with which he intended to follow out 
Mr. Stevenson’s advice. The Equator party 
were honored by the King, and ail his subjects 
were ordered to give deference and homage 
to the author and his family. 

In the meantime we had nearly emptied 
the +King’s covra-house and were ,jubilant 
over the turn our luck had taken. We wefe 
wind-bound for a few days, and I seized the 
opportunity to visit Equatorville and pay my 
res to Stevenson and settle accounts 
with the King. Every one was smok cigar- 
ets, the girls carried them in bundles be- 
ears, and the men smoked them

LITERARY NOVELTIES DEALING 
WITH BIOGRAPHY AND SONG. 


Volume Dedicated to Erin’s Beautiful 
Daughters of the Last Century—Jane 
Barlow, a New Light in Fiction, Who 
Has Arisen in the Western Isle~Yeats’ 
New Selection of Irish Verse and His 
Radical Introduction. 


I, 

“Some Celebrated Irish Beauties of the 
Last Century,” by Frances Gerard, is a book 
which is attracting considerable attention 
abroad at present and should find a market 
in America if imported by one of our pub- 
lishing firms. It is curious, by the way, to 
notice the indifference of readers of Irish 
blood in this country to the publications affect- 
ing New Ireland. For there is a New Ireland, 
not in politics alone, but in poetry and in 
fiction, but tue masses of the Irish peop!e both 
at home and abroad seem to have their eyes 
turned resolutely toward the past rather than 
toward the future. Their o!d poets and their 
old story-tellers they read diligently and 
faithfully; but they are not as awake as they 
ought to be to the claims of young authors 
who represent the living present. The book 
that suggested these thoughts touches the 
aristocracy. rather than the people; and it is 
not surprising’for that reason that it should 
be ignored; but the same excuse does not 
serve for the negiect of Jane Barlow's beauti- 
ful stories and the recent anthology of W. 
B. Y eats. 

Miss Gerard explains in her preface that 
the record of Irish beauty being so extensive 
she has had to leave out many who have 
every claim to admission. 

“It would be,”’ she tells us, “an endless task 
to chronicle all, therefore I have chosen 1731 as 
a starting point, that being the time when social 
life in lreland began again to form itself after 
the disastrous consequences of the civil war of 
1680. . To my regret | am, therefore, 
forced to exclude the Countess de Gramont, 
‘=F together with Stella and Vanessa.”’ 

The first of the stories in this volume is that 
of Mary Molesworth. who became Countess 
of Belvedere in 1736. Lord Beivedere was 
a favorite at the court of George II., who was 
attracted by the beauty of Mary Molesworth, 
aad made her his Countess. The union was a 
most unhappy one. There were frequent 
quarrels and estrangements, and Lord Belve- 
dere spent inost of his time in London, apart 
from his wife.. It is neither expedient nor 
necessary to enter into the full details ‘of the 
lady’s failseness. Her fault was certainly a 
grave one, an intrigue with her husband's 
brother, residing in the neighborhood With his 


wife and family. The punishment in- 
flicted upon her was severe, At the 
time when Lord Belvedere  discov- 
ered the wrong done him he had 


just completed a new mansion which was to 
supersede Gaulstown asa family seat. Here 
he fixed his own residence and that. of his 
children. In the old and gloomy mansion of 
Gaulstown ne kept his wife shut up, Jeprived 
of all intercourse with the outer world, and 
watched bya staff of trusty retainers. At the 
time of her incarceration she was barely 26 
years old. The death ot Lord Belvedere at 
last gave her release. During these years her 
father had died without seeing her; her son 
had married; she herself had become a wreck 
—her features haggard, her hair white; her 
face wore a wild, scared look. and her voice 
had sunk almost to a whisper. She was 
dressed in the fashion of the day at the time 
she quitted the world thirty years before. 

Among the [rish beauties of the eighteenth 
century Peg Woffington, the actress, could not 
be-omitted. It is. not geueraily known that 
the best biography yet penned of this Irish 
comedienne has been written by Mr. Augustin 
Daly, the New York theatrical manager, who, 
perhaps, sees in her a prototype of that later 
brilliant Irish woman, Miss Ada Rehan, 
whom he himself has piloted to victory. 
The Daly biography of  Woffington, 
one believes, has never been put on the mar- 
ket, but has been circulated privately among 
friends of the author. An instructive paralie! 
might be drawn between the careers of both 
actresses from their humble beginnings to the 
crowning event of each life—the conquest of 
London. Here is a picture from the many 
in Peg Woftington’s life as painted by the 
present author, Standing in Smoke alley, in 
Oid Dublin, one sees a stately procession 
wending its way in the direction of the 
theater; seven or eight carriages containing 
the viceregal party. 

Soldiers and a band receive them at the colon- 
nade of the theater. The house is crowded to 
the roof, the state boxes thrown into one, and set 
off with mirrors, chandeliers, draperies. The 
manager, habited in a court suit and holding a 
pair ot candles, leads the way, and the Viceroy. 
surrounded by a brilliant staff and in a biaze of 
scariet and gold, enters, the whole house stand- 
ing while the national anthem is sung. 

The great actress is treated to a shout of ap- 
plause as she makes her bow; a shout from 
tne Trinity Coilege boys in the yallery—** the 
gods,”’ as they are called. A similar shout of 
triumph, followed bya “round of heels,’’ 
heralds the entrance of some. ‘* standard 
beauty’’ of the day. All are gone: the beau, 
with his affected gait and his formal bow to 
the painted and patched beauty, whom he as- 
sists to descend from her chair; the howling 
ballad-singers; the linkboys running to and 
fro. 

From the scores of fair women whom Mies 
Gerard describes a particular interest attaches 
to Eleanor Ambrose, whom Lord Chesterfield 
dubbed **A Dangerous Papist.’’ Chesterfield, 
who, like many another before and since, had 
been sent to Ireland for the purpose of quiet- 
ing the country, on returning to London had 
a quiet conversation with George II. on tne 
then pressing Irish topic: the constant seri- 
ous quarrels between the Protestant and 
Catholic elements in society. Chesterfield 
declared, at that time, that.“ it was poverty 
not Popery that the country had to fear, add- 
ing that tor his part he had tound but one 
dangerous Papist.’’ 

“Who? What? Where is he?’ asked the 
inquisitive monarch. 

‘She is a beautiful young lady,’’ returned 
._Lord Chesterfield. ‘** The brightness of her 
eyes and the charms of her conversation are 
indeed dangerous.” 

In the biographies of the Gunnings, who 
made such brilliant matches, the reader 
breathes the very atmosphere of Ireland in the 
eighteenth century. The Irish ** Bucks’” and 
‘* Buities”” to whom we are introduced Were 
an exaggerated copy of the ‘* fellows of fire ”’ 
described in Steele’s essays. They fought 
more frequently and drank far harder than 
their English brethren. Imbued with false 
notions of hospitality they sqjuandered their 
patrimony on expensive wines, which flowed 
li water from their cellars. These were 
t ays in which much ingenuity was ex- 
pended upon expedients to compel men 
to drink to excess; the decanter with a 
round bottem, which could never stand by 
itself; but had to be constantly passed from 
hand to hand; the barricade of broken bot- 
tles to prevent egress from the dining-room 
of the guests, who had each one removed his 
boots before sitting down to table. But, 
through all thisera of drinking, gambling, 
dueling, and other excesses, there was always 
the ohe redeeming element—the admiration 
of female beauty. The beautiful women of 
the eighteenth century were worthy of men’s 
devotion. The stories of the Gunnings, of 
Maria Countess of Caventry, of Elizabeth 
Ducitess of Hamilton and Argyll, and other 
members of the same family are romances to 
be read with delight again and again. j

There sre two young Irish writers who are 
not known to the people of their race in 
America, if one may judge from the fact that 


. it is difficuit, if not impossible, to get their 


late works at the book shops, Acting on the 
motto, “Place aux dames,”’ the first is Jane 
Barlow, who is to Ireland apparentiy what 
Mary Wilkins is to New Engilana ana 
what J. M. Barrie is to Scotland. 
The second is the poet and critic, W. B. 
Yeats, who, though he lives in London, is 
Irish in biood and sympathy, and is active in 
the national movement. But of him anon. 
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] love—short stories—and those who wish to 


read her at her best are advised to read her 
latest production, which, unlike other Irish 
books, is obtainable at all the bookshops. It 
is culled ** Maureen's Fairing,” and it is pub- 
lished by Macmillan & Co. 

The volume is made up of eight short 
stories. Five of these tales are deserving of 
the superlatives of praise. If readersare in 
search of work that does not aim at a vogue 
by using the catchpenny sexual question in its 
worst guise, but which is an interpretation of 
the daily life of Irish peasants, love, laughter, 
tears, poverty, youth, and age, let them. with 
contidence go for their delignt to Miss Bar- 
low. The story which comes first in the book, 
** Maure2ao’s Fairing.” is an exquisite ex- 
ample of the writer’s art, and if there is a 
love.ier tale inciuded in any one of the 
many volumes of short stories now before 
the public we have _ failed to find 
it. Maureen is blind. Rody, her brother, 
full of imagination, anxious to give happiness 
to his sister, is in the habit of taking her out 
in the evenings to a epace of turf to which rab- 
bits also resort. Maureen only hears the 
rustling, but though Rody sees plainly enough 
the causes of the noise in grass and bush, he 
tells her that the fairies are out at their 
games, and he describes their antics to the 
excited girl, making believe that the ** good 
people” are holding a cattle fair with ani- 
mals that have the **quarest littie bigness on 
them that ever you beheid.’’ At iast Mau- 
reen, by the help of Christy McKenna, finds 
out how Rody has been romancing. ‘A 
Cream-Colored Cactus” must not be missed, 
nor should a single word of “ Stopped by Sig. 
nal” be skipped. In “Irish Idylls’’ Miss 
Barlow was sadder than she is in ** Maureen’s 
Fairing.”’ Every one will welcome the added 
brightness with the utmost heartiness.

Mr. W. B. Yeats has recently issued a new 
Irish anthology, “A Book of Irish Verse,”’ 
published by Methuen & Co, of London and 
not yet reprinted in this country, The same 
firm has put out “ The Coming of Cuculain: 
A Romance of the Heroic Age of Ireland,”’ by 
Standish O’Grady. Fisher Unwin, according 
tu the foreign papers, sends from his press 
**The Irish Song Book. With Original Irish 
Airs,” edited by Alfred Perceval Graves; 
and Macmillan & Co. publish * Hero 
Tates of Ireland,” by Jeremiah Curtin. 
That one can get without difficulty only 
the fourth and last of these new books at an 
American book shop does not speak well for 
the enthusiasm of the Irish in this courtry in 
patronizing their pew literature. If they 
madea lively demand the goods would be 


forthcoming in abundance, In hia 
* Book of Irish Verse”’ Mr. Yeats 
writes an introduction which has created 


considerable discussion on the other side of 
the water. To him poetry is poetry and liter- 
ature is literature, so his patriotism is di- 
rected rather to persuade hia fellow patriots 
to mend the error of their literary ways than 
to that uncritical and unmeasured praise of 
everything Irish that has done so much to 
create in Ireland an adiniration for verse of 
native manufacture, :no matter of what 
quality. He takes a critical survey of the 
poetry of modern Ireland, expressing a hope 
that the Irishman of the future shall take 
part in “building up a literature which, 
whether important or unimportant, grows 
always more unlike others.” 

Although Moore still keepsa hold on old- 
fashioned folk in Ireland few of Mr, Yeats’ 
contemporaries will quarrel seriously with his 
dictum that the— 

Irish melodies are to most cultivated ears but 
excelient drawing-room songs, pretty with a 
prettiness that is contraband of Parnassus; 
and it is by his criticism of the writings of 
the Young Irelanders that Mr. Yeats will 
bring the storm about his ears. His book, he 
says, is— 

Intended only a little for Enylish readers, and 
not at all for the Irish peasants, but almost 
wholly for the small beginning of that educated 
and national public which is our greatest need 
and perhaps our vainest hope. 

Writing for such a public it needed courage 
tospeak with perfect candor of the “’48”’ 
men, who— 

Were full of earnestness, but never understood 
that though a poet may govern his life by his en- 
thusiasm, he must, when he sits down at his desk, 
but use them as a potter his ciay. Their thoughts 
were a little insincere. because they lived in the 
half illusions of their admirable ideals. .. . 
No man was more sincere, no man had a less 
mechanical mind than Thomas Davis, and yet he 
is often a little insincere and mechanical in bis 
verse. When he sat down to write he had so 
great a desire to make the peasantry. courageous 
snd powerful that he half believed them already 
the finest peasantry upon earth, and wrote nota 
few such verses as — 

* Lead him to fight for native land, 

lis is ao courage cold and wary ; 

The troops live not that could withstand 

The headiong charge of Tipperary,” 
and today we are paying the reckoning with 
such bombast. . e was in the main an 
orator influencing men’s acts, and not a poet 
shaping their emotions, and the poets 
who gathered about Thomas Davis, and whose 
work has come down to us in “*The Spirit 
of the Nation,’’ were of practical and political, 
not of literary importance. Meanwhile Samuel 
Ferguson, William Allingham, and Aubrey de Vere 
were working quietly as men of letters. ... 
They were wiser than Young Ireland in the 
choice of their models, for, while drawing not 
less from purely Lrish sources, they turned to the 
great posts of the world, Mr. de Vere owing some- 
thing of his gravity to Wordsworth, Ferguson 
much of his simplicity to Homer, while Ailing- 
ham had trained an ear, too delicate to catch the 
tune of but a single master, upon the lyric poetry 
of many lands, Allingham was the best artist, 
but Ferguson had the more ample imagination, 
the more epic aim. 

In the Bookman for July Mr. Yeats has an 
article on **Irish National Literature’’ (from 
Cailanan to Carleton) in which he amplifies 
the ideas contained in the introduction to his 
book of selected Irish verse. In that es- 
say he goes on to show that while 
Moore’s** sentimental trivialities,”’ as he 
cails them, were in _ their first fame 
Callanan printed win Irish periodicals four 
transiations from the Gaelic of great simplic- 
ity and charm. ** The Outlaw of Loch Lene,”’ 
a wild love song like those in Dr. Hyde’s 
“ Connaught Love Songs ”’; “The Convict of 
Clonmel,” the lament ofa peasant condemned 
to death for some unknown offense; *' The 
Dirge of O’Sullivan Bere,”’ a fragment of bar- 
baric cursing; and “ Felix M’Carthy,” the 
complaining of an old man whose children 
have been. killed by the fall of a house. 
Callanan was followed by other translators. 
Mr. Yeats thinks that these verses, ‘* Despite 
their constant clumsiness and _  crudity, 
brought into the elaborate literature of the 
modern world the cold vehemence, the arid 
definiteness, the tumultuous movement, the 
immeasurable dreaming of the Gaelic liter- 
ature,’”’ The foetry cf Young Ireland, he 
repeats, merely built up an audience for four 
important poets, Aubrey de Vere, William 
Allingham, Clarence Mangan, and Sir Sam- 
uel Ferguson. 

The tradition expressed by these poets was 
that of. the bards and the Gaelic ballad- 
writers, but there was still another tradition, 
another expression of the same dominant 
moods, that which was embodied in the cue- 
toms of the poor, their wakes, their hedge- 
schools, their factions, their weddings, their 
habits of thought and feeling, and this could 
best be described in prose. It was not until 
the brothers Banim and William Carleton 
began to write that it found adequate his.

POPULATION IN THREE GREAT CITIES, 


Density Compared in New York, London, 
and Paris, 


In all the countries of Europe, in the United 
States, and in the Dominion of Canada there 
are, so far as recent and authentic figures 
show ,70,000,000 houses, says the New York 
Sun. There are 342,000 houses, some of 
them unsubstantial affairs,in. the City of 
Tokio, Japan, one for every five people, so 
that the Japanese metropolis does not suffer 
from overcrowding. 

New York has 115,000 houses, averaging 
eighteen residents to each. London, the 
greatest accumulation of inhabitants in the 
world, has 600,000 houses, ur seven residents 
in each on the average. London has increased 
in this respect very rapidly, for at the begin- 
ning of the present century the number of 
houses was only 130,000, little more than 
New York has at this time, population 
ef London at that time (1800) was 960,000. 
It is now 4,200,000. So it has increased 
nearly five-fold, but the number of houses 
has not increased in as large a ratio, 

Paris has 90,000 houses. At theclose of 
the Franco-Prussian war it bad 70,000. At 
the close of ihe Uapetecs” wars it had 28,- 
000, The area of city has extended mean- 
while, The average number of residents in a 
house in Paris is twenty-five, which is gheut 
a. pér cent greater than in New York.

New Diplomatic Relations Which Will 
Open Its Portsto the World, | 
‘Buffalo Express: Consu!-General Jernigan 

at Shanghai has sent to the State Department 
anotber report upon the commercial advan- 
tages of ‘the treaty between China and Japan. 
Former treaties contained no favored-nation 
clause, while the new treaty contains con- 
cessions beneficial to and. expansive of all 
Asiatic commerce, The concessions to Japan 
have given to the world new marts and av- 
enues of trade. Now twenty-eight ports are 
open, and countries having **favored- 
nation clause’’ in their treaties have the equal 
privileges with Japan. Wapan was under re- 
strictions as to the interfor trade, which have 
now been removel, 

Mr. Jernigan says the most important pro- 
vision of the treaty is that which makes it free 
to carry on manufacturing industries, This 
virtually opens China to new industries, as 
machinery may now be impofted under one 
clause of the treaty. Mr. Jernigan says that 
if American capitalists and mer- 
chants propose to make permanent 
business investments in China they should 
study with great diligence the nts of the 
Chinese, and not venture too far without ac- 
curately estimating all surroundings. He 
adds: ** It may be said that (hina is the great 
undeveloped country of the world, and that 
new developments, attended with profit, 
await well directed enterprises in this em- 
pire.” Mr. Jernigan complains that several

EW YORK, July 18.—{Special Cor- 
respondence.J—There has been a 
great deal of curiosity regarding 
“ The Veiled Doctor,” Miss Winnie 
Davis’ first venture in the realm 
of fiction, but this curiosity will 

be satisfied soon,-for Messrs. Harper & 
Bros. will publish the book on the twenty- 
third of this month. I have had the privi- 
lege of looking over the advance sheets of 
the story, and I can assure her many friends 
in the. North, as well as the South, that 
Miss Davis has written a most readable 
story. It is not, as most people will sur- 
mise, a story of the South founded on the 
writer's own experiences. Miss Davis has 
not. seenfa great deal of Southern life. In 
her early girlhood days she was at school 
in Germany, and ghe has spent a large part 
of the time since leaving school either in 
Burope or in the North. Of course, she did

The story of “ The Veiled Doctor” is for 
the most part true; in fact, there is so much 
truth in it that Miss Davis has made the 
scene of the story -somewhat vague, so that 
it could not be traced to its fountain-head 
by the curious. Her mother not only 
vouches for the truth of the main incidents 
of the. story, but remembers having on sev- 
eral occasions in her childhood seen the 
doctor with his veil as he passed from house 
to house on his professional rounds. The 
scené of the story would appear to be laid 
somewhere along the Maryland or Vir- 
ginia coast, and the time is apparently the 
first quarter of the present century. The 
little old seaport town where the action of 
the story takes place is described as “ well 
out of the course of the present line of trav- 
el.” In the center of this old town,.“ a jewel 
in‘a fit setting,” there stands the largest 
and quietest house of all. The fanlight 
above the colonial doorway has looked 
down upon the same ruts in the streets for 
over a century; its brass floriated hinges 
have refiected generation after generation 
of the same families as they passed to and 
fro on their business in life.’’

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NO END TOTHE VOTING 


HOW ELECTIONS ARE OONDUOTED IN 
MERRY OLD ENGLAND. 


Strange Regulations and Laws That: the 
Quick-Acting American Cannot Readily 
Comprehend — Honest Men Are the 
JudgeseNo Particular Day for the Bal- 
loting Is Set for All the Districts—A 
Repeater Can Remain Within the Let- 
ter and Spirit of the Law. 


To the American mind, accustomed to 
quick action and immediate resuits, the En- 
glish elections are mystifying. It cannot un- 
derstand why weeks are necessary to carry on 
and determine an election, nor can it grasp 
the situation when it is announced that a can- 
didate, defeated and discredited in one dis- 
trict, can go to another district and try it 
over again, or that one man can vote more 
than once. There are other things, too, that 
the average*American does not comprehend. 
and it is the purpose of this article to make 
these enigmatical points plain. 

The British Parliament of 1892 is dead, 
and its successor is .in process of being 
elected. It will ve near the end of the month 
before the new House of Commons is com- 
plete, though it is now clear what will be the 
nature of its composition. In this country it 
is but a few days ere the public knows the re- 
sult of the elections, national or otherwise, 
because they take place the same day. Here 
the date of elections is absolutely fixed by 
law; there the exact date depends much on 
the whim of the returning officers in the 
various electoral districts. Not only does the 
date and the period covered by the elections 
in Britain differ from the American, but tne 
method of election, while both are conducted 
under what is known as the Australian sys- 
tem, is radically different. 

In the House of Commons there are 670 
members, and of these 461 represent En- 
gland, seventy-two come fr6m Bonnie Scot- 
land, thirty-four from Wales, ana Ireland has 
103. The constituencies vary greatly in 
size, Huddersfield, for instance, with a popu- 
lation approximating 100,000, having but 
one representative, while Stockport, with 
but 60,000, has two, and Scarborough, with a

Theclass of men who 
are found in the polling booths is of sucha 
high standard that even if there were no pen- 
alty atallit would be rare thata breach of 
faith would be attempted. 
In every polling district, correspondmg to 
American precinct, there are one presid- 
ing officer and one poll clerk appointed by the 
returning officer, whose powers are approxi- 
mately those of the Board of Election Com- 
missioners in this country. The presiding 
officer receives payment at a county eiecuon 
of $26.25 for bis day’s work aud his poll 
clerk receives $7.50. Ina borough the fees 
are lower, atnount to $16 for the presid- 
ing officer and $5.25 for tne policierk, In 
addition to these sums meals are usually al- 


‘lowed, these being provided from the funds 


in the hands of the providing officer, or the 
officials receivea sum of $1 or $2 and pro- 
vide their meals themselves. Besides the two 
oTicers nained there are also found in the 
polling place a 

agent rej resenting 

ical «parties engaged contest. 
These latter, it ‘they are paid by 
the candidates or their party, are not allowed 
to vote, but if they serve gratuitously they 
may exercise their constitutional privilege. 
The returning officer’s officials have the 
chance of voting if they feel disposed to ex- 
ercise it. 

All the ballots used in the election are num- 
bered consecutively and about 500 are given 
to each presiding officer, who is compelled, 
under a penalty of $500, to affix his own 
stamp to each one used, using for that pur- 
pose either a stamp similar to that used for 
defacing postage stamps, in which case the 
mark must be made’‘on both pides of 
the ballot paper, or a_ perforating 
machine, either of which is supplicd at the 
discretion of the returning officer, and 
the stamp is changed at every election. This 
isa piece of red tape which sometimes by 
the carelessness of the presiding officer costs 
a vote ortwoatan election, but at the same 
time it affords absolute security that there 
shall be no tampering with the manner in 
which a vote is given, for the voter deposits 
his own ballot paper in the box. No unoffi- 
cially stamped ballot is ever counted. So 
that it may be determined in case of a scru- 
tiny, when it may be done by order of the 
high court of justice. how a particular vote 
has been cast when bribery is charged, the 
number of the voter is entered on-a counter. 
foil, and these counterfoils are kept for seven 
years and then destroyed, the same result 
happening to the ballot papers. 

Another peculiarity of the English method 
of conducting elections may be noted in the 
promulgation of a document outlining his 
principles, which is invariably issued by each 
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little over 30,000, elects a member to repre- 
sent her interests in the governing body of 
the nation. It is not every able-bodied and 
intelligent male individual of 21 years and 
upwards who has lived in one precinct for 
thirty days or in oney State even for twelve 
months who has the privilege of casting a 
vote to determine whether Lord Rosebery or 
Lord Salisbury shall be at the head of pub- 
lic affairs in Britain. In some cases it hap- 
pens that a man may heve lived nearly two 
years and a halfin one place and have paid 
his rent or owned the house in which he lives 
for the whole of that time and yet may not be 
entitled toa place on the register on which 
the election takes place. This is due 
to the fact that a twelve months’ 
residence in one parliamentary  dis- 
trict prior to the 15th of July is a 
necessary preliminary to his securing a vote 
at any election which may be held during the 
year commencing on Jan. 1 following that 
dute, It will easily be seen how long it will 
take a man who commences to reside ina 
certain constituency on July 18 to obtain his 
vote, for there is no supplementary registra- 
tion a few weeks prior to the election. The 
effect of this on the migratory working classes 
is immense and will be as great as ever at this 
election, seeing that it will take place on a 
register already tweive inonths old. Imagine, 
for instance, the election for Mayor laet 
spring taking place on a _ register which in- 
ciuded only those who were qualified to vote 
in the election two years ago, the result of 
which was the return of Carter Harrison. 
Yet that is practically what the present sys- 
tem of registration in England amounts to. 

In addition to the plain proposition that a 
residence which must be actual occupation of 
promises for twelve months there are a few 
fancy franchises conferred on the people. No 
meniber of the House of Lords has a right to 
a vote, and no Lord’s name is ever found on 
the parliamentary register, but any male 
member of his family, can, if he have money 
enough, obtain votes in any number of county 
constituencies, and it often happens that a 
man has votes in half a dozen different con- 
stituencies because he possesses a forty- 
shilling freeho'!d in each one of them. And 
it is not necessary that he have owned the 
property for tweive months prior to the mak- 
ing up of the register, either; six months’ 
possession isenuugh. It is on record that at 
the election of 1880 one fortunate indi. 
vidual, a Tory, by the way, voted in no fewer 
than thftty-seven different constituencies, 
voting at as many as half a dozen on one day, 

. where the constituencies were near together, 

Considering, however, that the polls were at 
that time open only from 8 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
this was a wonderful feat. The reduction of 
the franchise to that of almost pure house- 
hold suffrage since that date has made it 
somewhat less profitable, from a party point 
of view, that such feats shall be attempted, 
and fagot Voting, as it is called, is not 
now so common as it was. The keeping open, 
too, of the pollstrom 8 to 8 has given the 
working classes a better chance to record 
their votes. 

Another clause in the household suffrage act 
enabled, too, a number of those who had not 
previously —— votes to exercise the 
franchise. ‘This was a class of people who re- 
sided in a house but who were neither owners 
nor occupiers, paying no rent, but merely re- 
siding in itso long as they were engaged in 
the service of one employer and dong the 
same particular duty. For instance, a lodge- 
keeper or gateman, whose work compelled 
him to reside in one particular house now 
gets a vote at parliamentary elections. it 
will be seen that there is little wonder at that 
the working classes, represented by the radi- 
cal and labor members, are very desirous of 
ha ving a change in the character of the regis- 
tration laws giving manhood suffrage and one 
vote only toeach man. Whole classes of in- 
dividuals are disfranchised by the operation 
of these laws and not by any means the least 
intelligent of the peopie, either. It is a fact 
that there are very few ministers of the Meth- 
odist bodies in the country who ever have a 
right to vote, the itinerant system rareiy al- 
lowing them to be entitled to the franchise. 

While there are many complaints about the 
system of registration there have never, since 
the adoption of the ballot, been any flaws 
found in that method of voting and it is as 
safe as any system of ballot ever adopted, it 
being an absolute impossibility to either 
change or discover the manner in which a 
voter has voted. It differs materially from 
the American form of the ballot, though both 
enemy the same essential features. In the 

ritish form of ballot paper the names of the 
candidates are printed in alphabetical order 

and underneath the surname of each is printed 


candidate appealing to the suffrages of the 
voters, called the candidate’s address, and at 
the close of the election the returning officer 
goes out in front of the building where the 
counting has been done and announces to the 
assembled crowd the result of the vote. The 
counting for each constituency takes place in 
some central building in the constituency’s 
limits, where the votes from alli the polling 
districts are thoroughly mixed before they are 
counted, 

The earliest date on which the election can 
occur in a borough is four days after the writ 
has been received by the returning officer and 
ma county an extra week is allowed. In the 
case of the Orkney and Shetland Islands it 
will be a month before the result of the elec- 
tion is known, the district being 80 scattered. 
These laws do not apply to tne Isle of Man, 
which has a Parliament and a Constitution of 
its own, 


GETTING EVEN WITH BARON YERKES,

Neglects to Collect a Fare. 

It was nearly 1 o’clock and she was on a 
north-bound cable car, Though the car had 
been crowded when it left the city by the time 
Chicago avenue was reachei the crowd had 
thinned out and she saw on the’opposite side 
of the caranother woman whom she knew 
with a, vacant seat beside her.

‘*But,”’ she said, “I really think what 
pleases me most is the fact’’— and here she 
glanced at thedoor near which she was sitting 
to make sure the conductor was not listening, 
and lowered her voice to make sure he could 
not hear her if he were—** that I have cheated 
Mr. Yerkes and the North Chicago Street rail- 
road out of 15 ¢ents. Three times this 
morning I have ridden on these cars and not 
once paid a fare.”’

She certainly did not belong to the class that 
works hard for a nickel and consequently 
hates to part with it. Shedid not look as if 
she belonged tothe criminal classes. Why 
then this unholy glee at having cheated a 
company out of 15 cents, But, soft! the 
lady was explaining. 

‘You know how it is yourself; you know 
how often we poor victims board a car and 
the grip gets out of order or the cable breaks 
or something breaks down on the track, and 
it is centuries before it’s cleared off.

He Must Not Kill Game on His Fore- 
fathers’ Hunting Grounds. 

How things have changed in the West!

Yesterday there 
came from Wyoming information to the effect 
that a number of Bannack *Iadians had been 
killing game “‘iliegally” and that as the result 
of that ‘illegal’ conduct an encounter had 
resulted with some of the law- ing white 
people, in which one Indian was ed and 
others injured.

No clearer evidence of the in far 
Western conditions could be furp than 
the incarceration of Rocky M Indians 
for killmg the game which to their forefathers 
had been free as the air they breathed or the 
rushing torrents whence they captured fish for 
food in season and out of season.

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ACOMA, Wash., July 15.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence.]—Under the shadows of 
the majestic Olympic range of moun- 
tains, off’ the coast of the State of 

Washington, is one of the few localities on 
the eastern shores of the Pacific Ocean 
where the very valuable sea otter is caught. 
There are hurdreds of people-even in the 
States of Washington and Oregon that do 
not know this fact. Until a few years ago 
the main source of supply for the skins of 
the sea otter was the shores of the Aleutian 
Islands, away up north, nearly to the coast 
of Siberia. In 1887 as many as 7,000 skins of 
the sea otter were obtained there, but the 
catch of the season now drawing to a close 
has been less than 500, so ruthless and sys- 
tematic has been the slaughter of this ani- 
mal. Ten and twelve years ago several 
thousand skins of the sea otter were had 
from the Queen Charlotte Islands, off the 
coast of British Columbia, but the destruc- 
tion of the animals has been so complete 
there that not one has been captured in 
five or six years. The same is true of the 
former sea otter catches on the coast of 
Alaska. The only territory that has sur- 
vived the deadly persecution of the hunters 
of the sea otter on the North Pacific coast 
is a stretch between the mouth of Gray’s 
Harbor and Point Granville—a distance of 
about thirty-five miles—on the islands off 
the Santa Barbara coast, also on the Priby- 
lov Islands, which are famous for both 
seals and sea otter, and are situate 2,500 
miles northwest from the State of Wash- 
ington. Point Granville, with its bold, pic- 
turesque rocks jutting qut into the sea, is 
about midway between Cape Flattery, at 
the mouth of the Straits of San Juan de 
Fuca, which form the northwest boundary 
of the United States, and the mouth of the 
Columbia River, which marks the line be- 
tween the States of Washington and Ore- 
gon. 

The total annual capture of the sea otter 
is now about 4,000. It was once over 12,000 
a year. The fur is the most expensive ana 
highly prized in the commercial world, The 
fur requires no dying to fit it for use, like 
the seal fur, and in its natural state is worth 
ten or twenty times the figure that the seal- 
skin sells for. It is not usually made into 
cloaks or sacques because too heavy, as 
well as too expensive, to suit the taste of 
many, and it is so rare that the fur is not 
often seen except as trimmings for gar- 
ments or sealskin. 

The manner of securing the sea otter on 
the coast of Washington is interesting to 
any ‘one. If it were an easy task to get a 
sea otfer there would no longer be any of 
them left in these waters, for they have been 
hunted here for twenty years by white men 
and a hundred or more yearsby the Indians. 
The Indians hunt the sea otter from long, 
heavy canoes, in which they go out through 
the surf, and cruising along a mile or two 
shoot or spear the animal as he lies sleep- 
ing in the water with only his head in sight. 
Owing to his extreme wariness it is hard to 
approach and difficult to hit the animal 
after it is found. It is only after long prac- 
tice that an Indian, accustomed as he is to 
the use of a canoe, is able to meet with any 
success at all, for it takes great skill to 
shoot or spear a floating object in a choppy 
sea from an uncertain canoe. Very oftena 
hunter remains out five or six days without 
result. 

It is not, however, the Indians who secure 
the most sea otters, for there are not many 
natives left, and the pursuit is a hazardous 
one. It is the white hunter, or “ Boston 
man,” as the Indians call him, who has de- 
vised a way of getting the coveted fur with- 
out risking his life in a canoe at sea. Along 
this stretch of beach from Gray’s Harbor to 
Point Granville are seven or eight three- 
legged towers, that look from a distance like 
huge skeleton pile-drivers, with a rude box 
at the top of each. These towers are called 
sea-otter derricks, and they are erected as 
far out toward the breakers as practicable 
without danger of being washedaway. The 
beach is smooth and so nearly level that at 
a distance of 1,000 feet from shore the water 
is only two or three feet deep. From the top 
of these derricks the hunters pick off the 
wary sea otter, and it is not an unusual thing 
for one to shoot and kill his game at a dis- 
tance of 1,000 yards. But though these hunt- 
ers are excellent riflemen, and their weap- 
ons are the very best, they may shoot a hun- 
dred times without killing a single otter, 
so that in addition to being good shots they 
must possess unusual patience. In spite of 
the apparent lack of liveliness in the/pur- 
suit, the sport is a most attractive one and 
the hunter that once gets into it seldom 
abandons it. 

In the locality mentioned these derricks 
form a conspicuous feature of the coast 
scenery and are scattered from two to four 
miles apart. Two of these lookouts have 
been up a long time. One is built on the 
tops of two tall trees on the bank and the 
other is on a rock some distance out, the lit- 
tle cabin on top being reached by a rude lad- 
der built of short pieces of driftwood tied 
together. Severe storms blow the derricks 
on the sand down every winter, but they are 
easily rebuilt, as there are great quantities 
of driftwood handy and no lack of standing 
timber within a few rods of the breakers. 
Usually two hunters build a derrick together 
and share its use. 

These derricks are forty feet high and at 
the base are twenty-four feet wide. On one 
of the poles a rude ladder is built, and the 
three poles are braced together by cross 
pieces nailed on at different points. Upon 
the top or the apex is built a box, nearly as 
high as a man’s head, open at the top and 
partially open on the side toward the sea. 
The end of the poles are sawed off and a 
board is nailed on top, making a seat for the 
hunter, who sits in this wind-protected coop, 
and, with his rifle resting on the edge of the 
box in front of him, waits and watches for 
the game. He soon learns the habits of the 
sea otter, and can tell by the wind and the 
tide and the currents where to look for the 
first appearance of the stubby little head 
above the water. 

Not one sea otter in a dozen sinks when it 
is killed by a bullet, and the next flood tide 
throws the carcass on the beach.’ When a 
number of hunters are shooting each one 
marks his bullets, so that the owner may be 
known when the animalisfound. The hunt- 
ers have implicit faith in each other and 
would not think of taking skins that did 
not belong to them. The Indians going up 
and down the beach are employed by some 
of the hunters to look out for their expected 
carcasses. If they find the dead animals 
easily they are allowed a small sum, enough 
to pay them for their time and labor. If, for 
some reason, an animal that has been shot 
fails to come in when or where it is ex- 
pected, and a whole day has gone by in fruit- 
less search, then the Indian who finds it is 
given $10; two days after the Indian gets 
$30 for bringing it in, and if a week elapses 
from the time a hunter shoots a sea otter 
to the time it is found, he gives half its value 
to the Indian, for he has then nearly de- 
spaired of ever seeing it. 

A full-grown sea otter is from four to five 
feet long, and perhaps a foot of more wide. 
When a hunter secures one he loosens the 
hide from the nose and head, and without 
cutting it lengthwise at all, he pulls the skin 
down over the body, the hide being so elastic 
that this is not a difficult job. It is then 
stretched over a smooth board six and one- 
half feet long, nine inches wide at one end 
and ten at the other end. Each end of this 
board is tapered to a point. Another board 
exactly the same size is inserted, and the 
skin is stretched a foot or eighteen inches 
longer than its original length. A thin 
board, half‘the length of the others, is 
wedged in and the skin lightly tacked at 
the ends to hold it in place. If any flesh 
adheres to the skin it is then cut off, and the 
hide is cured and dried in this condition. In 
a few days it is taken off the boards and 
turned fur side out, when it is ready for mar- 
ket. 

The most valuable fur is that of the dark- 
est color, a rich, nearly jet black fur with 
long silver hairs scattered through is the 
most prized of all, and such pelts bring the 
hunter from $150 to $250. The clear black 
comes next in value, and the brown is the 
cheapest of all and brings from $75 to $100. 
These prices do not indicate the true value of 
the skins, for the locality is a long distance 
from the railways, and it is very difficult 
and expensive to get freight of any kind 
from this out-of-the-way beach. A _ skin 
that the hunter sells for $150 more than 
doubles in value by the time it goes through 
several and reaches a good market.

buffet mark, and ‘ice-cream and ‘trolleys 
promise to be the distinctive feature of mid- 
summer nights’ travel on the staid old street 
car systems of Philadelphia from now on. 

The next step maybe the taking out of a 
trolley license to sell beer. Then there will 

a time on the old-fashioned square cor- 
nered streets of this good old-fashioned cen- 
terof populous respectability. One trolley 
line is said to be deeply and sensibly inter. 
ested in a liquor resort.at the terminus of . its 
line far in the suburbs, and the receipts on 
the road have been vory heavy since the warm 
Weather set in, but not so heavy as the collec- 
tién of nickels that have fallen into the coffers 
of the beer resort. 

The younger element of the population 
patronizes this line chiefly. The older éle- 
ment uses it too, for the exhilarating effects 
of the air, but not the exhilarating tendencies 
of the beer. ‘They frown on the folly that 
tempts young persons to the paths of dissipa- 
tion. rhe amount ot trolley patronage in 
Phiiadeiphia probably exceeds that of any 
other city in the cohntry, on account of the 
vast area which the city and its suburbs 
cover, something like 129 square miles of sur- 
face, with fully half of it gridironed with 
paved streets and the other half threaded 
with good macadamized roads. From the 
built up portion of the city to the remotest 
part of its suburbs the distance is covered 
by trolley locumotion in scarcely more than 
an hour. ‘ he longest ride is fiftcen miles, 
and one of the pleasantest and coolest is eight 
miles in extent. The fifteen-mile run is 
through a fine rural section, and terminates 
at Willow Grove, where ample provision is 
made to moisten tha parched lips and thirsty 
palates of the excursioniste. Another ride 
extends ten miles to Chestnut Hill, running 
through the old and respectable habitation of 
Germantown. The‘eight-mile ride runs from 
the Delaware River to within a short distance 
of the western county line, into a suburban 
district known as Haddington. Here the 
cows are at pasture and a few buildings are 
scattered, but not enough to impede the de- 
lightful rural air laden with the odor of the 
fields and farm lands, 

There is a good deal of Philadelphia that is 
stillfarm land when one gets outin it, but 
the trolley lines are helping to convert it into 
streets and houses inthe near future, But 
the rides are still pleasant, and the cars, with

The ice cream 
buffet gives way periodically to lemonade and 
sarsaparilla, and ifa party wanted to carry 
their own beer they might smuggle it under 
the seats. ; 

Trolley parties have become a fashionable 
craze among “stay-at-homes” and ‘can’t- 
get-aways,’’ and people of the most respecta- 
ble caste join in the popular movement, The 
popularity of trolley locomotion and mid- 
summer night sociables on wheels forms a 
remarkable contrast to the warlike opposi- 
tion that was waged against the introduction 
of overbead wire transit in Philadelphia. 
When it came it met witha wail of opposi- 
tion. Now, if it should be taken away from 
us the bottom would fall clean out of the old 
City of Brotherly Love and it would fairly 
collapse.—New York Herald,

SHE SKIMS THE KEYS. 


PLAIN ORITIOISM OF THE AMERIOAN 
GIRL AND THE PIANO. 


Efforts to Secure Immediate Results and a 
Desire to “Show Off” Lead te a Super- 
ficial Knowledge of the Art of. Piano 
Playing=What the Europeah M r 
Thinks of His Occidental Student—Girls 
Who Go for “ Finishing Touches” Find 
They Must First Know the Rudiments. 


America has for many years been well rep- 
resented in the coaservatories of Europe. In 
Vienna, Berlin, Brussels, Munich, Paris, and 
Leipzig the American girl is a well-known 
figure. There she devotes herself to the dif- 
ferent branches of the art of music, but it is 
as a piano pupil that she is best known. 

The time she gives to this pursuit in foreign 
lands is generally limited to two or three 
years, a period much too brief for the work 
sho finds to do, for, instead of going abroad 
for “finishing touches,’”’ as she and her 
friends had fondly imagined, she really goes, 
in most instances, for the rudimentary work. 

Of course there are exceptions; there are 
pupils who go abroad for study weil prepared 
for the work which they wish to undertake, 
butas arule the American pupil must de- 
scend from the Liszt Rhapsodies, the Chopin 
Etudes, end Beethoven Sonatas to finger ex- 
ercises and first principles. It isan undenia- 
ble fact, known and commented on by the 
best foreign masters, that our pupils general- 
ly show superficial training, and Europeans 
find it difficult to reconcile the American am- 
bitiop to excel in everything with the second- 
rate piano teaching done in our country. 

That we have teachers well qualified to give 


the best musical instruction and that some of 


our pupils do good earnest work no ome can 
deny, but how few these are when 
compared with the great masses who are ac- 
complishing nothing—worse than nothing. 

Hans von Biilow, who was never afraid to 
express his opinions, often commented on tha 
careless American training, but even he con- 
ceded that if the American girl could have the 
musical advantages at home which are to be 
had in foreign cities she need fear competi- 
tion with none in the art of piano playing. 
This opinion has been frequently expressed 
by many of the noted piano masters, and the 
question naturally arises, ‘‘ Why is it that we 
Americans, who seem to have such a pianistic 
mania, and who surely are as ambitious as 
any nation, are so deficient in this particu- 

ar?’ 

Anton Rubinstein answered the question in 
this way: ‘‘Americans are too impatient, 
too anxiousto obtain rapid results to en- 
courage teachers to do thorough work. - They 
have a saying, ‘The more haste, the less 
speed,’ and this saying they illustrate in their 
musical training.’’ 

In his answer Rubinstein does not appear 
to blame the teachers so much as the public; 
and many of our teachers who are making a 
brave struggle to develop the best possibili- 
ties of their pupils and imparta solid musical 
education find it very difficult to satisfy their 
own ideals and the demands of their patrons. 
They tind that the worst obstacle they have to 
encounter is not always the pupil’s own eager- 
ness to do hurried work, butis oftentimes 
the influences brought to bear by outside ad- 
visers and critics. 

A pupil may be pursuing the best possible 
course, and yet because immediate results do 
not attend her efforts ignorant friends dis- 
courage her and destroy her interest. 

There are so many of our piano teachers 
who have any standing except, the most su- 
perficial by which to measure progress in 
piano playing, so how can those who are en- 
tirely outside of the profession have the know!- 
edge which would enable them to intelligently 
criticise a teacher’s methods? 

Wieck, the teacher of Von Bilow, Krause, 
Spindler, Merkel, and Robert Schuman, used 
to say, “‘I have always preferred a gradual, 
even a slow development, step by step, which 
often made no apparent progress, but which 
still proceeded with acertain constancy and 
with deliberation, and which was combined 
with a dreamy sensibility and a musical in- 
stinct requiring slow awakening.’’ The wis- 
dom of his method is abundantiy showao in 
the playing of his daughter and pupil, the 
celebrated Clara Schuman. 

But this is not the kind of instruction which 
meets the demands of the American market; 
we cannot tolerate a method which accom- 
plishes results almost imperceptily. We want 
some quick method of turning out pianists. 
Our pupils must be able to “‘ show off ”’ from 
the very beginning. What we want is teach- 
ers whose pupils can play difficult-sounding 
pieces with very few lessons; that is our idea 
of progress, and this is one reason why so 
many of our American girls astonish foreign 
masters by playing the most difficult com- 
positions when they are so woefully ignorant 
of what they are attempting. This has given 
rise to the saying in musical circles that we 
Americans study Shakspeare and Miiton in 
the primary room, 

The true state of affairs is not realized in 
our country, although there are many who 
are not satisfied with the piano playing of the 
American girl, and somé are even bold 
enough to ask why it is that while so many are 
studying the art of piano playing so few at- 
tain any proficiency in it. 

If American parents could be made to un- 
derstand the situation they might do much to 
bring aboutan era of better things. That 
they are interested in the musical work of 
their children is evident, but it is equally 
plain to **those behind the scenes’’ that they 
unwittingly do muchto thwart that which 
they would gladly aid. 

The erroneous belief that almost any 
teacher can instructa beginner has much to 
answer for. This country is flooded with 
teachers who, having had a few lesaons, and 
apparently knowing more than those who 
have had none, feel qualified to figure as in. 
s®uctors and receive a liberal patronage. 

If the individual who feels himself called to 
join the ranks of piano teachers chances to be 
of the male sex he has only to announce his 
desire to give lessons and he is ‘dubbed * pro. 
fessor ’’ at once by the American public. 

In Germany, the home of the world’s great- 


‘est musicians, there are very few “ profess- 


ors,’ but in our republican country, where 
we affect an indifference to titles, the woods 


are full of them, These mushroom “ ess- 
ors’ are generally cheap is, 
they charge a lower price for lessons than 
those who have expended much time and 
money on their education, but they prove to 
be the dearest teachers intheend. If parents 
could realize this there would bea great re- 
duction in the number of pupils who are final. 
ly obl to spend much time and money in 
the laborious process of “ bo ruemgnen and 
also of those who, after wasting both time 
and money in superficial work, ‘* drop their 
music altogether,”” because something seems 
to be amiss. Such teachers are at any time 
an unprofitable investment, but more es- 
pecially at the very beginning of a pupil’s 
work; it is then if ever that careful, sys- 
tematic training is needed, 

The interference of many parents with a 
teacher’s methods is a very great obstacle in 
the way of the pupil’s progress. Whether a 
teacher is competent or incompetent, this is 
al ways disastrous to the pupil’s interests, The 
best course for parents to pursue is to selecta 
teacher who understands his business, and 
trust him just as they trust a dentist or any 
other professional in their employ. Asa rule 
parents know no more of the requisites of a 
course of piano traini than they do of 
dentistry, and the sooner they realize this fact 
the better for all concerned, 

It was an American mother who ventured 
to ask the great Von Billow not to give her 
daughter too much technical work. Would 
that ail American mothers could be “set 
about their business’’ as promptly as she 
was! Von Balow replied: ‘Madam, if I 
do not already know enough to instruct your 
daughter a person with your musical attain- 
ments need not hope to make up for my de- 
fects,’ : 

Another difficulty which besets the conaci- 
entious teacher is that of selecting music 
which will satisfy his patrons and at the same 
time come up to his own idea of the needs of 
his pupils, ft he were allowed to teach only 
good compositions the musical standard in 
his community would be gradually raised and 
this difficulty abolished, but frequently both 
parents and pupils are dissatisfied if the 
teacher does not bring ** pretty pieces.’’ These 
so-called ** pretty pieces ’’ are usually poor 
music, and most unprofitable for the develop- 
ment of pupils, but a teacher is not always 
independent of his patrons and cannot afford 
to live up to his convictions, so he must con. 
sult the taste of those who should really be 
educated by him. 

Our teachers of literature are allowed to se- 
lect the masterpieces of the best authors for 
the instruction of their classes, and there 
would probably be an outcry of indignation 
ifan attempt should be made to introduce 
the sensational, badly-written works of un- 
known writers. Itis only the piano teacher 
who is expected to build up a solid education 
on trash, ° 

This is but a very brief description of the 
musical surroundings of the average Ameri- 
can girl. Volumes might be written if one 
could go into details and a stupendous array 
of facts brought forward to show that, music- 
ally speaking, the American girl is more 
sinned against than sinning; but now 
I have come to the girl who 
of telling how she “loves music,’’ who goes 
into ecstasies over D’ Albert, Pachmann, and 
Paderewski, and says she would ‘ just give 
anything’’ if she could only play the piano, 
What does she give? What sacrifice does she 
offer up on the altar of her ambition? 

She takes lessons. ; 

Her piano bills come in with unfailing reg- 
ularity and she sits before her piano an hour 
or two daily watching the clock, while her 
fingers wader absentmindedly over the keys. 

‘* What is she doing!’ 

She is practicing. 

She is devoting herself to the art she loves 
and she hopes after working two or three 
years in this way to shine in the bright firma- 
ment of pianists. 

My dear girl, there is no royal road to suc- 
cess as a pianist! Nothing but thorough, 
systematic work willever bring you even as 
far as the goal of moderately good playing. 

You may have the finest piano that money 
can buy; you may have the talent of Pade- 
rewski; you may have the greatest teacher, 
but of what avail are all these thingsif one 
thing is lacking unto you, and that is earnest- 
ness? Earnestness is the keyaote of success, 
lf you have not the capacity for real, genuine, 
earnest work, and if your surroundings will 
not enable you to do such work, the best that 
you can do is to close the lid of your piano, 
keep flowers and bric-&-brac upon it, and then 
shall it be **a thing of beauty and a joy for- 
ever’”’; then shall your neighbors rise up and 
eall you blessed; then shall the American 
girl and her piano bea national affliction no 
longer, Rosz Casz Haywoop, 


WATER SUPPLY ON SHIPBOARD, 


The Newest Apparatus for Converting Sea 
Water. 

Philadelphia Record: For insuring a fresh 
water supply ou board ship attention has been 
assiduously directed to the invention and 
designing of apparatus whereby sea water can 
be made potable. As sea water contains large 
quantities of soluble salts, the principal part 
of the problem has been to effect the separa. 
tion of these salts from the water that holds 
them in solution. Thus far this has only been 
possible by distillation, the distillate being 
water and the salts remaining in the still, 

A new and very effective apparatus for this 
purpose ie described in Transport. This ap. 
paratus differs from all the devices that have 
preceded it, and obviates the necessity of the 
brass or copper condenser tubes hitherto em- 
ployed. These have been a frequent source 
of trouble through scaling and corrosion, 
The formation of scale reduces seriously the 
efficiency of the condenser, and thus an ap- 
paratus which at the beginning may have 
been of ample capacity may prove to be de- 
ficient just at the time when itis most re- 


quired; and when it is put into service it’ 


usually démands a great deal of cleaning and 
overhauling. Any apparatus which will obvi- 
ate these drawbacks will bea welcome addi- 
tion to marine appliances, and the claim is 
made for the new apparatus (called * The 
Henneberg,” after its inventor) that it com- 
pletely removes them. 


Will Resent British Officiousness,

one recently forced on Nicaragua by the British 
navy.

RAILROAD TO 


RELIEVE LONDON’S CONGESTED STREETS. 

There is every prospect of an early beginning being made with the project for constructing an electric railway right through the heart of 
London. The company which has been formed possesses three different acts of Parliament and has completed all the arrangements. The 
proposal is to construct an underground line six miles and a half in length,,from Shepherd’s bush to Liverpool street, with fourteen stations. 
The electrica] generating works will be at Shepherd’s bush and the terminal station under the open space in front of the terminus of the Great 
Eastern railway. Between these two points there will be stations at Queen’s road, Holland Park, Notting Hill gate, Westbourne terrace, 
Marble arch, Bond street, Oxford circus, Tottenham court road, British Museum, Chancery lane, Newgate street, Cheapside, and the Bank. 
At Liverpool street there will be subway connections with both the Great Eastern and North London stations. The station at Westbourne 
terrace will be within easy distance of the Great Western railway and the Notting Hill station of the Inner Circle District line, There will 
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a L/nventory not far of—carpenters ready to take posses- 
ston—walls doomed—general store betterments ahead—are* the

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HERE. is an island in the Pacific 
Ocean, twenty-five miles from the 
coast of Southern California, which 
is destined to become what Mount 
Desert has already become to the 
coast of Maine. 

The name of this island, like the names 
of most places in the Far West, has enough 
vowels in it to make it musical to the ear— 
Santa Catalina. The land composing it is 
twenty miles’ long and eight wide. Its to- 
pography arrests the eye. Nature at some 
time, in one of its fanciful moods, heaved it 
up from the sea and left it there with its 
precipitous cliffs, with its indented shores, 
and little bays, and inlets, and beaches, 
whose sands sparkle inthesunshine. There 
ate valleys in which summer is perpetual, 
and within range of the vision there are hills 
and settings of natural beruty not to be sur- 
passed in any similar area on this continent. 

In one of these valleys that runs to the sea 
from the base of a mountain there is a 
town which the people have called Avalon. 
This is essentially a summer town, and being 
such it has become the ultima thule of that 
multitude which of late years, since the rail- 
roads have broken the way, has sought 
pleasure and health in the land of the setting 
sun. The sojourner in Avalan may live as 
his taste or his exchequer directs. If he be 
of the wallfiower species there are in Avalon 
spacious hotels that are conducted on a 
scale as extensive as those in the resorts of 
the East, even to the weekly bill, if the so- 
journer shall insist upon living on luxuries. 
Or, if he be of the other type which studious- 
ly avoids mixing he may find cottages that 
face the sea in nooks about the town. Or, if 
he wishes to move yet further away he may 
live in tents erected for his wants, and 
* rough it ’’ while still enjoying the feast of 
vision. A party may find camp-grounds of 

@py dimensions. 


A coach road is between Avalon and the 
YWsthmus, and over this are run tallyho 
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World’s Fair will remember the searchlight 
on Manufactures Building—the largest 
searchlight in the world. These Californians 
grabbed it. It stands on Echo Mountain, in 
this Southern California. country, and in the 
evening it throws its light across the San 
Gebriel Valley and penetrates the hillsides 
and the summit. Thence it shoots across 
the sea and dances on the turrets of Santa 
Catalina. And here, too is the Lowe Obser- 
vatory, through which Dr. Swift keeps up 
his search for stray comets. This telescope 
is a sixteen-inch equatorial glass, and it 
doesn’t cost you a cent to look through it, 
day or night, atany time ofthe year. If you 
stay long enough you may find a comet of 
your own. If you want to know how to get 
to Echo Mountain hunt up a railroad agent 
whose line makes connection at Pasadena. 
You reach the summit of Echo Mountain by 
a cable incline, 3,000 feet long, the only cable 
incline in the world operated by electricity. 
There is a hotel at the top of the mountain. 
There are hotels everywhere in Southern 
California. There is one in the San Bernar- 
dino at an elevation of 5,000 feet at Seven 
Oaks, and nearby one may catch trout. 
There is- one at Arrowhead hot springs, 
reached on a kite-shaped track. It has cur- 
ative waters—the hotel has, not the track— 
and there are twenty-five springs of varying 
temperature. 

Forty-seven miles south of Los Angeles is 
a place called Arch Beach.” You get there by 
stage, if you live. But» when you do get 
there you find great cliffs on the coast, 
which the waves in their incessant pounding 
have washed into fantastic shapes. There 
are minature reefs and still water bathing 
places where one might fancy that mer- 
maids gathered to “wash up,” as an old 
Mayor of Chicago told the King of the isl- 
ands out in the Pacific which have caused 
Mr. Cleveland so much annoyance. There 
are beautiful shells and sea mosses on this 
beach when the tide is out. 

There is an inland lake near by, Lake El- 
sinor, a body of fresh water, which also has 
a hotel and 100 hot springs that “cure you 
after the doctor has given you up.”’ There is 
Santa Monica, with a surf, and swimming 
pools, and hot salt water, and a hotel, 
and a population of 2,000. Ocean Park is 
near by. It is a new place established by 


| the Y. M. C. A. and similar organizations.

coaches which stop at a queer sort of place 
called Little Harbor Inn. In the interior 
the man with a gun and a huntsman’s eye 
can find quail and mountain goat. They 
are not on the island to look at. One can 
ghoot them if one is a good shot, and sit down 
in the evening in the shadow of the uplifted 
hilis and cook and eat one’s own game. 
Nature has catered bountifully to these 
places where men go who love to fish. The 
water about this island is so clear that one 
may look into the depths seventy-five or 
ene hundred feet and pick out the sort of fish 
@esired. The fish may not always bite, but 
; ere is some consolation in knowing that 
u tried to tempt him. 
ae ple who have undertaken to make 
this d attractive have built piers and 
brought out steam launches which circum- 
navigate the island in a short time. In 
various places about the island the travel 
finds ancient sites of Indian towns whi 
have a strange interest. Visitors and any- 
body in Los Angeles reach the island by boat 
in three anda half hours. This little voyage 
within itself brings the traveler in contact 
with the ocean breeze, and lands him on the 
pier in such condition as will enable him to 
enjoy his feast with that relish which 
makes an epicure contented. 

It is a little singular that the railroad peo- 
ple who can make the most sterile sections 
blossom like the rose have not discovered 
this island of the Pacific, with its natural 
beauty and everlasting ozone.. 

Nature is as fantastic inland as it is upon 
the sea. There is a place in this same section 
of the country known to geographers as 
Willson’s Peak. The name is quite Ameri- 
can and nearly as commonplace as Smith. 
It is one of the bumps of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains, but it is called Wilson’s Peak 
for all that. It stands a perpetual séntinel 
of the San Gabriel Valley. From the crest 
of this peak to the valley one looks a distance 
of 6,000 feet. If you are not good in heights 
and depths in your mind think of the Wash- 
ington Monument. It is 550 and odd feet. 
It would take nearly a dozen Washington 
Monuments, standing on top of one another 
to reach the altitude of Wilson’s Peak. 

Many mountain peaks are only accessible 
to the vision. Wilson’s Peak can be reached 
by any traveler, man or woman, who can 
_ride a burro. You take a train on the South- 
ern California road and leave it at Santa 
Anita, sixteen miles east .of Los Angeles. 
You take a stage and ride a mile and a half 
to the foot of the trail. The trees shade 
this winding way to the summit. After 


you have gone a short tance the trail 
diverges there are offshoots from them. 
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But the beach of Southern California is 
Redundo Beach. It is like the sea—quite 
swell. It has a hotel and every facility 
known to the most aristocratic beaches on 
the Atlantic. seaboard. A band of music 
plays Sunday It has a casino and acces- 
sories. 

Of course, every one has heard of Coro- 
nado beach, reached on what is known as 
the surf line through the most beautiful 
section of Southern California. For seven- 
ty miles the traveler to Coronado sees the 
ocean and hears the “‘music in its roar’ and 
feels its spray if he wishes. There is noth- 
ing at any of the Eastern resorts which one 
cannot find at Coronado, and Coronado has 
some things which one cannot find in the 
East. Here winter releases its rigor, and 
summer invigorates with its even temper. 

here is one thing which this Southern 
Caiifornia country can offer as a summer at- 
traction with which the East cannot com- 
pete—the country intervening. In journey- 
ing to the West one passes through the

section, where there are sights and scenes 
such as one cannot find elsewhere in this 
country. Somebody has called _ this 
strangely formed country ‘“‘the soul of Mi- 
wuael Angelo and of Beethoven,” and it wa 
the same man who is understood to have de- 
ey some of the sights he beheld like 
s: 

“the comparative insignificance of what 
are termed grand sights in other parts of 
the world is now clearly revealed. Twenty 
Yosemites might lie unperceived anywhere 
below. Niagara, that Mecca of marvel seek- 
ers, would not here possess the dignity of a 
trout stream. Your companion, standing at 
a short distance on the verge, is an insect 
to the eye. Still such particulars cannot 
long hold the attention, for the panorama is 
the real overmastering charm... It is never 
twice the same. Although you think you 
have spelt out every temple and peak and 
escarpment, as the angle of sunlight 
changes there begins a ghostly advance of 
colossal forms from the farther side, and 
what you had taken to be the ultimate wall 
is seen to be made up of still other isolated 
sculptures, revealed now for the first time 
by -silhouetting shadows. The scene in- 
cessantly ‘changes, flushing and fading, ad- 
vGncing into crystalline clearness, retiring 
Mmto slumberous haze. Should it chance to 
have rained heavily in the night next morn- 
ing the cafion is filled with fog. As the 
sun mounts the curtain of mist suddenly 
breaks into cloud fleeces, and while you 
gaze these fleeces rise and dissipate, leav- 
ing the cafion bare.

In their scholdays the Harrodsburg 
twins had more fun than a little, and the 
tricks they resorted to in casting blame upon 
each other’s shoulders stood them in good 
stead when they began to “go with the 
girls,”’ and many are the good stories they 
tell on each other of instances where each 
made love to the other’s sweetheart, and the 
girls rather seemed to enjoy the confusion. 

It was after the Thompson boys became 
men, however, that their remarkable re- 
semblance attracted a wider attention. They 
never aimed to dress exactly alike, but their 
tastes ran to dark clothes, except in the very 
heated term, and there was never a suf- 
ficiently striking contrast in their apparel 
to prevent their being mistaken for each 
other.

Either one of the twins could get shaved in 
the barber shop in the cloak-room of the 
House of Representatives. Nobody knew 
the difference. One day John was sitting 
in a barber’s chair when a Western.member 
of Congress came up to him and said: 

“Thompson, I’ve got a proposition to make 
to you. You are interested in this whisky 
bonding bill that’s coming up next week 
and I’ve got a public building bill that I am 
anxious about. Now if you'll get me two or 
three votes for my measure I’ll swing as 
many for the whisky bill.’’ 

John knew at once that the Congressman 
thought he was talking to Phil, so he prom- 
ised him it would be all right. And so it 
would have been if he hadn’t forgotten to 
tell Phil about it. It happened that the 
whisky bill came up first. The Western 
man delivered his votes as per agreement, 
but when his public building bill came up it 
failed to pass by just two votes, and these 
were two of those that John Thompson for- 
got-to tell Phil he had promised in his name.
